We live at the end of the cycle, certainly at the end of the consumer- 
bourgeois cycle which began in the 1970s, larger cycle of approximately 
1000 years which was dominated by warrior and priestly nobility of the 
Nordico-Aryan and Aryo-Roman race, but maybe also at the end of the 
Kali Yuga and the whole of the current Manvantara. Target year of the 
Great Reset - 2030 - might represent the year of the end predicted by Rene 
Guenon and his followers. The end of the cycle assumes the beginning of 
the next. This beginning might start with rolling back the whole of the last 
Manvantara from the end to the beginning at the very fast pace until it 
reaches the Golden Age, which would mean that in the next years or 
decades we might find ourselves in the new "Middle Ages". Since the next 
cycle always preserves some elements of the previous one, it could be that 
these new "Middle Ages" will be the combination of our postmodern 
reality and actual Middle Ages which lasted for 1000 years, until recently. 


The end of the cycle might involve both explosions and implosions, 
explosions in the form of passive destruction with weapons of mass 
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destruction, and implosions in the form of soft totalitarian regime of 
lockdowns and mass surveillance. Current system is basically bankrupt, so 
both explosions and implosions will probably be used in order to, on the 
one hand, cut down and constrain materialism of consumer-bourgeois 
population and keep some of the current elites in power, and on the other, 
to force and enable development of new structures for the next cycle. It is 
becoming clear that disappearance of the nobility in the period between 
1918 and 1945 created incredible imbalances in the functioning of the 
system. All of the utopian movements, like Bolshevism and liberal 
democracy, which let the peasantry and proletariat free by fighting the old 
noble elites, failed in all their intentions. The cycle basically ended after 
Second World War; all of the processes active since then boil down to 
passive destruction of masses of the non-noble (peasant) race. 


The system which was globally instantiated after 1945 basically got 
bankrupt in the 1970s, which forced the new elites to involve everybody in 
a gigantic Ponzi scheme of fiat currencies, promises which cannot be 
fulfilled and reckless spending, creating virtual reality in which it is 
possible to get something for nothing. It can be said that this system by 
over-optimizing what is simple created a situation in which what was 
simple to do became super-simple, while what was complex became 
impossible to do. In comparison, in the “old world” when the presence of 
the noble race was significant, simple things were simple, but complex 
things were possible. Basically this “new world” optimized it’s perspective, 
which amounts to only a few percent of the totality of human experience, 
so much and declared it’s perspective “the reality”, that it progressively 
became non-functional because it’s brittleness does not allow it to handle 
any non-trivial problem. It has deep structural problems because it operates 
on the lowest level of reality, that of material world, and it is missing 
hierarchically higher levels which every normal and functional system has, 
where problems can be tackled on the correct level of abstraction. “New 
world” system tries to handle every problem on the lowest level of 
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abstraction, which simply does not work in the long-run, and it modifies 
the perception of the problem to such an extent that it becomes 
unrecognizable. This is the real cause of various fixations “new world” is 
full of, where problems are often blamed on some external villain or on 
something which can be “fixed”, but without addressing the root cause of 
the problem. Elites will isolate Collective West from the rest of the world 
(China, Russia and the rest of BRICS countries) in a new system which 
will emerge after the Great Reset. The rest of the world will be allowed to 
"progress" probably facing in the near future similar and more catastrophic 
scenario than the Collective West is facing now. They are the ones who are 
the least responsible for the climate crisis and on that ground will face less 
restrictions in a new system. 


Now when it is clear that what used to be European peasantry cannot 
be free, because when it is free it basically destroys itself and everything 
around it, including the Nature, it is time to make it non-free again. Since 
there is no real nobility around (yet), the only way to do it is to use non- 
human systems, like various AI systems, to control it. Sequence of crises 
(black swans) will be introduced and used to make what survives of the 
peasantry happy without owning anything. Experience has shown that 
when a peasant owns anything he either misuses it, destroys it, or indulges 
in inverse vandalism (doing things just because he can) so a crucial 
element of the stability of the new system is taking most of the material 
possessions away from the peasant. He will be put in his place like he was 
in earlier phases of the current cycle. 


The following negative characteristics of men during the last 1000-year 
cycle found their extreme realizations in the man of "peasant" (pre-Indo- 
European) race, especially during the last several hundred years: 


1. Materialism - viewing the world only through materialistic lens. 
2. Cowardice - inability to face death, unlike the men of the warrior 
race. 
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3. Conformism - inability to take any action not agreed to by the 
majority. 
Lack of self-awareness - inability to self-reflect. 

5. Utopianism - being attracted to ideas which promise material and 
other comforts, wanting something for nothing. 

6. Lack of responsibility - propensity to blame others for failures. 

7. Passivity - operating on "all too human” level, unable to take any 
real action. 

8. Solipsism - being interested only in one’s “own thing”. 

9. Hubris - propensity to overestimate one’s abilities. 

10. Lack of identity - inability to form stable identity and set clear 
limits to one’s behavior. 


Generally, "peasant" has very little access to metaphysical laws which 
govern reality. He has a strong tendency toward bourgeois type which he 
started to embody by disconnecting himself from the rural life. This 
process is ending now with the dissolution of the last bourgeois sub-type, 
that of consumer-bourgeois man. 


All of these characteristics were recognized by the noble elites as very 
fitting for the role in which peasant was taking care of the material needs of 
the system. Peasant was given a patch of land where he can work. He was 
mostly not required to fight, so his cowardice was not a problem. His 
conformism was a good fit for passive village community life. He was 
excluded from politics and any kind of decision-making outside of the 
village, so his lack of personal responsibility and tendency to blame others 
for failures was constrained. Priest in the nearby church took care of his 
lack of self-awareness, while warrior lord created a realistic environment 
for life where utopianism was not an easy sell. 


After nobility disappeared from the scene, since there were no other 
alternatives, these same characteristics were used to involve a peasant into 
a Ponzi scheme of gigantic magnitudes. He wholeheartedly accepted all of 
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the material advances of the new system. His cowardice, conformism, lack 
of self-awareness, utopianism and lack of responsibility were instituted as a 
de facto standard, so he finally saw himself as a new, advanced man, better 
than anything that existed before. 


After Second World War the new elites quickly realized that any form 
of idealism cannot be a driving force of the new system since human 
material they were ruling is, and has always been, deeply materialistic and 
interested only in their narrow interests, without any possibility of 
transcending their nature by themselves. They also realized that the other 
thing characteristic for the race of men dominating those structures is 
conformism, so they created something resembling a nice concentration 
camp in which masses can indulge in their materialistic instincts without 
realizing that the lifespan of that camp is very limited. 


Now that this Ponzi scheme is nearing it's end, the only thing the elites 
can do is to take advantage of the materialism and conformism of the mass 
man once again, but this time in a system which will try to limit and 
constrain material appetites and “chattering” of the people in a situation 
ruled by permanent crisis, for which the solution will be "caring for the 
Mother Earth" and everybody else on the planet, especially "those in need", 
which he will accept as a new religion since he originally comes from the 
matriarchal race of the Great Mother. This will be the narrative which 
especially younger generations (younger Millennials, Gen Z, and younger) 
will submit to since all the narratives of the past are long gone. Others who 
will survive will just conform, having no other choice. Women and 
effeminate men will lead these processes where their mother instincts will 
be applied to the whole planet, resulting in locking everybody (and 
themselves) down in safe spaces of all kinds. People at the forefront of 
these religious movements are going to force with their ideological vigor 
(like Bolsheviks for example did in their time) others, who are 
ideologically empty for a long time, into accepting the new reality. Also, 
absence of the noble spirit for very long time created a void which fills 
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masses with fear of the future, particularly of natural disasters, wars, etc., 
so the process of searching for security and comfort in therapeutic state 
will continue rapidly. None of the "revolutionary" ideas of the younger 
generations will work, in the similar way Bolshevik or liberal democratic 
ideas did not, but this time processes started by revolutionary action will 
lead "backward" materially, not "forward" as they did decades ago, to the 
situation resembling Middle Ages. They might lead "backward" also 
spiritually for small part of the population, leading to the end of the present 
and start of the new cycle with it’s renewal of the origins. This revolution 
will put an end to the bourgeois class and it's final incarnation, consumer- 
bourgeois type. Like previous anti-bourgeois revolutions of Bolsheviks and 
liberal democrats, this one will also target primarily the bourgeoisie which 
includes very large number of people. In the context of climate change, 
they are with their materialism, especially in the last 30-50 years, main 
cause of the crisis, whatever the content of the crisis really is compared to 
the one which is presented publicly. 


The elites will do what the nobility of the earlier phases of the cycle 
did - they will limit the materialism of the "peasant", but not in the same 
way. The nobility did it by creating realistic environment of hard life which 
very often resembled war time coupled with religious constraints of the 
priestly caste, and the current elites will do it by creating a digital 
concentration camp ruled by AI systems and their administrators. Behavior 
of the consumer-bourgeois man, who used to be a peasant, which is almost 
the only type of man existing today, is very predictable since he operates 
on the materialistic level, very similar to animals, so various AI systems 
will be easily programmed to deal with most of the cases. 


In very difficult situation of limited resources most people will accept 
already widespread life in a virtual reality since the alternative will be hard 
life similar to what our ancestors experienced. Life in virtual reality will 
limit their effect on the real world which was shown to be very harmful. 
Depopulation might also be massively performed by people dying in 
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virtual reality, completely unaware of their real situation, but also having 
no other alternatives. The gap between the reality and the illusion 
experienced by the vast majority of people has never been greater, so 
possibility of any form of awakening in most cases is excluded. Very small 
fraction of people will be able and willing to live very hard life and from 
that little fraction might rise noble structures for the new cycle. 


In order for any social structure to function to some extent properly 
there needs to exist at least few percent of people of noble races involved, 
like in the earlier phases of the existing 1000-year cycle. This is a 
metaphysical law which can be ignored for some time, but it eventually, in 
case it is not satisfied, leads to self-destruction of remaining non-noble 
parts of the structure. The reason why a modern man is unable to 
existentially comprehend this law can be found in it’s secret nature 
accessible only to men of true nobility. Current situation is, and for some 
decades has been, that there is literally zero percent of the noble race 
involved, which has never happened before in the current cycle, so the only 
path forward is passive destruction, eventually leading to the end of the 
cycle. Given the growing level and scope of the destruction, the need for 
the involvement of the noble structures can become much more obvious 
than it was during the earlier phases of the cycle. In this kind of 
environment these noble structures, in addition to the possibility of their 
existence behind the scenes, can be literally forced into existence. 


Those who can see through the illusion and detect that the cycle is very 
near it's ending, having some noble blood or spirit in them, might form 
structures which will come to the scene in the next cycle. First step for 
them is to realize that they reached zero point without almost any 
possibility of going above it on their own without some kind of super- 
human assistance. It is possible that behind the scenes there exist noble 
structures, residues of the ruling castes from earlier phases of the cycle, 
steering processes of dissolution in a way that they create free space which 
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will allow them to participate in the next cycle and lift others of similar 
nature above the zero point. 
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This book contains collection of essays on various topics from the anti- 
bourgeois perspective which can be used to absorb shocks of the end of the 
cycle more readily and contribute to the constructive forces of the next. 
Anti-bourgeois perspective is not of Bolshevik, Communist or generally 
left-leaning kind, but that of the various proponents of Traditionalism, 
conservative revolution of the inter-war period, and some of the 
Traditionalists of the postmodern era. Their quotes related to each essay 
can be found in the last chapter of the book. 
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Anti-Bourgeois Perspective 
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White But Not Aryan 


One of the main misconceptions of the right-leaning people is 
assumption that white people and specifically those of more conservative 
outlooks have a lot to do with the nobility which ruled Europe during the 
majority of the last European civilizational cycle. The fact is that most of 
the people today, irrespective of political or economic classes they are part 
of, come from European peasantry, which later transformed into, to a lesser 
extent bourgeoisie, and to a greater extent proletariat, as peasants started 
moving to cities. This fact was proven correct during the last 
approximately 100 years, after nobility disappeared as officially recognized 
caste, by all social and political movements creating progressively a world 
which is the inversion of the “old world”. Every aspect of life was altered 
in a directly opposite way to what was considered normal several hundred 
years ago. 


Most ancestors of the typical man today were not of a noble race, but 
were living in a time of the domination and much greater overall influence 
of the noble race, so that explains why right-leaning man today might want 
to identify with that long gone world. The reality is that Europe today 
reached zero point of any connection to the “old world”, so any 
reconnection will require remarkable effort. These developments have 
nothing to do with evil world rulers manipulating the innocent masses nor 
with progress, so neither negative nor positive interpretation of these 
changes matter - the world is completely different, which proves that it was 
created by different races of people. So even if now extinct noble race of 
Europe is considered superior, which is almost never the case, white people 
today have no right to call themselves superior to other races existing 
today. Differences do exist, but are very minimal — it seems like the whole 
world today is made of one single race of “mass man” with few sub-races, 
where the primary differentiator is skin color. 
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There are some people of the white race who match typical physical 
characteristics of the noble race of Europe (Nordico-Aryan or Aryo-Roman 
race), but every similarity in great majority of cases stops at that level — 
contemporary man’s soul and spirit are very different from a man of the 
noble race. One also has to take into account that last great noble race of 
Europe, when it came to the scene at the end of Roman cycle, was already 
degenerate compared to similar races of the previous cycles (like the 
Roman one at it’s highest point), so any historically wider claims of 
superiority are also not valid. 


Confusion over “white race” stems from schizophrenic nature of a 
peasant non-Aryan white man’s mind. On the one hand he fought very hard 
against the last noble race of Europe to get his freedom, and created a 
world which is an antithesis of the “old world”, but on the other he claims 
connection to the dead noble race in order to elevate himself in comparison 
to other races of the body existing today. In reality he is racially (in a 
higher sense) much similar to the brown, black or yellow man than he is to 
the white man of the noble race. It is much more appropriate for him to 
acknowledge connection to the noble race, but only in terms of influence 
and to some extent racial mixing, not membership, since he was for 
centuries dominated and ruled by that race, without being part of it. 


Focusing on “whiteness” as primary identity indicator without any 
substance is probably the last attempt of the white man of today to stay 
relevant. In a typical manner of internal contradictions this man employs 
the language similar to that of National-Socialist racists, despite viewing 
them otherwise as the greatest evil in the world, who saw every German 
citizen as superior to any non-German noble. The other related and equally 
confusing identity is that of nationality, in a situation where national states, 
which were from the beginning subversive phenomena, have lost any 
relevance several decades ago. Their illegitimacy gradually opened the 
gates for races of all kind to be thrown into one confusing mix, leading to a 
logical consequence, the world without borders. All mixing with races of 
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different skin color came from the man of non-noble race, either through 
their material exploitation or utopian racial brotherhood, so there is no 
point for this man today to blame today’s multicultural chaos on “illegal 
immigrants”, “radical islamists”, and other often repeated slogans which 
try to vilify people of other skin color. This mixing was a natural 
consequence of a lack of differentiation which started occurring once he 
cut all links to the noble race, and noble race started declining in influence. 
In trying to free himself from the influence from above, and put himself in 
the dominant position, which he is not worthy or capable of holding, he 
created preconditions for his own demise which is now nearing it’s end. 


Focus on “white identity” is most pronounced in the United States 
which from it’s very beginnings due to it’s anti-aristocratic and democratic 
foundations opened up possibilities for unrestricted mixing of all races. 
Although given the extreme level of mixing, especially since the end of the 
Second World War, this almost single-minded focus is expected, it’s nature 
which is unable to rise above the level of skin color, reveals the limited 
horizons and non-noble racial mix of white people of the United States. In 
many cases European people who migrated to the United States during the 
last several centuries and were integrated into it’s undifferentiated melting 
pot, represented not the best parts of the European population, so racial 
mixing and other leveling phenomena which took place were expected. The 
reality of white population of the United States now is that they are getting 
outnumbered by African and Latin Americans in the situation which has 
the potential to escalate even in some form of the civil war. United States 
represents the prime example of the end result of the undifferentiated racial 
mixing coupled with the absence of superior noble races. White man in 
this process tried to put himself artificially in the superior position by 
means of slavery, racial laws and segregation, but this could not hide for 
long his lack of any existentially relevant superior qualities, so it was just a 
matter of time when he started to feel “white guilt” or become powerless in 
suppressing revolt of the forces from bellow.

End of the Cycle - Anti-Bourgeois Perspective 


Similar but less extreme phenomena has been occurring in Europe for 
decades, with the potential to develop in the direction similar to that of the 
United States. Although extremely Americanized since the end of the 
Second World War, Europe has preserved a bit more differentiated human 
substance which is able to partly rise above “white identity” rhetoric in 
their attempts to differentiate themselves from the masses drowning in the 
postmodern racial chaos. It is clear that in the absence of any existentially 
relevant differentiation the process of racial mixing will continue, so for 
the majority of European people, given that they are unable to rise above 
their current identity of homo americanus, it is better to acknowledge their 
similarity to the races of migrants and accept their integration into 
European society as a new normal, than to fight them in some illusory 
clash of civilizations. 


There are individuals among white people today whose ancestry is 
more or less related to members of the European nobility, but that influence 
is heavily outweighed by sudden drop of life force which struck what was 
left of noble forces in inter-war period. The end of Second World War 
marked the end of the final battle between noble race and non-noble race of 
Europe. Like for all other structures whose “kernel” or center is 
compromised, and in case of nobility that were royal families across 
Europe, collapse turned exponential. Dramatic consequences of two World 
Wars contributed to breaking the chain of initiation maintained for 
centuries which caused the fall in differentiation which separated the man 
of nobility from the common man. In addition to that, vast resources were 
employed by the leaders of world subversion to dismantle nobility once 
and for all, and they succeeded in all their efforts. The best of white people 
today are at best remnants of the remnants of once great noble race of 
Europe. Here one might exclude still existing royal families who have 
certainly to much greater extent preserved their pure blood, but their power 
is still to be tested as we approach the end of the cycle. 
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Noble Races 


How can one prove superiority of noble races, which are at this point 
long dead? The proof can be found in many hidden places. One of them is 
inferiority complex found in every revolutionary movement whose aim 
was to destroy the nobility. If one has to rely on childish arguments where 
all of the history prior to the revolution is characterized as oppression and 
manipulation of the masses by nobility, then one is coming from the very 
inferior position. Each successive revolution, starting from the bourgeois 
revolutions of the 18" and 19" centuries, is characterized by progressively 
more pronounced inferiority complex. The other proof can be found in 
relative tolerance with which Bolshevism and Communism approached and 
ideologically related movements continue to approach nobility in general 
and in particular surviving royal families, at least compared to the 
bourgeoisie and fascists or national-socialists, which they fought 
mercilessly. This behavior is very hard to explain in any other way than 
with hidden respect those revolutionaries had for nobility, despite the fact 
that it represented their fiercest enemy, much tougher than bourgeoisie, 
fascists or national-socialists, who were their allies in some situations, and 
actually share many of their views of reality. So despite being initially 
blamed for all the ills of the world, last noble race of Europe enjoys hidden 
respect of all sorts of revolutionaries mostly lead by individuals of 
different, if not opposing races. This suggests that there is something in 
people all over the world, irrespective of race, which grants privilege, 
implicit or explicit, to the noble race, and in this particular case, the last 
great noble race of Europe. 


The decline of nobility was accompanied with nihilism and the death 
of God, so this reveals another proof of their superiority, where people and 
common man in particular started experiencing such a fall that everybody 
seemed to be too fallible, difficult to rely on and generally manifesting all 
of the bad qualities found in men. It is true that man is generally “bad” and 
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it takes a lot of effort for him to maintain some higher standard of 
existence, but it seems like this effort is not equally distributed among 
races of men. It could be that what means to be noble is the same as being 
“good”, in metaphysical but also in a very mundane sense of the word. In 
practice, most people at first consider “good” that man who is “good” 
towards them, for their own immediate benefit, but they very quickly get 
bored with that or their higher instinct suggests them that the “good” is 
really the one who is living according to his internal law, who is more 
complete man and is able to surpass a mere human level of existence by 
living a kind of “more than life’. In many ways all these “good” 
characteristics are difficult to attain for a common man, so this is the other 
reason why he respects those who can. 


Peasant’s inability to defend himself and his property is another aspect 
of reality which proves superiority of nobility but in a less straightforward 
way, especially from a bourgeois perspective. It is easy to claim that if 
nobility did not exist that every peasant could have been owner of the land 
he was working on without any issues. This utopian idea was one of the 
main drivers of revolutions from bellow in the modern era. First original 
bourgeoisie claimed for themselves a right to bear arms and to own land, 
then this opened up gates for proletariat to make similar claims in the 
revolution which had original bourgeoisie as the target, and then gates were 
opened up even further in the following revolutions where more and more 
forces from bellow claimed for themselves rights while having as the target 
those who in the previous revolution had the role of revolutionaries. This 
chain of events will finally reach it’s end very soon after the new 
revolution is performed, having as it’s target a consumer-bourgeois man. 
One has to examine more closely the kind of world which was created by 
all those revolutions in order to grasp the illusory nature of the idea that 
peasant could be his own master in the economic domain and in the 
domain of basic survival. First one has to examine how easy did the 
original bourgeoisie and to some extent nobility lose all of their properties 
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after they lost their ability to defend it. Then Bolshevik and Communist 
forces created an illusion of the “collective” property either from their 
ideological obsession or by a practical need to keep the masses under 
control. In the “free” world of that time, which in a degenerate form still 
exists today, a system was set up in such a way that private property is 
formally “sacred”, but in order for anybody to “own” property, he has to 
pay taxes which are much higher than those payed by a peasant in the “old 
world”, and has to take a mortgage which will tie him to the wage slavery 
until the end of his life. Basically all of the utopian ideas of revolutionaries 
resulted in the need to set up a Ponzi scheme which provided an illusion of 
private property with no actual content, because if one did not pay 
increasingly high taxes or lost one’s slave job, one would be homeless, 
which is increasingly common phenomena. Since this Ponzi scheme is 
nearing it’s end, all sorts of questions are becoming increasingly realistic, 
such as who is going to pay the police to protect one’s property in a 
situation of financial turmoil, or why would your neighbors who lost their 
job not kick you out of your property and take it for themselves, or 
countless other otherwise difficult to imagine scenarios. It is very easy for 
everybody to be peaceful in a situation in which the Ponzi scheme still 
works and everybody gets at least some of the material comfort they want. 
Having right to bear arms, like Americans still do, is to no avail because, 
who is going to be courageous enough to use it first, and who is really to 
benefit from that “all against all” war which is the only kind of war which 
can occur in an environment of social atomization, consumerism and 
general loss of all social cohesion. This kind of “war” is characteristic of 
every collectivized system which lacks legitimate hierarchy, but it did not 
yet escalate to the point where various Mad Max scenarios could become 
reality. In any case, the illusory nature of the current system is still to be 
revealed in a very dramatic fashion, if world rulers do not prevent it by 
locking everybody up in a kind of digital concentration camp, which is one 
of the main objectives of the Great Reset. All of these phenomena together 
point toward a very fundamental feature of the common man, his 
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cowardice, or lack of courage, as the main reason why he is not supposed 
to be able to own anything in a more realistic system. This more realistic 
system assumes the existence of a very different kind of man, a warrior, 
whose main characteristic is bravery and the ability to face death, and as a 
consequence the ability to defend everything he owns. The other related 
feature of the peasant, or a common man, is his inability to form stable 
groups of men who are connected by a shared principle in what traditional 
world knew as Mannerbund, a structure which can defend it’s principle and 
as a consequence also property of men involved. It is clear then why a 
peasant was located bellow the warrior nobility in the “old world” 
hierarchy. In a situation where therapeutic state, police or social justice 
warriors have no chance of existing, peasant was very often grateful to 
have above him groups of warrior types who can actually defend him when 
the need arises and also perform all sorts of actions to ensure that he can 
live peacefully, while also doing his work on the land and giving some of 
the fruits of his labor to warrior lords in exchange for protection and 
provision. 


One widespread myth is that nobility, especially the one from the last 
European cycle, were normal people, just like anybody else, who were 
somehow able to rose to prominence, employing all of the tricks usually 
used in modern era by over-ambitious individuals of mostly bourgeois 
type. Related myth states that their power consisted of having more money 
than anybody else, so they were able to pay the soldiers who fought wars 
for them. This simplistic view of reality designed to keep the inferiority 
complex of a common man in check, does not acknowledge the reality 
where most noble families kept their traditions for hundreds of years, 
keeping for example the tradition of their male members being part of the 
higher echelons of the military, diplomacy or the Church, all being very 
demanding professions on which lives and livelihoods of common people 
depended. Bourgeois men in comparison were not able to create power 
structures which lasted for more than a few decades, let alone several 
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hundred years which European nobility was able to do. These fluid 
bourgeois structures, being constantly in “transition”, change their agenda 
every several decades, depending on the latest and increasingly ridiculous 
trends which develop as the structures of previous trends start to collapse. 
Despite blaming nobility for their supposed abuse of money in maintaining 
power, bourgeois men increasingly rely only on bribery to stay in power. If 
nobility in some cases did use money to keep the system running, they used 
real money, meaning gold and silver, not paper money created out of thin 
air, as is increasingly the case for bourgeois men. 


Absence of the noble race from the world, and Europe in particular, 
during the last several decades can be identified not only as a consequence 
of their lost wars against the non-noble races, but as their withdrawal from 
the world because their subjects are not worthy anymore of their attention. 
In this line of thinking one can imagine a situation in which they withdrew 
from the world gone mad in order to prepare it and themselves for the next 
cycle. This way, by applying the old dictum of “not resisting evil”, they 
could save their vital resources from complete extinction, given the scope 
of subversive forces they would have to face if they continued to fight 
them. Despite their downfall, it is hard to imagine that nobility suddenly 
completely lost confidence in their own superiority given how obvious it 
was in any era they appeared on the scene of world history. Sometimes it is 
best to withdraw if one finds oneself in the enemy’s territory, especially if 
this enemy is dangerously out of control, even if one is full of self- 
confidence. 


All noble races share the same Hyperborean origin from where they 
spread all over the world and mixed with other races. This is why probably 
all over the world, especially where “white” people are not dominant, 
people react with, at first hard to explain respect toward “white” people. It 
could be that their “racial” memory reminds them that their ancestors lived 
at the time marked with order, harmony and stability, when some noble 
race was in the position of power and dominance. The only problem with 
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these reactions is that they confuse white noble race with white non-noble 
race of Europe which used to be ruled by their noble lords. Most of these 
experiences end up in disappointment, when non-white people realize that 
they are dealing with people very much like themselves. 


The world throughout it’s last cycle owes all of it’s greatness to the 
nobility of that period. It is difficult to appreciate this fact when one lives 
in a time of their dominance or when one fights them to create some kind 
of utopian future, but this realization is becoming increasingly real, 
especially to people with a bit of differentiated human substance, as the 
cycle is coming to a close. For all races of the world there is basically no 
other choice than to try to survive on their own, which leads to something 
resembling Hell, or create a pact with some noble race, which will amplify 
their capabilities. All efforts which fall outside of the scope of a noble race 
very quickly become irrelevant, although they are not necessarily at first 
interpreted as such by those who cut the ties with the “above”. 


One difficulty generations who lived or are living in a time where 
nobility is something from the distant past have, is that they cannot 
imagine the world with even the remotest traces of noble spirit. In 
comparison, generations who lived in the inter-war period, when nobility 
had it’s last dance, could point to huge changes which took place after 
nobility finally disappeared. Some of the most radical traditionalist thinkers 
came from that generation, like Rene Guenon and Julius Evola. They on 
the other hand had great difficulty resisting the initially attractive features 
of the “new world” which took shape after Second World War, while 
generations living today are living in the last days of that system and can 
see more clearly it’s flaws, which in some cases opens up possibilities of 
renewal of the “old world”. 


Even during the First World War it was unthinkable for both peasants 
and nobility to avoid military service although various subversive forces 
where in full swing at that time. That could have been a mistake of nobility, 
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which they could probably not avoid making, to involve peasants into the 
business of war, which eventually caused a lot of protests, but it suggests 
what kind of worldview was dominant back then and how drastically it 
changed since then. Quite simply, if a soldier deserted, or in other words he 
did not carry out his duty to protect the monarchy and the king until the 
very end, he was executed without many questions asked. Most common 
people of that time, including the bourgeoisie, respected nobility, even 
during the inter-war period, despite all of the attempts of the revolutionary 
forces to finally dismantle the “old world”. These common people, 
especially peasants, ancestors of common men of today, did not consider 
themselves free in the sense that common men of recent decades do. 
Although they were generally drawn to revolutionary ideas, they were also 
aware that they are unable to survive without the surrounding noble 
structures, which at that time also included the Church. It can be said that 
these are the times when common people were unsure should they stay 
faithful to the nobility or involve themselves in the utopian revolutionary 
experiments. 


Men of nobility are simply more complete men. Their identity is 
stronger and is much more clearly articulated than that of a man of non- 
noble races. This identity finds it’s expression in two general types, that of 
a priest or a warrior, or a combination of those two. In particular cycle or 
environment their identity can be expressed in not directly related 
professions or occupations, but preserving the general style defined by 
those two general predispositions. Although huge part of their nobility lies 
in their blood, it is not by itself sufficient to produce differentiated 
existential conditions. Initiation is the other crucial requirement for any 
man of nobility, where a man of noble blood has to be “born again” 
through initiatory experience. This process cannot be achieved individually 
or in a style of the self-made man typical for the bourgeois type, nor is 
primarily the result of reading books, studying and other intellectual 
activities. Traditionally initiation has been forbidden for a “common” man 
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because in order to be handled properly, it required a man of noble blood. 
This is the reason why almost all noble men come from noble families 
which preserved their traditions for generations and are able to create an 
environment in which new noble man could be initiated into the role, 
potential for which he had in his blood. Once this kind of man is initiated, 
nothing can distract him from following his path to the end. He becomes a 
member of the group of men of the same caliber, where each member can 
rely on any of his peers. This can be contrasted by the self-made bourgeois 
man who might create his identity based on some intellectual 
constructions, but it is just a matter of time when those are destroyed by 
some life experiences, after which he recreates his identity again, and the 
same process continues throughout his life. Given his fluidity, he cannot 
really be relied on, and when this type becomes dominant in some social 
structure, it is just a matter of time when the whole structure collapses, 
primarily due to unreliability of the human substance. 


It is not a matter of glorifying noble races, or ignoring their various 
less than perfect instantiations over various historical cycles when they got 
mixed with other races, but a matter of identifying them as a crucial, and 
often missing element in creating any kind of stable social structure. They 
represent parts of that structure which can, more or less successfully, keep 
the connection to that which is super-human. Since it is clear that human 
problems cannot be solved by merely human effort, this crucial noble 
element is significant because of it’s super-human characteristics. 


Men of noble race are able to transcend their individuality and rise 
above immediate and materialistic concerns which bother a common man. 
This way in the high points of their dominance they were able to lift other 
surrounding races up and involve them to some extent in the participation 
in “more than life”. In these situations common man willingly 
acknowledged the dominance of nobility because he, like all people in 
general, have the ability to sense being elevated by the presence of the 
superior principle. This kind of effect nobility had for example in the last 
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European cycle should not be confused with populism or trying to make 
peasants like them. Nobility was always demanding, but those demands 
were distributed unequally to different levels of the organic hierarchical 
system, where obligations matched privileges and more importantly 
particular dispositions various groups of people had. 


One also has to acknowledge the fact that not all nobles were 
thoroughbred, especially during the last European cycle, due to mixing 
primarily with the peasant race of Europe and due to the fall of “noble 
tension” which gradually became common, where the title of nobility in 
some cases did not match fully the internal substance, so any kind of 
romanticizing of nobles as literal Gods on Earth is not grounded in reality. 
Nobility always represented a hierarchical structure which allowed various 
degrees of noble blood and spirit on different levels of the structure to 
exist, but what generally mattered is the general orientation upward, where 
those on lower levels freely and spontaneously followed those from above, 
and those on higher levels represented a center and integrating force which 
the whole structure was founded on. The whole structure was much more 
dynamic than is usually recognized. Noble families were losing and 
previously non-noble families were gaining noble status depending on the 
historical circumstances and their own strength. They were also fighting 
each other for dominance and in order to resolve various disputes. 


Fundamental similarity of various noble races can be noticed in their 
common racial characteristics which got expressed a bit differently in each 
historical cycle. For example, last great noble race of Europe was a fusion 
of Aryo-Roman race of the Roman cycle and Nordico-Aryan race of the 
third wave of migrations, which was expressed in the feudal system and 
Holy Roman Empire. Similarly, when the ancient Greeks, another separate 
noble race, encountered Roman nobility, they recognized them as assembly 
of kings. The last noble race of Europe and of the world is especially 
interesting since it was the purest one on the level of the race of the body 
since, migrating to Europe in the last wave of migrations, it originally 
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avoided mixing with other races. Despite the degenerations they went 
through due to the harsh climate of the northern parts of Europe, and not 
discounting all their superiority in the space they found themselves in, due 
to their purity on the level of the race of body, they certainly could make a 
huge impression on many inferior races they encountered. This apparent 
advantage could be one of the primary sources of their dismay since it 
probably gave them a false sense of security in their superiority, and when 
they started to descend, common man resented them more because he felt 
betrayed, since the impression was not matched fully by the content. In 
cases when the inner spark and tension was lost, which characterized noble 
men, and women by association, nobility either descended into bourgeois 
existence or their link to noble race became a physical automatism, blunt 
and stiff, without any force behind it. These cases certainly were one of the 
main drivers for the protests and revolutions from bellow, but it occurred 
only in some parts of nobility, so the whole issue was blown out of 
proportions by leaders of the world subversion. 


The existence of noble or solar and their opposition, non-noble or lunar 
races, even if one takes a modern point of view which completely denies 
this reality, makes sense conceptually and also matches the reality on the 
practical level. Incompatibility of those two kinds of races is often not 
taken into account in the perception of great civilizations of the past. Most 
of these civilizations were far from homogeneous. They contained in their 
structure various non-Aryan indigenous races, remnants of some fallen 
Aryan race and newly arrived Aryan race which represented the initial 
impulse for the appearance of the new civilization. Well known example is 
the Holy Roman Empire which contained within it large portion of people 
belonging to the pre-Indo-European races of Great Mother, remnants of the 
Aryo-Roman race of the Roman cycle and newcomer to the scene, 
Nordico-Aryan race of the third wave of Hyperborean migrations. 
Therefore, it is a mistake to view those civilizations as being homogeneous 
structures where everything was harmonious and everybody prospered. 
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Aside from the golden age of these civilization which lasted for very short 
period of time, most of the time it was very demanding to integrate two 
different kinds of races and the variations in between, which was the result 
of racial mixing over the years. Generally in order to integrate two different 
races together there is a need for a superior principle and source of 
authority which is very often not easy to establish. 


It is increasingly very difficult to deny contradictions, inconsistencies 
and in many cases blatant inferiority of the modern man now that he is 
tested with various crises of the system he created. After the common man 
of peasant race freed himself from “slavery” it was easy to devise all sorts 
of utopian ideas about his possibilities even if one did not use typically 
revolutionary thinking. Then after some of these ideas collapsed, there 
were others ready to be tried, so new momentum was gathered in order to 
kick the can down the road further. It seems like this man is now running 
out of these kind of ideas, so he might soon have at least a possibility to 
face himself and acknowledge his own weaknesses, which were ignored 
during few previous collapses, in order to keep the illusions intact. The 
most difficult question he has to face is the fundamental assumption of all 
subversive revolutionary movements, and that is the superiority of the 
common man over the nobility. In many cases this question is too difficult 
to be handled since whole identity of the modern man depends on it. 


In cases where superiority of the common man is not explicitly stated, 
another argument was used to deny superiority of the noble race. This 
argument was based on the numerical superiority of the peasant caste and 
the fact that they were the ones taking care of the economic aspects of the 
system, or more specifically they were the ones who “worked”, which later 
became a fixation of the Bolsheviks and their proletariat. Fundamental 
fallacy of this argument lies in the fact that lower needs higher, and not 
vice versa. In other words, nobility could have easily taken care of the 
“work” themselves, but peasants could not have taken care of the warrior 
or priestly aspects of the system. Last hundred years or so are blatant proof 
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that peasants simply are not, and in no circumstances can become qualified 
for these positions, since after the fall of the nobility, they made a parody 
of them. 


Conceptually it makes sense that world history is determined primarily 
by the competition and interinfluence of various races, primarily between 
predominantly noble and predominantly non-noble races, and then also of 
various sub-races of those with each other. In Christian tradition this 
competition might be understood as a fight between Good and Evil 
principle, but in more relaxed terms it boils down to the competition 
between worldviews. It is the worldview, which could in some cases even 
be purely materialistic, which moves people, not just a will to survive in an 
animalistic sense, sexual impulses or fear, as some of the modern theories 
propose. When different worldviews cannot coexist they need to fight 
because once a worldview takes ground in a man, his existence becomes 
tightly coupled with it, so when the worldview dies it pulls many man with 
it into it’s grave. In other words, every man of any worth needs to fight for 
his worldview, which is identical to his race. 


In addition to competition and interinfluence, different races develop a 
kind of love-hate relationship between each other. This was very visible 
during the last European cycle where it was clear that peasants often have 
hard time dealing with a realistic war-like environment set up by a noble 
race of Europe, but at the same time they admired them for taking care of 
the system in it’s most important aspects, and for bringing necessary “more 
than life” aspect into typically mundane village life of a peasant. On the 
other hand, especially toward the end of the “old world”, nobility could not 
stand the limitations of a typical peasant, his materialism, cowardice and 
all other “all too human” characteristics. But at the same time they valued 
his hard work, loyalty and simplicity. This kind of dynamic can be easily 
found in a differentiated relationships between men and women, where a 
woman very often unconsciously tests a man in order to verify his level of 
competence, while at the same time admiring him for what he brings to the 
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relationship. Similar is true for a man while he tries to keep a woman from 
wondering out of his influence while at the same time cherishing energy 
she brings to the relationship. When different races are trying to come 
together, there is no way to avoid this kind of dynamic, so one should 
really respect all the efforts members of both kinds of races made during 
previous cycles to create a system which can be home for various kinds of 
people. 


Main problem of noble races, aside from their tendency to deteriorate 
with time, is that their influence decreases as the life gets easier, mostly by 
the rise of the type which resembles the bourgeois type in recent European 
history, when Ponzi schemes are used to make the world moving. It is 
difficult to evaluate the importance of nobility in easy times, since their 
unique qualities like readiness to fight and face death, their superior 
hierarchical organization, and their general ability to live life on “more 
than life” level, are not needed or necessary. So very difficult times which 
face the European man might awake in him again on the existential level 
the understanding of the essence of a noble race in life of any stable social 
structure. Whether or not this requirement is going to be fulfilled is an open 
question since the last noble race of Europe either disappeared or 
withdrew from almost all aspects of life during the last many decades. 


During their last dance, especially during the first half of the 20" 
century, nobility was a target of many criticism of all sorts, primarily from 
Socialist and Bolshevik revolutionaries, but also peasantry and workers 
which used to respect them. There was a sense that people had enough of 
their superiors, that the new world is being born where they are not needed 
and not worthy of their subjects anymore. The opposite possibility was 
never really considered by the revolutionary forces, that nobility had 
enough of their former subjects, so parting ways was the only possible 
solution for both. This could maybe explain almost total withdrawal from 
mainstream life of all the noble forces of the “old world”. It could be that 
the world has been left to it’s own devices as the “gods” withdrew from it, 
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which by many could be interpreted as a great opportunity for the common 
man to create a better world for himself, but time has shown and especially 
recent unfolding crises, that almost the complete opposite came true — the 
world devoid of any higher governing principle, world of permanent crisis 
which new world rulers are struggling to deal with. In the best case 
scenario nobility withdrew only to let peasants make fun of themselves, 
and then will take over in a spectacular fashion at the end of the cycle. This 
scenario seems likely since it is clear that no perceived world “leaders” 
have any real authority over their supposed subjects due to them also being 
common men and women. Despite that very brilliantly planned crisis 
scenarios have been unfolding for decades, so it could be that somewhere 
in the background of the frontline noise nobility is pulling the strings in 
order to take over after the collapse of the current system. 


Main argument of most revolutionary forces was that common people 
and particularly proletariat has been exploited by their masters since time 
immemorial. They lumped all the higher echelons of the society into one 
group which should be fought by the proletarian class in a just class war. 
One should differentiate between at least two kinds of higher classes, that 
of nobility and that of a completely different and new bourgeois type. In 
reality, many peasants respected their noble lords despite their degradation 
over centuries and especially after the revolutions of the Third Estate and 
the rise of the bourgeoisie. It is no surprise that this fact is not 
acknowledged by the revolutionaries and their one-sided analysis 
dominated by materialistic worldview. Proletariat as an artificial and new 
class made up mainly of former peasants was the main focus of the 
revolutionary movements, so it is easy to understand why the myth about 
exploitation found a fertile ground, given that proletariat was mainly at the 
mercy of the bourgeoisie. If we could go back 100 years into the past and 
ask most peasants, presenting them the kind of world their children will 
live in if nobility disappears, majority of them would surely do anything 
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they can to preserve their coexistence with the noble race, the kind of life 
which Europe knew for centuries. 


After the First World War, as it was getting clear that nobility will have 
very hard time maintaining their dominant position which they held for 
1000 years, aside from reorganizing themselves and attempting to strike 
with counter-revolution, which later got finally lost after the Second World 
War, nobility did not give much sign of understanding that metaphysically 
Europe and whole of the world finds itself very close to the end of the 
cycle. It is hard to accept that they stayed ignorant of that fact expression 
of which they experienced firsthand as everybody suddenly turned against 
them. Maybe if they were more in tune with metaphysical reality they 
could have avoided the destructive effects of the Second World War, but 
maybe they were generally aware of it and regarded that war as the 
necessary precondition for the final dissolution of the world already 
burdened by many of it’s problems, and the start of the new cycle where 
the old nobility could provide a basis for renewal. 


Julius Evola is one of the modern authors who wrote the most about 
noble races and Tradition as something which represents their immutable 
principles and nature. His work is often wrongly perceived as criticism of 
the modern world, which certainly contributed to his increasing popularity 
in recent decades. Although he was not a proponent of the latest trends in 
the development of the modern world, he also viewed himself as a man of 
this world without any escapism which is characterized by many 
tendencies of the new-age spirituality. The real significance of Julius 
Evola, being also a member of old aristocratic Italian family, is to reveal to 
modern men the existence of the alternative ways with which they can 
approach reality and survival in that reality. In particular he presented the 
way various noble races of the past viewed reality which in many cases 
represents the antithesis to the way modern man does, being mostly a 
member of non-noble races which found it’s expression in the bourgeois 
type. He took many aspects of the contemporary life, like war, sex, latest

political movements like Fascism and National-Socialism, and even 
mountain climbing, and then he contrasted how they are approached by a 
modern man to the way they are approached by a man of Tradition. Evola’s 
work spans several decades, from inter-war period to the post Second 
World War period, so he was in the position to notice visible decline in the 
modern man’s ability to perceive possibility of approaching life in a 
different way to the one he accepted as normal especially after the Second 
World War. During this time period nobility has almost completely 
disappeared from the scene, and common man seemed to be struck by 
some kind of amnesia which made him forgot that not so long ago there 
existed a world in which his recent ancestors participated in, where nobility 
represented a differentiated social and political class and a particular way 
of viewing the world. Although Evola, being a proponent of the cyclical 
perception of world history, was not delusional in thinking that modern 
man can develop in any direction other than the one he is by his racial 
makeup destined to develop in, he thought that there are individuals in this 
world who could benefit from knowing about the other possibilities and 
existence of other human races, and that this knowledge should be 
preserved for the new generations which might actually restore or renew 
what’s considered normal from the perspective of Tradition. 
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Warrior Race 


For the contemporary man of the consumer-bourgeois type what stands 
in the way of understanding the significance of the warrior type is 
primarily a racial barrier. “Reactionary” or “conservative” forces often 
refer to the warrior type when they try to criticize the “modern” world, but 
very often they get lost in romanticizing it. Although it is almost 
impossible to imagine the life of a warrior from the earlier phases of the 
cycle, one can take a look at some military units like the French Foreign 
Legion to get a feeling of what it takes to live a warrior life. It is a hard life 
whose approximation today live mostly men who do not have any other 
choice, but in healthier times it represented a natural approach to life for a 
particular racial type. 


For a warrior war is a normal state of things, while completely the 
opposite is the case for a peasant or a common man. This existential fact is 
confirmed by the experience where only after the dissolution of the warrior 
type and introduction of the common man to the business of war, it became 
commonplace for that man to avoid participation in war by any means 
possible. These tendencies are the most extreme in various bourgeois types 
who originally claimed for themselves the right to bear arms without 
actually being initiated into the warrior caste, and later on became 
increasingly pacifist in nature, but always ready to send others to war to 
defend their financial interests. It is clear that most wars in the 20" and 21* 
centuries, especially after the Second World War had been waged with 
significant influence of the bourgeois class trying to make more profits or 
trying to cover up their corruption. This type originally challenged the 
superiority of the warrior caste, claiming that he can do everything warriors 
can, but do not have to live the life of the warrior, or that he can create a 
world which war is absent from. In both cases he was proven wrong, since 
countless wars were waged after this type became dominant, and his big 
words almost always resulted in him being unable to face death and 
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running away from war experience as far as possible. The war in more 
general terms is not absent from the bourgeois world. It often takes the 
form of passive aggression in trade and all of the personal juridical 
quarrels, which are all specific characteristics of the bourgeois world. 
Widespread pacifism is very quickly replaced by the most ruthless 
animosity at the first sign of one’s wallet being in danger. All of these 
phenomena caused a huge drop in the meaning of war in recent times, since 
due to the lack of identity, bourgeois type has nothing to really fight for, 
except maybe his wallet. Technologization of war and delegation of war to 
smart machines are just the latest of the trends revealing the inability of the 
bourgeois type to fight for anything which transcends his individuality. On 
the other hand warrior type welcomes war in order to show his competence 
and as an opportunity to transcend his individuality which naturally gets 
inflated during the time of peace. Outer war for him is just an outward 
manifestation of the inner war he wages continuously even in time of 
peace. He is aware of the purifying nature of war where it is not possible 
for everybody to save their lives, and that individual human tragedy is less 
important than the victory of the principle he fights for. 


Dying in battle has been the ideal of the warrior race from time 
immemorial, and still is present to some extent in special forces like the 
French Foreign Legion. From the bourgeois perspective this is an 
absurdity, something no sane person should do, so with the rise of this type, 
fear of death, no just in war, but from other causes, has become almost the 
obsession, and one of the main drivers for the expansion of the therapeutic 
state and all of the aspects of the Ponzi scheme. For a warrior type this kind 
of existence is not possible, so it is not surprising that men who have some 
of the warrior characteristics in them have very difficult time dealing with 
the bourgeois existence, and as a consequence join military organization 
like the French Foreign Legion, become mercenaries, or live a life of 
adventure. This kind of approach to death by a warrior type can be 
generalized, where a “war” or “battle” do not necessarily have to take place 
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on the actual battlefield. One can have this kind of approach in other 
activities, but probably with lower possibilities for the expression of the 
essence of what it means to be a warrior. 


As Julius Evola said, the blood of the heroes is closer to God than the 
ink of the philosophers and the prayers of the faithful. This truth has been 
confirmed since time immemorial, even in modern times, where people in 
general tend to worship war heroes very often after their death. With the 
dissolution of the warrior race of Europe heroism became an exception 
accomplished by exceptional individual effort of an exceptional soldier in 
an environment which has generally forgotten or is unable to rise to the 
traditional warrior standards. In healthier times this attitude was official 
one of every army lead by the warrior nobility, so what would in a modern 
world be considered heroism was in that kind of environment interpreted as 
a typical warrior behavior. Warrior nobility was born into the role of a 
warrior and lived it their whole life, never really wearing anything but a 
warrior uniform. This should be contrasted with a typical soldier in the 
modern world where after serving for few years and maybe participating in 
few battles, which is often not the case, he is done with that kind of life, 
retires from his service and occupies himself with a normal bourgeois life. 


Up until recently or maybe even now in some isolated cases it is 
possible to detect forms of initiation in special forces like the French 
Foreign Legion, remnants of a special and traditional characteristic of the 
warrior race. In order to even enter the Legion one has go through some 
sort of initiatory experience, and attainment of any higher rank is possible 
only through that kind of experience on the next level. Although in many 
cases being in the Legion is thought of as having a job, just like any other 
in a civilian life, there are elements of authentic hierarchy where each 
higher rank has existentially higher meaning and some basis for authority. 
This can be contrasted with corporate or bureaucratic hierarchical 
structures where higher “rank” has very little significance due to the lack of 
the differentiating factor of initiation. 
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With the rise of the bourgeois type, and especially after Second World 
War, like all other aspects of life, nature and meaning of war was adapted 
to that type. War became increasingly irrational, used mostly for protecting 
material interests of the bourgeois class, and due to the rapid development 
of weapons of mass destruction and other technologies, it is approaching 
it’s meaninglessness. One can say that the last war with some traditional 
characteristics was Second World War where there existed enough “old 
world” substance with it’s ties to the noble warrior race of Europe. This 
needs to be taken into account when imagining the nature of recent wars 
and those of the future, since there is a strong tendency to still cling to what 
war used to represent in the “old world”. Only 80 years passed since the 
Second World War, so it is hard to imagine that such drastic differences 
occurred in the nature of war in such a short period of time, but that would 
not be so confusing if the law of logarithmic decay is understood. Just like 
various ages in particular Manvantara are progressively shorter starting 
from the first one, where the last one lasts four times shorter than the first 
one in 4:3:2:1 progression, so do various sub-cycles in any one of those 
four ages. Therefore, as the end of the cycle is approached one should not 
be surprised to live through various sharp drops in quality of particular 
structures and aspects of life, and in this particular case war. 


First World War was declared by the Allies as the “war to end all 
wars”, and specifically in the case of United States as a “crusade for 
democracy”. Central Powers on the other hand had very different attitude 
toward that war, which is also confirmed by the testimonies of officers and 
soldiers on both sides. In that context this war can be regarded as a war of 
two worldviews, or even as a war of two races, on one side the “old world” 
and it’s warrior race, and on the other the “new world” with it’s bourgeois 
race. Every next war was probably conceived by the bourgeois man as the 
last one, but no amount of utopian thinking was able to hide internal 
contradictions of the ideas of the “new world”, where tolerance was 
declared for everybody and everything, with the exception of those who do 
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not agree with the dominant view. This fundamental contradiction of the 
bourgeois type lasts to this day, but it is increasingly showing signs of 
collapse. Warrior type was since the end of the First World War, and 
especially after the Second World War occupied by men whose racial 
characteristics have nothing to do with the traditional warrior race of 
Europe. This was already evident in the Second World War where Soviet 
army have almost no men of noble ancestry among officers, while Russian 
Empire in the First World War had many. In comparison, Third Reich and 
Fascist Italy had significant amount of noble men in their higher military 
ranks. This suggests that Second World War, like the First World War, but 
to a lesser extent, was a war between worldviews, not a war between 
nations, as it is usually presented. 


Like all aspects of life, war itself needs a radical cleansing from the 
bourgeois influence in order to be renewed. Since Second World War 
despite all the degradation of war and a disappearance of warrior race, 
every conflict showed that there are still men who either through blood or 
spirit preserved in them some elements of the warrior race. Although most 
experiences of war are perceived as traumatic and negative, there is a tiny 
minority of men who report their experiences as the best in their lives. War 
always had a differentiating aspect of separating superior from the inferior 
men, and boys from real men. Unfortunately the tension produced by the 
experience of war often lasts until the threat of the opponent is direct and 
visible, which reveals other racial influences in men involved, where 
warrior element is only one component in the racial mix probably 
dominated by the peasant race. It has been clear in recent decades, 
especially since the end of the Second World War, that the dominating 
element in military is that of a soldier, who is employed by the government 
and works for pay like he would be doing in any other kind of job. Military 
is generally filled with men who in vast majority of cases have no other 
choice than to make their living in the military. Even patriotism, which was 
until recently at least declared by most soldiers, as the remnant of the 
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subversive movements of the 19" century is now almost dead, so job 
security is the last motivation which probably keeps military going until 
there is enough paper money around to pay the salaries. 


Involvement of women in military affairs is probably one of those 
extreme developments which reveals the magnitude of the collapse of the 
European man. It would be unimaginable to men just few decades ago that 
women could serve in the army on equal footing as men, but again, law of 
logarithmic decay takes care of that, and in very short period of time this 
became a reality and a new normal, which seems to be opposed only by the 
old veterans on social media. These developments can assure us that the 
following crises, at least in the Collective West, are going to involve much 
more implosions than explosions, since there is no way that miliary in it’s 
current state can perform any action at all, except use weapons of mass 
destruction. 


Time has certainly come for war to mostly be delegated to smart 
machines, and these developments in an interesting way match tremendous 
decent of a warrior type in recent decades. What is the point of having 
humans involved in military affairs if they are not ready to face death, if 
every lost life is a tragedy, if being a soldier is just another job, or if 
women are considered equal to men in war? If it hasn’t already been 
reached, the situation is about to reach a point where men and women will 
be replaced by superior entities, that of smart AI machines which certainly 
will be ready to die anytime and follow orders without hesitation, and in 
that they would in some way be more similar to the traditional warrior than 
contemporary soldier, basically a man of a peasant race. 


In comparison, warrior type in the earlier phases of the cycle dedicated 
his whole life to the business of war. It was a natural expression of his race 
and his interior composition. Not everybody could become a warrior and 
there was a clear path in attaining that position which was constantly tested 
by opposing warrior organizations in actual battle. Crucial component of 
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that life, which escapes many fans of warfare, is the ability and willingness 
to live “more than life” in comparison to the “all too human” life of 
peasantry at that time. Many misinterpret that kind of warrior life as 
something which was motivated by greed, aggression and malice, or that it 
was forced upon those men, but the reality is that these men could not live 
in any other way, just like a peasant could not live in other way than like a 
peasant. This way of life represented significant aspect of differentiated 
reality of the earlier phases of the current cycle, and most of the history of 
this cycle is dedicated to the great deeds of the warrior race. This “more 
than life” of the warrior race had a significant effect on peasantry which 
started to introduce some of the warrior characteristics into it’s own life. 
Although peasants mostly came from the pre-Indo-European tradition of 
the Great Mother, they organized their families in a hierarchical way, 
where father represented a dominant figure responsible for protection and 
provision of women and children. There were even some peasants who 
participated in war, and later on as the feudal system started to collapse, 
peasant was started to massively get involved into increasingly destructive 
wars with the culmination in the First and Second World Wars. This 
increasing participation of peasants in war marked the beginning of the end 
of the warrior race in Europe since the original differentiation was lost and 
war itself needed to be adapted to the peasant’s general lack of warrior 
characteristics. 


It is legitimate to question superiority of a warrior race when it lost two 
World Wars to a peasant race in such a spectacular way. This can be 
explained by a propensity for a man of that race to fight for whatever idea 
which seems attractive enough, and even to just fight for the sake of 
fighting, without much regard for the higher legitimation of the fight, 
which was in previous cycles provided by the priestly caste, or by a 
watrior-priest type. The lack of that influence during the current European 
cycle could be one of the main reasons why nobility had generally hard 
time preserving order, and why it was eventually highly outnumbered by a 
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peasant race of Europe. Warrior type, not fearing death, was always first to 
take action in war, putting his life on the line, while a peasant was in many 
cases either not required or was not qualified to fight, or he did everything 
to avoid it, especially after the appearance of the bourgeois type 
accelerated the collapse of the “old world”. So just a simple will to survive, 
mostly for no higher reason, kept a peasant in a numerically dominant 
position compared to the warrior. During the complete 1000-year cycle 
nobility represented at most few percent of the total population of Europe, 
so that inequality in numbers itself represented a huge challenge for noble 
structures to keep the system functioning, which they were able to 
accomplish against all odds, including their own deficiencies. Orienting 
upward such a vast population of peasants was very challenging and 
delicate task given the huge racial differences between castes and peasant’s 
propensity toward utopian ideas which he eventually fought for against 
nobility. 


With all it’s superior qualities warrior type ideally should be 
accompanied with an even more superior priestly caste which can 
legitimize and guide on the higher level his willingness to face death and 
take manly action. It is known for example that warriors during the high 
points of the Roman cycle did not wage war without the approval of the 
priestly caste. During the last European cycle, that of Roman-Germanic 
Middle Ages this level was approached to some extent by the existence of 
knightly orders whose members were at the same time priests and warriors. 
It is probably the priestly caste of that era which did not live up to it’s role 
given the many negative influences of the non-noble Christian nature and 
the fact that for many reasons priests had to be celibate, so they could not 
propagate their noble blood to the next generation. Priestly and warrior 
nobility fought for dominance during the whole of the last European cycle, 
like in the case of Guelphs and Ghibellines, despite in many cases being 
part of the same hierarchical structure of nobility. Warrior nobility 
generally regarded the Emperor as their main authority and the Empire as 
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their guiding ideal, while the priestly nobility contested that view with the 
Pope as the main authority and the Church as an ideal. Ideally warrior 
should first wage internal war against the non-noble forces which are 
present in his interiority, and then manifest that struggle in the external 
world if needed. This approach more characteristic for a priest was 
probably not enough present in the last great European cycle, which caused 
too many wars to be fought with no higher justification. The greatest of 
noble cycles and civilizations were marked by the existence and dominance 
of the type of man who combines both warrior and priestly types in 
himself, so this could be a guidepost for possible developments of new 
noble elites for the next cycle. 
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Mannerbund 


Every traditional, and in that way well-functioning social organism is 
based on noble men who contain the principle of that structure inside 
themselves and are grouped in what traditional world knew as the 
Mannerbund. While this principle lives in them in a way that it orients all 
other parts of that structure toward that principle without using force, this 
structure can be regarded as healthy in the traditional sense of the term. 
These men at the foundation or center of the whole structure are fully 
dedicated to this principle and ready for any action to defend it, including 
to die for it. If these preconditions are met, the whole structure almost 
spontaneously gets organized in the hierarchically differentiated way, and 
Mannerbund-like structures appear on the various levels of the hierarchy 
imitating the one which the whole structure is founded on. 


One of the general means by which all of the consequences of the end 
of the cycle, including those most materially destructive ones, can be 
minimized is grouping of “differentiated men” into structures which can 
conceptually resemble what the “old world” knew as Mannerbund. These 
structures probably rose in their significance at the end of every cycle, so 
their potential significance at the end of the current one does not represent 
an exception. What is meant by “differentiated man” is simply a man who 
is aware, more or less consciously that the structures existing currently 
have no place to go since they hit a brick wall by going too far away from 
anything real. He also is not able to find his real place in a world which 
reached the zero point, both materially and spiritually, so given the 
increasing pressures to find alternative ways of survival he reverts back to 
the ways men always reacted to threats to their well-being, by coming 
together with other like-minded men. In many cases there is even no need 
to notice spiritual degradation of the modern world, which is often repeated 
slogan by many who do not really internalize it’s significance, but to only 
observe that on the level of basic survival a man of today is in big trouble. 
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Men with very different kinds of perspectives which agree in principle can 
come together and start creating spaces freed from that which they do not 
see fitting for themselves in the world at large, without really opposing the 
world whose deficiencies they detected. 


These structures should be free from dogmatism as much as possible. 
If Mannerbunds of the “old world” were mostly of military, knightly or 
monastic character, this does not have to necessarily apply to those which 
will form at the end of the current cycle, although there might be some 
similarities in principle, without trying to completely recreate that which 
was relevant in a different time and for very different type of man. Here 
one should especially take into account that the “old world” was a world 
where the influence of nobility was significant, so in a world where 
nobility is long dead it would be very difficult to match the particular way 
and the level of quality of Mannerbunds from that time. These structures of 
the past could be used as a motivation, but focus on creating something 
new, much more fitting for the end of the current cycle should be 
maintained. It is important to find a higher legitimization of the 
Mannerbund as a principle in it’s various instantiations throughout history, 
in order to be resistant to all the difficulties one might encounter in trying 
to create new instantiations of this principle. 


Diversification of the Mdannerbund idea should be allowed and 
encouraged where various groups of men with slightly different principles 
and orientation should be able to create their own structures and cooperate 
whenever they can. Healthy competition should also be a natural 
consequence of diversification with minimization of unnecessary friction 
due to the urgency of the situation, that of the end of the cycle. Ideally 
various Mannerbunds should be organized in a hierarchical structure where 
those at the top would lead the renewal of the world to it’s more realistic 
state. This way a more realistic situation of the Middle Ages would be 
created where personal initiative and independence, and also clear and 
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loyal relationships between peers and those of the leader to their 
subordinates, were a mark of the nobility. 


The end of the cycle with it’s material devastation of almost biblical 
proportions and the emptiness which will appear due to the destruction of 
the consumer-bourgeois world, will certainly open up vast possibilities for 
groups of men to meet those challenges. Those who might be the ones 
most in the position to do so will be those who recognized what’s coming 
early enough and as a consequence prepared themselves for what for them 
is inevitable. These men should be ready to help others, but do it 
selectively, since there will be a lot of individuals who will not be a good 
fit for what particular Mannerbund represents. It is worth considering, and 
the urgency of the situation might even enforce it, typical way selection is 
performed by various military units. Just like in a typical war setting, 
particular men could distinguish themselves enough to represent a natural 
source of authority. It is difficult to imagine these scenarios since they are 
so alien to the minds which were for so long subjected to brainwashing of 
the consumer-bourgeois era, but given the sudden shocks which will struck 
the world, even the most incredible changes in the behavior in men are not 
out of sight. 


Men of a particular Mannerbund should put aside all their differences 
and focus on their convergence over the basic idea of their group or on the 
basic desire to survive, like was the case for many of their ancestors. In 
case the idea is a focus of the group, that idea should be their fatherland, 
not nationality, personal preferences or stance on some trivial political or 
economic questions, most of which are intellectual constructions, the 
product of the bourgeois brainwashing, and represent the residues of the 
world embarking on the end of the cycle. In case basic survival is in focus, 
similar kind of superimposed intellectual constructions should be 
eliminated and focus should be directed toward the necessities of the basic 
material survival where self-sufficiency and the ability to confront Nature 
in the direct way should be elevated.

End of the Cycle - Anti-Bourgeois Perspective 


Given that noble blood and spirit is at it’s lowest point in this cycle, 
almost approaching zero, it is important to be realistic about the extent to 
which one can get attached to a particular Mannerbund since most of them 
will be of low quality, matching the quality of the human material 
involved. In most cases one should focus on one’s own principle instead 
and use various Méannerbund-like structures to exercise aspects of that 
principle which one would not be able to do only on one’s own, while 
contributing constructively to those structures as a whole. Since most of 
those structures are not going to be worth one’s complete dedication, being 
related to multiple structures of that kind in parallel or joining them 
temporarily for particular purposes should be a natural approach, while 
keeping in mind that only total dedication to super-personal idea is what 
represented the core of many noble Mannerbund structures in the earlier 
phases of the cycle. This difference should be firmly kept in mind in order 
to not get attached to results those kind of structures which miss the crucial 
noble character will have. Despite inability of those structures to have any 
substantial results in actuality, one should not be discouraged if one’s 
principle was left intact or even strengthened by the involvement in those 
structures. This approach can in principle match the way various 
mercenaries lived their lives in the earlier phases of the cycle, where they 
participated in various military organizations without being fully attached 
to any of them. In some extreme cases if real noble structures appear in 
recognizable forms suddenly in some situations, one should even consider 
altering one’s internal principle in order to join their efforts, since they are 
worthy of total dedication and will be the ones who will ultimately have 
the determining effect at the start of the new cycle. 


The question of the participation of women in those efforts should be 
postponed as much as possible since attempts in integrating them in those 
manly structures might mostly be a waste of time. Majority of women 
won’t be able to comprehend the severity of the situation the world finds 
itself in until the very end when some of them will maybe come to their 
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senses, but in vast majority of cases they will be passively integrated into 
the new system which will in many cases work like a large digital 
concentration camp. Tendency to save women from themselves should be 
strongly avoided. Those who will somehow come to their senses will seek 
men who can help them and in whose structures they can be integrated in. 
Women are absolutely needed in most healthy structures, but due to the 
severity of the situation and the extent to which women are out of touch 
with reality, their integration should be organic and not forced, since in 
these situations women are the ones who need men much more than vice 
versa. This should be a general orientation in case men in question reach 
the minimal standard for being considered “real men”. It won’t be hard to 
find women to have children with, so women should be the ones competing 
for men, not vice versa which has been the case for decades during the 
bourgeois era. 


Conflicts with the surrounding world should be generally avoided and 
cooperation should be emphasized. This world will be much different from 
the current one, so it is not easy to exactly prepare for all the possible 
confrontations one can expect. One potential area, given the obsession of 
that world with environmental problems, is climate change and general 
return to the more premodern way of existence. Most of the proposed 
solutions to the polycrisis the world faces will not work, so there is a 
potential for development of various Mad Max scenarios as a consequence 
of global bankruptcy, mass immigration, climate lockdowns and mass 
surveillance. Groups of men in question should be ready for any conflict in 
this kind of environment. These kind of very possible chaotic 
developments should even encourage men to rely on each other for basic 
survival, given that it is hard to imagine how an individual man with his 
weaknesses of all kinds could survive by himself in these situations. The 
only other solution for him will probably be a life in a digital concentration 
camp where his every action is monitored and restricted, without any 
guarantee that he will survive another day. 
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Men of Mannerbunds should be ready for hard but realistic life. They 
should also regard their efforts as an adventure given the amount of 
unknowns they might encounter. Those who to some extent succeed in 
creating something of substance could take pride in renewing a very old 
tradition after a period of bourgeois dominance in which it was abandoned 
and even demonized. Each man should feel a basic tendency in himself that 
there is really no other choice — either he confronts the harsh realities of 
life together with other men, or he will perish in even harsher life what will 
eventually turn out to be the life in urban areas transformed into giant 
digital concentration camps. It is also a matter of his dignity as a man — 
even if Mannerbund life might turn out to be too hard for him, he should be 
happy to die that way, rather than as a post-human entity in a smart 15- 
minute city, which in reality represents a sub-human type surpassing all of 
the other sub-human types imagined by men throughout history. 


The ideal of the Männerbund still to some extent lives in various 
special forces formations like the French Foreign Legion. Their insistence 
on honor and fidelity, camaraderie and hierarchy could be used as a 
contemporary example of a Mannerbund which can be adapted for one’s 
own purposes. There are also various groups of men, hooligans and ultras, 
who gather themselves around soccer clubs, showing similar characteristics 
but in an environment of the mainstream culture. For many of them these 
groups are not based on their interest in soccer itself, but on often political 
idea, and in many more cases a need for comradeship with other like- 
minded men. They are often ready to sacrifice they own comfort for the 
common good of their club, so certain super-personal dimension is present 
in those groups. In any case, what’s relevant in these examples are not 
particulars of these groups, some of which might even be considered 
negative, but a general orientation and tendency toward organization which 
prioritizes the common good of the group over that of the naked individual. 
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Nothing Can Be Done 


Most “conservative” forces of today, which are conservative only in 
comparison to what’s considered progressive, propose ideas for “doing 
something” about the dire situation of Europe and other lands where 
European man is found, with a focus on the return to the “good old days”. 
Most of these ideas, plenty of whom can be found on social media, almost 
never become embodied in actual action, which shows their surface-level 
and intellectual nature. Their fundamental flaw comes from inability to 
recognize the depth of the crisis and focusing exclusively on the latest 
dissolutive phenomena. Dramatic fall of man just in the latest European 
cycle has been happening for several centuries, and when one considers the 
fact that all of that takes place in the last of the ages — Kali Yuga — which is 
itself characterized by decline, then most of the concerns and efforts of our 
contemporaries can be considered irrelevant. If they haven’t lost all hope in 
“doing something about it” yet, or if the response of most people to 
sequence of latest crises was not enough for them to conclude that nothing 
can be done, they will certainly very soon have their moment of realizing 
that, after many more similar responses occur in the context of many more 
crises which are waiting to be unleashed. 


Many people are trying to avoid the reality of the final days of the 
consumer-bourgeois cycle. This is understandable because this cycle was 
characterized by the greatest Ponzi scheme in human history where 
everything, from the materialistic perspective, “magically” worked no 
matter what one did. For fundamentally materialistic peasant it was very 
difficult not to get fully attached to this system, no matter how empty and 
non-functional it was from the spiritual perspective. So people will try to 
go back to the “magical” era, like a drug addict always goes back to his 
drug dose, but none of that will work since Ponzi scheme is nearing it’s 
end. 
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There is also a huge lack of appropriate human material in those forces 
which cannot produce any real action. Most inaction is blamed on some 
external force which always gets in one’s way, or action is not even 
considered as an option, and when something is “done”, it stays in the 
realm of talk, debates and chattering. There is no point in criticizing 
inaction because the root cause of it is incapacity of that human material, 
but instead of openly acknowledging it’s incompetence and impotence, 
those forces continue to act like they have some potential or relevance. 
Situation will have to get much worse in order for any real reaction to 
occur, but for most it will be too late for any constructive action. This will 
also reveal basically racial cause of the descent where inability to clearly 
see the world, or to see it only through the materialistic lens, is a typical 
characteristic of peasant pre-Indo-European race which percentage-wise 
dominates Europe for very long time. In this case man in question simply is 
not able to detect danger if it does not involve his wallet, and if he does, 
then he tries to react at the very last moment, which mostly does not work, 
and then he is either “saved” by the therapeutic state or destroyed by the 
approaching danger. 


Ideas of contemporary “conservative” forces can be classified in two 
groups. One is motivated by increasingly evident material degradation man 
of today experiences, where the old world is praised for being materially 
more stable and comfortable. The other is motivated by some fairy tale 
view of the earlier phases of the cycle, where all people were nicer, they 
lived closer to nature, were more “spiritual”, etc. There is also a tendency 
to “spiritualize” all issues. These kind of arguments fall into the traps of 
new-age spirituality whose main way of dealing with the reality is 
escapism. The problems man living at the end of the cycle has are first and 
foremost technical in nature because he is not able to confront very 
important parts of the reality, or in other words, he is able to confront and 
deal with only material parts of the reality. He is completely missing 
differentiating features of warrior and priestly races, so he is forced, 
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without being really aware of it, to operate on the most basic and primitive 
level of the reality, that of material world. No amount of getting more 
“spiritual” is able to solve those problems. 


Growing difficulties the “last man” faces makes him increasingly 
drawn toward conspiracy theories where invisible evil single force is 
blamed for all of his problems, while he is just trying to peacefully live his 
life. In this regard he should first look into his own interiority in order to 
come to the conclusion, like his more honest ancestors did, that it is he who 
is very inadequate for most of the challenges the world faces. This way he 
will also recognize those whom he considers as world rulers as people who 
are equally clueless as to what should be done. So there is no one to really 
blame — world was abandoned by the gods and it has to come to the end 
and free up space for the appearance of the new one. 


There is also much talk about defending “our” tradition without being 
clear what one really means by it. Imagined continuity between the “old 
world”, the modern world and what’s relevant today, postmodern world, 
does not exist, since one is the antithesis of the other. The “last man” 
simply does not understand that the “old world” was not at all 
homogeneous — there existed two existential horizons living together, with 
the dominance of the nobility. Peasant was allowed to live according to his 
truths, but with acknowledging the primacy of the noble race. So not just 
the “last man” of today, but also a peasant of the “old world” did not have 
much to do with the Tradition he would like to lean on in a situation where 
all of the other support is gone. In conclusion, this tradition which should 
be defended simply does not represent existential reality for vast majority 
of our contemporaries. 


In reality, earlier phases of the cycle were characterized by very harsh 
and demanding life conditions for everybody, both for nobility and 
peasantry. Despite that, tangible order, created from above was present 
which made life much easier than it would otherwise be. This order was of 
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non-material nature, but was also felt on the material level. This context 
influenced peasant life in such a way that his material appetites, which 
reached extreme forms in the “new world”, were constrained by the 
invisible force. Most peasants were able to live their lives on a subsistence 
level for generations and not be bothered by that. 


Aside from the presence of nobility, which is absent for decades, 
people in general, most of whom peasants, the ancestors of the most people 
living today, actually were different, and from the “conservative” 
perspective some of their characteristics can be evaluated as generally 
better. One does not have to travel several centuries into the past to imagine 
that, since even few generations ago people were in many respects visibly 
better than they are today. This visible difference and the (de)volution of 
men and women can be attributed primarily to the influence noble race of 
Europe had on the numerically predominant peasant race. Interplay of 
races, ways they influence each other and compete for domination, rather 
than class battle, as is imagined by left-leaning people, is what determines 
characteristics of particular cycles of history. 


The “order from above” was distributed by the significant influence of 
the noble race which ruled Europe for approximately 1000 years. It’s main 
prerequisite is existence of men which can live life on above “too human 
level”, which Nietzsche called “more than life”. It’s implementation was 
fueled by both noble blood and initiation, and that order existed until those 
two components were actively present. All of that is beyond the scope of 
any group of men living today, and has been for at least few generations, 
partly due to racial degradation of the noble race and partly because of the 
emergence of the “primitives”, members of the non-Aryan races, from 
bellow. In comparison, “new world” which arose after the “old world” 
disappeared, and in particular the world in the last several decades is 
characterized by apparent orderliness and material comfort, so looking 
back into the past to find “better times” is very new trend which started to 
become more pronounced only after sequence of crises of the 2020s started 
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to unfold. Before that, and especially decades ago, only few individuals 
could detect not just spiritual emptiness, but also material devastation 
which is taking place, and is still largely hidden, in the form of the 
bourgeois chaos. 


There are many individuals today concerned about the “modern” world 
by contrasting it with the “old world”, who still need to face a realization 
that, given all of the collapses which occurred during the last few centuries, 
we find ourselves in the world which gods have literally given up on. One 
is faced with a very difficult choice between trying to restlessly “improve” 
the world with no real success, or acknowledge that in order to improve it 
in a higher sense one literarily needs super-human abilities. What’s called 
“modern” world is a phenomena occurring at the end of every great cycle 
in whose earlier phases noble races dominate. It happened at the end of 
Roman cycle, and many other cycles before, so our position today in this 
regard is not very special. Given the cyclical nature of history, one can 
learn from the similar ends of “modern” phases in previous cycles by 
adopting approaches to survival people were living back then. 


One tool that can be used to avoid becoming overwhelmed by the 
magnitude of the collapse is cyclical view of history. There is nothing 
really special in one cycle ending and the other beginning, and many 
people in the past were living in times similar to ours, with one crucial 
difference, and that is that probably end of this European cycle coincides 
with the end of an age (Kali Yuga) and end of a whole Manvantara (cycle 
of 64800 years). We therefore have a privilege to live in real “end times” or 
in the time of the Last Judgement, as these times are conceived in Christian 
tradition. General attitude of focusing on preparing oneself for the new 
cycle, rather than criticizing the latest subversive trends or “fixing” what is 
not fixable, should at least give one more than enough “work” to do and a 
positive attitude toward the future, and in some rare cases should open up 
free space in which true renewal can occur. 
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Julius Evola suggested in his book “Ride the Tiger” the approach in 
which zero point reached by men today and gigantic effort it would take to 
restore any semblance of normal order, is acknowledged, while 
simultaneously and despite that one keeps his position and continues 
forward. Contradiction of this approach of fighting the lost battle no matter 
what is a riddle to be solved by each “differentiated” (as Evola calls him) 
man individually. In addition to this personal riddle each man of that kind 
has, there is one crucial requirement for any of his personal actions to have 
effect, and that is the existence dominated by the noble race. Either this 
requirement is met, or nothing, and more specifically, nothing can be done. 
But even if this requirement cannot be met, there is nothing one can really 
lose. At the general zero point there is almost nothing worth saving, so this 
situation, if approached in a particular way, can provide much needed 
freedom which previous generations could not attain since there was still 
something to be saved. Given the fact that there is nothing to really lose, 
possibilities can open up for taking larger than usual risks, which might 
lead to some great deeds even reaching those of great noble men, but much 
more from the perspective of the intensity of life one participates in, than in 
actual results of those deeds. It is possible to imagine masses of people so 
desperate for “salvation” from above due to the effects of the unfolding 
crises, that the appearance of small groups of new nobility taking over and 
restoring order might become attractive again. What is more probable to 
happen is that most people in a desperate situation will try to stick to the 
collapsing system even harder than they did previously, with only the small 
minority being attracted by the appearing new nobility since special kind of 
instinct will be required to recognize them as superior. 


If there is a solution to any problem the world faces at the end of the 
cycle and to any challenge which it will face in the new cycle, then it has to 
involve noble structures. No amount of work, intelligence or other “all too 
human” effort can qualitatively replace the involvement of nobility. It is the 
racial differentiation, no matter how small it can be in certain cases, that 
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stands behind any qualitative differences among men. All of the qualitative 
differences which are now visible even between one generation and the 
next can be explained by the presence or absence of noble blood and spirit, 
so if one extrapolates these differences many generations into the past, then 
it becomes clear to what extent is the man of today qualitatively different in 
the negative way, than the one from the “old world”, especially in the case 
of nobility. As the cycle is coming to a close qualitative inadequacies of the 
contemporary man will become increasingly obvious, at least to small 
groups of men, which might create a situation in which new noble 
structures simply have to appear one way or the other. Having the ability to 
notice those inadequacies in an existentially relevant way, beyond the 
intellectual realm of one’s being, could in this kind of “end times” 
represent differences between men which come close to racial differences 
between castes which existed in earlier phases of the cycle. Given that 
these men are the ones who grasped the extent of the dissolution, they 
might be hard to notice until the very end of the cycle because they 
positioned themselves outside or at the borders of the current system, 
where they could more easily be involved but not be directly affected by 
the main forces of the dissolution. 
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Positive Contemplatio Mortis 


In a world entering the end of the cycle, where sequence of crises are 
unfolding one by one, or even in parallel, a challenge appears on the 
individual level where a man, who is to some extent aware of the larger 
context of those happenings, can increase his attachment to that which 
won’t be or will be less affected by the crises, primarily on the spiritual, 
but maybe also on the material level. There is a choice of giving in and 
getting overwhelmed by the crises, or to stick to that which goes beyond 
them even if that means that one has to face poverty, physical harm, or 
even death. One can revisit testimonies from the Second World War where 
German soldiers would rather die than to live in the world created by the 
Allies or Waffen SS soldiers who protected Reich Chancellery to the very 
end, without even thinking about death. In order to achieve something 
similar one needs to make existential ties with something which lies 
outside of the scope of the crises. 


Bourgeois man has very difficult time dealing with the possibility of 
death, as has been blatantly shown in some of the recent crises. The only 
way he can imagine himself dying is as a very old man who is tired of 
living, and even that to him is scary, although it should be but from a 
different perspective which is alien to him. He invented entire industries to 
deal with his fear of death and was involved in a Ponzi scheme system 
which tries to keep him alive by kicking the can down the road endlessly. It 
is possible to claim that the whole of the bourgeois world is one giant safe 
space which got progressively safer over time, to the point where it turned 
against the bourgeois man by shutting down his ability to sustain himself 
without it. In his current condition he is ready to blame everybody for his 
inability to escape the matrix he created for himself. Transcending this 
attitude is one of the crucial elements in waking up from bourgeois 
illusions. Given the extreme level of unreality in dealing with death 
reached by the bourgeois man, various possibilities for the development of 
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new approaches might appear, including the possibilities of the renewal of 
those approaches dominant in the “old world”, which will probably be 
reserved for the differentiated minority. For the majority the only path 
forward is the adoption of the approach which rationalizes death as some 
kind of sacrifice one has to make in order to save the planet from climate 
breakdown and other apocalyptic scenarios imagined by climate activists. 
Although lacking any superior quality, this approach would represent a 
more healthy approach compared to the currently dominant one which with 
it’s fear of death is shutting down any life in the higher sense. 


Bourgeois man’s peasant ancestors in the “old world”, mostly under 
the influence of the noble race, developed a very different approach to 
death. Their immersion in the natural world and constant need to deal with 
the Nature and her cycles of life and death, pushed them to consider death 
as a natural occurrence which should generally not be feared. For him 
fearing death was like fearing the coming of the harsh weather conditions. 
One can prepare for it, but it cannot be avoided since it is part of the cycles 
of Nature. The influence of the Church in that regard should not be 
underestimated. It’s emphasis on the transitory nature of the worldly 
existence also had a great impression on the peasant since it matched his 
personal experience of living a harsh life close to Nature. In general, 
peasant’s view of death was much more realistic and presents possible 
starting points for adapting this view in a postmodern context at the end of 
the cycle. 


More elevated view of death from this same “old world” is the one 
characteristic of the nobility, and especially of the warrior nobility. For 
them the war was a normal state of things, so death was important part of 
the reality they lived in. In extreme cases, and in that way more noble, 
warriors were glad they can fight in the most risky battles so that they can 
die heroically before some other cause of death gets in their way. Heroic 
death was their ideal and was a constant attitude of all noble races 
throughout history. It was believed that if one dies heroically, one will be 
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assigned a role of a warrior in his next life. This belief seems superstitious, 
but it is a manifestation of reality where for a warrior there is no greater 
punishment than to live a life of a peasant or in the extreme case bourgeois 
life. The same is true in the opposite direction, but is irrelevant since 
peasant or bourgeois type do not appreciate this approach to death. In any 
case, watrior’s approach to death is hard to replicate due to the racial 
requirements which are mostly not met by men of today, but it can provide 
reference points which can be used for developing one’s own differentiated 
approach to death. 


As the end of the cycle is approaching and given one’s attachment to a 
principle which cannot be touched by the dissolution, there is an increased 
possibility of developing in oneself a readiness to die at any moment. In 
this situation one is clear on the general trajectory of the ongoing 
dissolution and impossibility to stop it. The only thing that is ultimately 
relevant in this situation is fidelity toward one’s internal principle which 
cannot be touched by the dissolution. This approach should not be 
confused with the disillusionment or passivity. One stays active and ready 
to do everything possible to realize that which is suggested by signs 
revealed by the reality. Clear orientation should be strengthened by having 
more or less clear understanding of one’s fate which one cannot avoid and 
has to handle with honor and fidelity. If one succeeds in maintaining such a 
clear position, various possibilities for absolute and direct action without 
hesitation should open up, and these experiences can represent a reward in 
themselves for a “differentiated” man living in the end times. 


While contemplating one’s own death it is important to exclude tragic 
interpretation of this scenario. The end of the cycle with all of it’s 
destructive phenomena should be regarded as a logical end of the long 
phase of dissolution, with clearly identified causes and effects, like one 
would observe some phenomena in the natural world. Trying to frantically 
“save one’s life” should also be strongly avoided because there is nothing 
to really be done to stop the process of dissolution, but without slipping 
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into disillusionment or depression. This is a riddle which has to be solved 
on the individual level where existential reality has to be developed in 
oneself which won’t be affected and paralyzed by the collapse of most of 
the structures in the external world. One should put one’s death in the 
larger context in order to relax it’s significance. Many men of much higher 
caliber have died throughout history, so in very straightforward survival 
terms there is nothing strange or unexpected in one’s own death. Also, if 
one is unable to die heroically, or it becomes clear that one is going to die 
in a much more trivial way, which will probably happen to many living in 
the coming digital concentration camps or Mad Max scenarios, one can 
turn things around and view this as very amusing when comparing these 
deaths to that of warriors of the past. 


In many ways the world created by the bourgeois man is very big 
caricature which when viewed from the higher perspective can be very 
funny, including the way it deals with death. Although the topic of death in 
it’s essence should be reserved only for the highest of philosophers, given 
the existential understanding of the illusory character of the bourgeois 
world, it should be clear even to those without deep philosophical insights 
that it’s attitude towards death is inferior to those of people living in the 
earlier phases of the current cycle and other similar cycles in history, 
especially those of nobility. Therefore, scientific conceptions of death 
which in most cases see in it the end of any kind of existence should be 
regarded as the ultimate bourgeois hallucination worthy of being discarded 
and replaced by any other conception of death, including one’s own which 
might be influenced by more realistic conceptions of death from the past. 
One crucial ingredient in this approach is to recognize in oneself a 
constancy on the super-personal level which can be detected in every 
action or thought. This factor then might be regarded as inborn and as the 
one which determines one’s identity despite all of the peripheral and 
environmental changes, including the event of death. In this context one’s 
current existence should be regarded as one instantiation of this super- 
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personal entity which will be instantiated again in different forms in one’s 
next lives. Cyclical view of history, with it’s cycles and sub-cycles, should 
strengthen this attitude because as there is no final end of history, there is 
also no real end of one’s life in the higher sense. 
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Acceleration of Dissolution 


At the end of any cycle, whether small or large, it is difficult to 
determine when it actually ends since large systems can survive for a long 
time even when they can basically be regarded dead. The most effort to 
keep them alive is made at the very end of the cycle, so the highest point of 
illusion is maintained at the very end of it’s life. It is generally the case that 
both on the physical and metaphysical level systems need to be purified, 
either through wars, natural disasters or some other means. The particular 
situation with the highly materialistic consumer-bourgeois cycle is that 
people try to do everything possible to either avoid that purification or are 
trying to rationalize or intellectualize it, meaning attribute it’s effects to 
some external force outside themselves. In many cases efforts to avoid the 
purification get expressed in the world-saving nature of all the 
revolutionary movements of the past and present, each of which often 
contribute to the acceleration of dissolution, primarily due to the 
incompetent and racially inadequate human substance involved, despite 
their generally “good” intentions. 


In this general state of affairs one can choose between painful passive 
destruction of first slow and then sudden death or allowing those 
destructive forces to work freely. In the second case one has to be aware 
that destruction leads to purification only if there is something that new 
tree can grow from after the old dies. There has to exist a seed out of which 
a new tree can grow from. Reality of most individuals is that they do not 
represent a seed from which anything noble or new can grow from, but 
maybe some can contribute to creating a free space for that seed to grow in, 
wherever it comes from. Maybe it is possible to at least minimize one’s 
attachment to dying structures which inhibit new growth. Having more 
discerning approach is important and even necessary — some structures 
should be allowed to fall, even if they have some value, while others 
containing more value should be propped up. One of the main causes of the

dissolution is bourgeois man’s tendency to degrade that which is higher 
and artificially prop up that which is lower, either for his material gain or to 
prove his “goodness”, so exactly the opposite should be done at the end of 
the cycle and the start of the new one. 


In giving a final push to that which deserves to fall one has to be 
realistic and acknowledge high probability of that which is falling is part of 
oneself even if this does not appear that way until the last moment. Given 
that the dissolution is a gradual process which ends suddenly, one should 
make a trade-off between accelerating the fall of some structures and 
leaving them to their destiny, taking from them that which is still useful for 
one’s preparation for more extreme phases of the dissolution. What is 
important is to avoid wasting one’s own resources on propping up falling 
structures, especially those which can fall at any moment. Not being 
involved in the death of those structures avoids the possibility of being 
dragged down with them and redirects resources to more constructive 
pursuits. In case one is dragged down by falling of some structure one 
should be ready to somehow take the blow without being destroyed. In all 
these extreme experiences one can take additional strength from the 
realization that there is nothing one can really lose, and that situation of the 
end of the cycle does not offer any other alternatives. Ideally one should 
have alternative structures ready or close to ready for use when existing 
structures begin to fall in a more extreme way. Since it is not easy to cover 
all the cases, one should focus on what’s relevant and what can be done 
with resources and skills at one’s disposal, trying to cover other cases on 
the fly, or by teaming up with others who know how to handle them. 


It is very easy to overestimate one’s ability to survive without 
structures affected by the dissolution. Therefore it is better to be 
conservative in this regard, but at the same time trying to minimize existing 
attachments to those structures. Given that at the very end of the cycle 
almost all structures are affected, there is no point in trying to cover all, or 
even most of the cases. It makes sense to ensure that only basic cases 
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relevant for one’s own purposes are handled, and to leave the rest to the 
will of the gods and one’s fate. Focus should be maintained on one’s inner 
attitude rather than on the results of one’s actions, without discounting the 
opportunities which might suddenly appear for real action which was not 
possible in earlier phases of dissolution. Crises of all kinds have general 
ability to wake up in men at least a semblance of their super-human 
substance and decrease the influence of “all too human” bourgeois 
tendencies, so even if some challenges appear impossible to handle outside 
of that context, they might become manageable in a situation where 
intensity of crises increases. 


There is no point in being obsessed with apocalyptic scenarios no 
matter how realistic they might be from the higher perspective. Forcing 
those scenarios on other people, especially if they are not aware of the 
larger context, should be avoided. One can hint at them, in order to have 
clear conscience, in the context in which they might be regarded as 
relevant for other people, but anything more than that will not have an 
effect. Most people are heavily involved in the collapsing structures, so 
they will do everything to avoid thoughts of these structures disappearing. 
Therefore, even if substantial effort is made to “warn” others of the coming 
effects of the dissolution, they will not be willing nor able to do anything 
about it. On the other hand, if one is obsessed with those scenarios, that 
probably suggests that one did not grasp fully their root cause and that they 
are expected consequence of processes which are in full swing for 
centuries. All of these developments should be obvious to anybody who 
really internalized the extent of the fall of man during last phases of this 
cycle, and especially during recent decades. Although general awareness of 
this fall should be present, typical tendencies of those who are “preparing” 
for various apocalyptic scenarios should be avoided. Many of these efforts 
have dilettantish character where at best they successfully identify 
immediate material threats, like those of the financial collapse, but miss the 
larger context by being constrained to the individualistic scope typical of 
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the atomized individual of the postmodern era. Most of these “all too 
human” efforts will fail when faced with the reality of the dissolution, so it 
is difficult to say whether they represent an approach to dissolutive 
phenomena which can be regarded superior to the typical blissful ignorance 
of the majority of the population. More superior approach should first 
acknowledge that no individual effort of the contemporary man can have 
any effect on the processes of the dissolution, so even if apocalyptic 
scenarios are imagined, they should be relaxed by making them more 
general and free of the obsession over the latest manifestations of those 
processes. Lacking any relevant differentiating factor, there is a strong 
tendency of those preparing for the apocalypse to view themselves as being 
opposed to the “system”, despite living a typical consumer-bourgeois life, 
and in that way giving no reason to the “system” to view them as any kind 
of threat. Despite apparent polarization of the society between those who 
are pro system and those who are anti system, any kind of more demanding 
crisis will reveal absence of any significant differentiation between those 
opposing camps, since in most cases those who are anti system won’t be 
able to establish any relevant conditions for existence outside of the 
system. 


In general there is no place for “hate” toward the structures of the 
world in crisis. They are expected consequence of decades or even 
hundreds of years of dissolution. It is a mistake to completely isolate 
oneself from everything which is collapsing. One should acknowledge the 
fact that by and large one is a man of this world, so it’s structures should be 
treated like an old home being left and replaced with a new one. Maybe 
this home was not really comfortable to live in, but it became part of one’s 
life one way or the other. On the other hand, one should also be clear that 
this collapsing world is not one’s natural environment to live in, since if it 
was, one would not try to leave it, or would not even see it’s collapse much 
earlier than it will become apparent to most. 
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Passive Destruction 


The end of the consumer-bourgeois cycle will be characterized by two 
kinds of passive destructions — explosions due the usage of weapons of 
mass destruction, and implosions due to the absence of any life force. 
Recent crises, like those before, but in a more visible way, prove that 
statement. Consumer-bourgeois man is trapped. He is highly dependent on 
the system which cannot sustain itself, so even if he is aware of the 
situation he is in, he has no other choice than to participate passively in 
dissolutive processes. For very long time the only thing he was fighting for 
was his wallet, which is now disappearing. 


His reactions to the recent crises of the 2020s are providing hints on 
what can be expected of him facing many more crises and black swans in 
the near future. He will continue to fight for his wallet even if his life is at 
stake, conform to any new standards agreed to by the majority and keep his 
illusions intact as long as he can. None of this is surprising given his racial 
background and the intensity of the crises. Many “reactionaries” will under 
enough pressure become very good citizens of the new system, so any 
hopes for spontaneous revolution of “the people” or those who are 
“awakened” is not possible. Only revolutions which are going to happen 
are the ones which are already planned by the world rulers who during 
recent crises showed their brilliance and that their power cannot be 
matched by a supposed opposition. They will employ every imaginable 
trick to achieve their goals, having metaphysical reality on their side given 
that the end of the cycle assumes the disappearance of the bourgeois man. 
Their goal is to “reset” the current system and make a “transition” to the 
new system, so their main concern and target of all crises is widespread 
consumer-bourgeois type which needs to be “reeducated” into a new type 
which will be able to function in the new system. One aspect of this 
“reeducation” is going to be applied in his finances — he will be educated to 
be happy without owning anything. This is one of the main difficulties 
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world rulers face - how to make this type happy while taking everything he 
thinks he owns from him. His attachment to the system is very high, so he 
thinks that he has a lot to lose if the system he is used to changes. In 
addition to that, decades of special kind of brainwashing convinced this 
type that he is the greatest and most advanced thing which happened to the 
world, and that tomorrow should be always better than today, just because 
this is what he deserves as the one who transcended all of the prejudices 
and backwardness of the past. 


It is amazing that the system which was instantiated after Second 
World War and final disappearance of the nobility from the scene, has 
survived that long. Managers of this system created a kind of perpetuum 
mobile which was able to function without any real effort — no matter how 
wasteful it is, it keeps going with minimal effort. But if one understands 
that any system’s life is governed by exponential processes, then it is clear 
that it’s degradation is going to get more extreme until it crashes in a style 
“little by little and then all at once”. It is not surprising that this system had 
almost hypnotic influence on the consumer-bourgeois type given that 
whatever he did worked out. He adapted all his ways of acting and thinking 
to it, creating a culture whose customs would be hard to understand for 
people living only a generation ago. The speed and intensity of adaptation 
to this way of existence cannot be matched by any previous bourgeois 
period. All the behavioral patterns and habits from that period got stuck 
very hard in his psyche, so despite all the crises which will struck him, he 
won’t be able to let go of it, always thinking that these times will come 
back. This tendency will be taken advantage of by the world rulers who 
will give him some hope for the return to the “normal” between various 
crises, so he will not even notice the overall process of his world 
disappearing and never coming back, and then at the very end, when he 
will not have any other choice, it will become evident that the new system 
was set up. Typical pattern of creating a crisis for which the particular 
solution was already developed will be applied. Each crisis will be 
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presented as a black swan, an unexpected event creating problems in an 
otherwise perfect world, and the solution will be presented which can solve 
those problems and return situation back to normal, while in reality 
creating preconditions for the next crisis and artificially in part returning 
situation back to normal. This way progressively the “transition” to the 
new system will be done, with the bourgeois man not even noticing. 
Various “new normals” will be created and new hopes for the bright future 
will be marketed until majority of people accept it, at which point it does 
not matter what the content of this new normal is. 


Given the level of passivity of the bourgeois man and the population in 
general, and the power of world rulers, the balance of power resembling 
that of the feudal times is being approached, this time it seems only in 
terms of material resources and the proficiency in using all of the tools for 
technocratic rule over the mass of atomized individuals. One can only 
speculate do these developments have a possibility for creating legitimate 
hierarchy and a renewal of the feudal system which will be very needed in 
the situation the world finds itself in. There is a possibility that behind all 
these forces operates former nobility in which case one could hope for a 
situation to develop in this direction. In any case, possibility of any kind of 
organized dissent which goes beyond individual acts of “rebellion”, a term 
which consumer-bourgeois man banalized so much by applying it to 
everything he does that it became meaningless, is minimal. Nothing really 
stands in front of a consumer-bourgeois man for which he can fight for. 
Return to any kind of bourgeois system is not possible, while what awaits 
him in the new world also cannot fit his bourgeois taste, so he is stuck and 
unable to get rid of his hardwired bourgeois tendencies and revert back to a 
more realistic premodern system. This situation will force him to 
unconsciously accept each of the solutions for the ongoing crises world 
rulers will throw at him, while tricking himself that he has a choice. 


Increasing gynocratic properties of the system and full domination of 
the feminine in all aspect of existence will make passive nature of the 
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destructive processes very pronounced. The feminine left alone, without 
almost any influence of the masculine principle is bound to dissipate itself 
into the void of nothingness without really realizing what is happening or 
in the final emergency seeking salvation which either won’t be available or 
only structures which can provide it will do it by further expanding digital 
concentration camp we already live in. This passivity is the main reason 
why a set of wars which might be regarded together as a Third World War 
cannot be viewed in the same light as previous two World Wars. Men in the 
last 80 years have fallen so low with respect to the ability of taking any 
kind of heroic action that it is very difficult to expect a conflict which will 
in any significant measure resemble previous two World Wars. The nature 
of war has changed dramatically, where a man in that kind of setting 
becomes a mere operator of some kind of smart machine designed for 
destruction, or a target of weapons of mass destruction. It is very difficult 
to imagine heroic feats like those of all sides in both previous World Wars. 
Consumer-bourgeois type is too cynical, too solipsistic, and 
materialistically oriented for any of that. This type represents the ideal 
“right-thinking” man which will be integrated into various soft totalitarian 
structures which will appear as the polycrisis continues to unfold. Not 
having any other alternatives or even not being able to imagine that he 
should have some, this type will passively delegate all his still remaining 
freedoms to the structures which will increasingly be governed by post- 
human entities, that of AI systems, in which human factor will be 
constrained to some kind of administration of those superior machines. 
Progressive loss of even the last remnants of patriotic and nationalistic 
feeling adds even more certainty to that kind of argument. The system 
which dominated during the last several decades created out of men the 
ultimate pacifist, who treats a war as an ultimate evil, surpassing pacifism 
of all the previous bourgeois types combined. For better or worse, the latest 
bourgeois type literally became a kind of a degenerate woman, so in this 
general climate one can expect more implosions than explosions, given that 
explosions still need some heroic action to occur. 
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Alternative Postmodernism 


In imagining and preparing structures for the new cycle one cannot 
avoid our initial state, that of postmodernism. Also, when trying to recreate 
long dead traditions one has to be aware of specific circumstances in which 
they came into being and racial differences between now very influential 
“peasant” race (which is a mix of all sorts of mixes) and noble race which 
was bearer of those traditions. Postmodernism should be transcended, but 
also it’s methods of deconstructing modernism should be used on itself, 
leading to post-postmodernism or premodern postmodernism. These 
methods are very potent tools with which one can renew noble traditions of 
the “old world”. They are generally missed by most traditionalist forces 
who either bring up images of a distant past representing a better world, or 
are confronting the latest leftist trends with worn-out conservative ideas. 
The alternative approach is to deconstruct latest postmodern trends in the 
same way postmodernism did with modernism, by the spirit of Tradition 
brought into a postmodern context. Postmodernism represents a kind of 
reformed modernism, in a typical bourgeois tradition of doing “reforms” 
every once in a while. It preserved all the institutions, practices and 
structures of modernism, while upgrading or reforming them, sometimes in 
an extreme way. Traditional world did not know most of these structures, 
and if it did, they had radically different character, so one should 
deconstruct postmodernism by either questioning the validity of the 
existence of these structures, or by putting into question their very nature. 
This approach assumes that somehow one grasps the spirit of the 
traditional world, but not necessarily details of it’s various instantiations 
throughout history. 


For example, if postmodernist proposes to reform school curricula for 
the n-th time, one does not react by arguing that the current curricula is 
superior or that particular curricula in a more traditional world was 
superior to what he proposes, but confronts him by arguing that school “for 
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everybody” is itself meaningless since almost no children are interested in 
it, which matches the situation in not so distant past where most children 
did not attend any school at all. This is also rooted in a traditional reality of 
castes where everybody should try to reach perfection in one’s own 
position or station in life, so peasant should be a peasant without intrusions 
of the school system into his life. Alternative argument would be to not 
question existence of schools in general, but to focus on inability of most 
of the children to reach higher standards of nobility which did attend 
schools of all sorts, and of very different kind than exist today, for various 
purposes. In both cases one has to existentially feel the insurmountable 
differences which separates the traditional “old” and bourgeois “new” 
world, so one does not really have to “know” many details about the 
traditional world in order to make arguments of this kind. 


Traditionalism of any kind has to be radical since modern world is an 
antithesis of the traditional world. If in confronting postmodernism one 
cannot detect radicalism in one’s arguments, then one does not really grasp, 
not intellectually but existentially, the real essence of the traditional world. 
Those two worlds are separated racially, where one was dominated by a 
noble race, and the other by a bourgeois race which is mostly of non-noble 
origin, so basically what separates those two worlds are very fundamental 
differences, which cannot be grasped nor expressed intellectually. If one 
interprets two World Wars correctly, one can see that it took those two wars 
to be lost by noble and reactionary conservative forces in order for a new 
world to be created. This itself suggests that dramatic struggle was needed 
by the bourgeois race and all the forces of world subversion to dismantle 
the nobility and related forces. 


It is very easy to perform deconstruction of postmodernism for it’s own 
sake. It is worth mentioning that Julius Evola in his earlier years was a 
dadaist painter and before transitioning to his traditionalist phase went 
through an existential crisis in which he almost committed suicide. One has 
to make sure that one’s deconstruction is always grounded in the existential 
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grasp of the essence of what Tradition represents. Otherwise it is easy to 
enter dadaist or surrealist territory which can bring one very close to 
dramatic life events similar to what Evola experienced. In his case, what 
brought him to dadaism is his antipathy towards the bourgeois culture of 
his time, which he kept until the end of his life, claiming that radically anti- 
bourgeois approach in all aspects of life is a crucial element in life of every 
“reactionary” or what would be today called “traditionalist”. So 
conservative forces should put into question the nature of their 
“conserving” efforts. In many cases they are trying to conserve those 
structures which preceded the latest deconstructions of the progressive 
forces. What should be conserved instead are those structures which 
existed before the rise of the bourgeois man and beginning of modernism. 
This approach assumes particular kind of deconstruction of the 
(post)modern structures which clears up the space for the renewal of the 
premodern structures. If progressive deconstruction of modernism is 
considered as oriented downward, toward increased domination of the non- 
noble tendencies, then conservative deconstruction should be oriented 
upward, toward the domination of the noble tendencies. Since both 
approaches have deconstructive approach, the only way to differentiate 
between them is to existentially understand the essence of the premodern 
worldview, and more specifically the worldview typical of nobility. In 
many cases the possibility of developing this approach is prejudiced by the 
requirements of noble blood and initiation which were typically needed for 
attaining noble status, but given the level and obviousness of dissolution 
the world faces one can probably develop this approach with much more 
restricted internal noble composition. 


Evola was right in that when one confronts the modern world, one 
really confronts the bourgeois spirit, worldview and race. It is useful for 
traditionalists then to, instead of focusing on “leftists”, “modern world” or 
“postmodernism”, focus on the bourgeois spirit which is not necessarily 
always found only in latest leftist trends. That way it is possible to even 
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agree with certain anti-bourgeois perspectives from the left. The problem 
with this approach is that it is very demanding since one puts into question 
many of the structures one leans on and takes for granted. For example, it 
is easier, at least at first, to confront the latest school reforms from the left 
by leaning on some other “more traditional” school system, than to put into 
question the validity of the existence of the school system itself, because 
one might be attached to one’s intellectual achievements or some aspects of 
one’s school experience that one liked. Radically anti-bourgeois stance of 
this kind might seem arbitrary, without any foundations, which it certainly 
can be, but it can also be founded in a more existentially relevant grasp of 
the essence of the traditional world and in extreme cases even to match 
ways the nobility saw and experienced the world. 


The fiercest opponents of modernism, embodied in the bourgeoisie, 
and all it’s revolutionary movements was nobility, conservative revolution 
of the inter-war period, and after all battles were lost, Traditionalist 
thinkers like Julius Evola, Rene Guenon, and lately thinkers like Alexandr 
Dugin. These are the facts which were mostly missed by Marxists and 
Bolsheviks who thought themselves to be at the first line of defense against 
bourgeois exploitation, but in actuality they created, after destroying 
original bourgeoisie, their own type of bourgeois man. Same can be applied 
to their successors, various left-leaning forces who are constantly fighting 
imaginary Fascists, meaning all those who do not agree with them, 
thinking of themselves as being revolutionary, but in reality living 
bourgeois life of postmodern variety. Even some leftist thinkers consider 
Rene Guenon as more radical than Marx, Julius Evola is generally regarded 
as a very dangerous thinker of his time, and Alexandr Dugin is currently 
considered as the most dangerous philosopher on the planet, so one can see 
that the best of traditionalists were or are very radical thinkers and all of 
them have radically anti-bourgeois positions. Therefore, more 
traditionalists should at least try to follow their footsteps, which will 
guarantee them better results in their work. In this context one does not 
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even have to mention nobility since they were oriented in an anti-bourgeois 
way by their very nature and race, not primarily by their thoughts. 
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Ride the Tiger 


One topic which is almost completely ignored in traditionalist circles is 
how to existentially face modern world in general and especially it’s latest 
and most problematic aspects. What dominates in those circles are ideas 
and topics which are primarily intellectual in nature, so there is no surprise 
that existentially relevant topics are ignored. “Ride the Tiger”, a book by 
famous traditionalist thinker Julius Evola is one of maybe few books which 
deals with existential reality of a modern man whose real “fatherland” is 
somewhere in the “old world”, the antithesis of the modern world. The title 
of the book and the approach to survival is motivated by a Far Eastern 
saying which suggests that if one succeeds in riding the tiger, one should 
not just avoid having it leap on one, but if one can keep one’s seat and not 
fall off, one may eventually get the better of it. Keeping this image in mind, 
it becomes clear that given the level of dissolution the modern world has 
reached, one cannot fight it directly, but has to come up with more delicate 
approach. One should be ready to handle all it’s chaos by keeping one’s 
orientation outside of it’s influence, and then when it runs out of fuel, one 
should be ready to have a foundation to build something on it’s ruins, not 
being trapped in the consequences of it’s death. 


This approach should not be confused with passively waiting for the 
collapse or exclusively focusing on that which comes after the collapse. 
One’s approach should be active and should be oriented toward using one’s 
grounding in something which is “not of this world” to create or prepare 
structures which will survive the collapse. The same transcending force 
from within should be used for both living in all aspects of the world in 
dissolution, and preparing free spaces which are not contaminated by the 
influence of the modern world. In all of one’s activities one should not rely 
on the result of one’s actions. This is a generally appropriate approach very 
well known in the traditional world, but is also necessary at the end of the 
cycle where it is very difficult to expect or predict which of one’s actions, 
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if any at all, will have visibly positive effects. This approach should be felt 
as very natural and the only one which makes sense. One should not 
consider oneself any more special than other people who are more attached 
to the more typical way of survival, although one should be aware of one’s 
differentiation in this specific way. 


One useful general orientation in the context of “riding the tiger”, 
especially in the time of polycrisis the Collective West is facing, is to 
choose the hardest life one can handle. When faced with the choice, 
apparently harder choice should be taken. “Hard” can be easily replaced 
with “more realistic” in the higher sense of the term, given all of the 
virtualization and neutralization a typical bourgeois lifestyle has suffered. 
Most of the comfort increasingly enjoyed and relied on by several last 
generations of the bourgeois race is actually an illusion, being a temporary 
side-effect of the ongoing Ponzi scheme. Unfolding polycrisis of those 
structures will force a bourgeois man to try to save what can be saved of 
that comfortable life, doing everything he can to make a comfortable 
situation for himself in a new world which will arise from the destructions 
of the Great Reset. In this context one should be ready to live a hard life 
similar to the one which people in the earlier phases of the cycle lived, not 
because it is “hard”, but because it represents more realistic and in that way 
more traditional way of survival. Ideally one should have in oneself a 
natural inclination to avoid easy and comfortable life, or to even not be 
able to live that kind of life due to one’s different internal structure. The 
immediate benefit of this approach is that one won’t be surrounded with 
people concerned with an easy life, but with those with the same readiness 
to face reality head on, eliminating many negative effects of the collapsing 
standard of living and of all other collapses which are about to strike the 
world which will face one of the greatest sequence of crises in human 
history. 


It is not widely known that Julius Evola, an author who is known in 
“reactionary” circles by his radically anti-bourgeois and traditionalist 
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perspective, tried to use “ride the tiger” approach to survival himself in his 
own life, so he was writing his book “Ride the Tiger” from personal 
experience. He is viewed by many as an “aristocrat”, but in reality, 
although his ancestors were part of the nobility of the “old world”, he 
viewed himself as a “lost warrior” who lost his connection to his military 
unit and is forced to navigate the battlefield on his own. In many ways he 
considered himself a modern man trying to keep the flame of Tradition 
burning. The other misconception around Evola is that he was a critic of 
the modern world, but if one reads his books closely, one has to search very 
hard to find any direct criticism. What he was doing was revealing the 
essence of the traditional world and pointing out that the modern world is 
it’s antithesis. That way his work can be viewed as having a potential for 
opening one’s mind toward other ways of life and survival which are 
generally always open, given the right human material which can turn them 
into actuality. He was clear that every race, in the Evolian sense of the 
term, in a particular time and space has right to it’s own truth, so he was 
not dogmatic about the approach to the traditional way of life, although due 
to his personal equation, he considered it superior to others. 


Many, even on the left, consider Evola to be one of the most radical 
thinkers of the 20" century, but as he himself said, his views are only those 
which were normal for any well-born person before revolutions of the 19" 
and 20" centuries. The modern world turned what was normal not long ago 
upside down, so militant radicalism is required in one’s life in order to 
maybe qualitatively approximate any aspect of life from the “old world”. 
This is the main reason why in riding the tiger one should not be focused 
on or act in such a way to depend on results of one’s actions, but this 
approach should also not be used as an excuse for letting things slide in 
one’s life. As Evola himself concluded, the strictest discipline which one 
adopts naturally, without pretense or force, is required in all aspects of life. 


His book “Ride the Tiger” was written exclusively for men, a fact 
which is not acknowledged by many of his followers. As he noted in this 
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book, an examination of a similar kind for women would require a separate 
book, the one he did not write. This fact poses questions about where 
should women look for the inspiration and alternatives, as the structures of 
the consumer-bourgeois era collapse. At the moment it seems to be very 
difficult for them to go beyond a housewife archetype of the 50s bourgeois 
era. It could be that any form of renewal of the role of women can take 
place only if men first renew themselves and that way create conditions for 
spontaneous renewal of women. 


Another well known author and philosopher Alexandr Dugin, which 
has recently been considered the most dangerous philosopher on the planet, 
has also employed the “ride the tiger” approach in his own life, but had 
eventually settled in Orthodox Christian tradition. This suggests that “ride 
the tiger” approach is very interesting and useful in practice which is 
confirmed by Evola himself who in his autobiography wrote that by 
developing this approach he was not only concerned with his personal 
approach, but had in mind contemporary man in general, although his main 
target audience is a “differentiated man”, a man who has some of the 
tendencies in himself to live a “traditional” way of life in the midst of a 
world which is the antithesis of the traditional world. 


The most important aspect of riding the tiger is a strictly anti-bourgeois 
approach to life. Given the fact that the world at this stage is at it’s tipping 
point of the expansion and penetration of the bourgeois influence in all 
aspects of life and in all corners of the world, it is very difficult to find 
something which one can hold onto while riding the tiger. One alternative 
is a hermit life, leaving the bourgeois world entirely, but this is not what 
riding the tiger means, a detail which Evola also tried to articulate in his 
book. This approach assumes total immersion in all aspects of the 
bourgeois existence, including those which are the most problematic and 
recent. In this kind of environment one is supposed to somehow be 
involved while also stay isolated. Evola did not give any too explicit advice 
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on how one should deal with this requirement, amplifying it’s autonomous 
and individual character. 


Crucial point, and the hardest part of riding the tiger is to acknowledge 
that one reached zero point including everything around oneself, with the 
possibility of getting better only by some super-human effort, but continue 
ahead despite that. In other words, one should allow oneself to experience 
the abyss of nothingness, where something transcending bourgeois and 
modern spirit might emerge if it exists “in the background” at that zero 
point. This realization has to be made by going back to the origins and 
noticing significant insurmountable qualitative differences between the two 
worlds. This trip then has a potential to produce or revive something which 
one might use to keep going at the zero point. In order to do that one has to 
have a non-attachment relationships with as much surrounding structures 
as possible while staying involved in the world at large. This approach is 
not focused on criticizing structures which are collapsing, first because all 
of that was expected, and second because of the practical need for 
alternatives outside of those structures, so there is no point in bothering 
oneself with that which is at it’s end. As much autonomy as possible should 
be the goal, without attachment to the results of one’s actions, 
acknowledging also the “experimental” nature of one’s path. One has to 
detect in himself the dominant attitude and style of survival, but also be 
ready to explore uncharted territory without fear of getting destroyed by it. 


Riding the tiger has in focus a traditionalist without tradition, or 
without external structures which can support him on his way. It is 
interesting to examine the opposite approach which would be to rely on the 
remnants of some of the traditions of the “old world”, like Christianity, 
whose esoteric core is long dead, in many cases dying with the 
disappearance of the last noble race of Europe from the scene of history. 
Having this comparison in mind, one explicitly chooses the first approach 
in which one relies only on one’s own ability to recreate something 
resembling missing esoteric core or principle inside oneself, rather than 
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relying on the crumbling remnants of the once great traditions. In many 
cases the choice between those two paths does not really exist, since the 
two are radically opposed to each other and one feels an attraction only to 
the one of those. There is a possibility in some isolated cases to transition 
from the first to the second approach, like in the case of Alexandr Dugin, 
but for a less philosophically minded individuals only the first or the 
second approach is possible, depending on the internal orientation. 
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Return to the Middle Ages 


What most contemporary men imagine about the earlier phases of the 
last European cycle, and especially about it’s initial phases, have very little 
to do with reality. In reality these phases were dominated by a noble race, 
very different from the one which dominates today, so in trying to interpret 
anything from that period, even if massive distortions of the historians are 
avoided, what one faces is basically a racial barrier. 


The ways those times are imagined can be simplified with, on the one 
hand, a time of primitivism, barbarism and general backwardness, and on 
the other, a time seen through nice pictures of cathedrals, untouched 
landscapes and castles. Both of these are wrong and reveal a huge bias of 
the postmodern perspective, which again is based on a racial mix of a 
contemporary man. Brutal reality of those times is that most people alive 
today would not survive for very long in that kind of environment, which is 
also revealed in order of magnitude lower population which existed back 
then. There was no phase in the current European cycle when a peasantry 
was not protesting about it’s situation, blaming mostly the nobility, so this 
suggests that life was very hard, even for a peasant who would now be 
considered a survival guru because of his survival skills. On the other hand, 
peasant knew that his situation reflects reality and he was happy that there 
is a superior noble race involved, to make things much easier than they 
would otherwise be. 


Peasant’s drive for an easy life finally started to erupt with revolutions 
and all sorts of subversive movements which formed the current state of 
affairs and lead to the very end of the cycle. This end is going to see the 
largest material crash in human history, or at least in current Manvantara, 
which has potential to create material conditions similar to those from the 
Middle Ages, so in that regard one can view the returning of that era to the 
scene, but also in possible spiritual awakening in some small portions of 
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the population. If one discards illusions of modernity and false identity a 
mass-man has created for himself after he was freed from the bonds to the 
nobility, this man appears as a degenerate peasant. His reality is at best that 
of the peasant in the Middle Ages, but realistically, since he lacks skills of 
the peasant and is missing the wider context which existed back then, much 
worse, probably only good enough for basic survival in soft totalitarian 
regime which will come to it’s full force after the Great Reset. 


One can question the validity of looking at Middle Ages for inspiration 
for more realistic kind of life on the basis of the fact that this period was 
the last upward cycle of all of history, and if cyclical interpretation of 
history is applied, the most degenerate one. This is probably true, but one 
should also acknowledge that since Tradition is based on immutable 
principles which get manifested in every cycle where noble race is a 
dominant one, Middle Ages provide enough reference points for this kind 
of approach. The problem with older cycles is that they are placed in 
periods which we know less or very little about, so at least in terms of the 
number of positive reference points, if not in terms of their quality, one can 
find Middle Ages very interesting period for getting a glimpse of what 
more realistic life in a higher sense means. If one defines as normal, in a 
traditional sense of the word, most of those structures which existed in the 
Middle Ages, than one can easily see that most of those structures either do 
not exists in the postmodern context or if they exist, they changed their 
character to the point of being unrecognizable. The opposite is also true — 
many structures exist in the postmodern context which simply did not exist 
in the Middle Ages. As a general orientation one can foresee that majority 
of those postmodern structures will not survive the collapse of the 
bourgeois world, given the fact that they lack higher relationship with 
reality. In these terms one can imagine the world at the end of the cycle, 
and even try to prepare for it, although given the immensity of destruction, 
it is very difficult to cover even the most basic cases of survival. 
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In some ways Middle Ages lasted until 1945, or at least until 1918, 
when still existed some semblance of the noble race on the scene, so one 
does not have to travel very far into the past to get a basic feeling of a 
much more realistic world. What characterized the “old world” was 
differentiation of energies which could get expressed in the realistic 
environment, where special characteristics of the nobility shined, and 
through which they were able to realize their dominance. This aspect of the 
Middle Ages could also find it’s expression in the new cycle. At this point 
it is hard to imagine how new noble race will be formed, but if it will, 
irrespective of particular details of this process, one of the main 
consequences will be the spontaneous appearance of structures resembling 
the feudal system of the Middle Ages. In case this new race does not 
appear, what will follow is a kind of Mad Max scenario of chaos and 
destruction accompanied with the virtual life in smart 15-minute cities 
which will be turned into digital concentration camps. It is imaginable that 
parallel processes of the renewal and further dissolution might appear, 
where majority of the population will be involved in the latter, while only 
the minority which represents essential remaining elements of the current 
cycle, might come to the scene in the next cycle. Although given that the 
modern world represents the antithesis of the premodern world, it is 
difficult to imagine how could even the most select group of individuals be 
able to quickly adapt to the situation of the collapse of bourgeois 
structures, one should generally leave that question unanswered until the 
very end, since nobody really knows how a man really reacts in such 
extreme circumstances. There is a possibility that against all odds minority 
of select individuals magically manage to survive and even thrive in these 
circumstances. Whatever the actual scenario will be, it is clear that the 
dominant postmodern perspective contains all sorts of barriers, including 
the racial one, in imagining the end of the cycle. 


In referencing Middle Ages there are few traps which should be 
avoided. The first is related to inability to exactly repeat this period of 
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history, or even to come close to some of it’s aspects. Very different man 
lived in those times, so one has to be careful to keep one’s attention on the 
principles, not so much on the particular details how people lived back 
then, although certainly some of the more obvious aspects of their life 
could come back. Given the material destruction of the bourgeois world is 
going to face soon, one can easily imagine that some of the survival 
strategies people used in Middle Ages, an age when most people lived on 
the subsistence level, could become essential again. The second trap is 
basing one’s perception of the Middle Ages on very distorted ways it is 
presented in films, books and the education system. Bourgeois man views 
Middle Ages as the age of barbarism and general backwardness. He waged 
two World Wars in order to finally get rid of all the residues of those times 
and create a “new world”, so in order to get a more realistic view of this 
time period, one has to either go to the primary sources or get one’s 
information from “reactionary” forces whose intentions in representing 
Middle Ages are much more honest, but also full of expected distortions. 
Even if one has the best intentions, it is very difficult to get rid of one’s 
postmodern biases when evaluating a very different period of history. The 
third trap has to do with ignoring the point of departure from which one 
starts one’s trip to the Middle Ages. The starting point for the 
contemporary man is a consumer-bourgeois world which was basically 
born on the ruins of the modern world. It is a postmodern world which 
does not even remember what the modern world looked like, let alone 
being able to imagine the Middle Ages. So one has to somehow imagine 
the return of the spirit of Middle Ages to the ruins of the postmodern 
world, since it is the postmodern world which will collapse in the current 
polycrisis. One can probably imagine many more traps one can fall into in 
trying to interpret the meaning of the “return to the Middle Ages”, but 
what’s absolutely clear is that the bourgeois world most people are used to 
will not survive for long and what will come in it’s place will not be 
another “upgraded” version of that world, as many expect. 
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Great Parody 


Despite all the passive destruction of the modern era which the 
contemporary men worrying about the “fall of the West” are concerned 
with, there is a deeply comical perspective through which one can view the 
end of the cycle. This is probably one crucial ingredient in turning the 
poison into medicine or transcending all the deadly influences of the end 
times. Gods on the Olympus, including the nobles of the recent past, can be 
imagined having a great laugh over all the misconceptions and illusions 
man of today is wallowing in. So why not laugh with them? Modern man, 
by freeing himself from the bonds to the “above” which, he thought, 
limited his freedom, created the worst prison for himself, while making a 
fool of himself in the process. He is not aware of any of that, so pain he 
experiences is also limited — and that’s probably why Gods are laughing — 
but if man’s fate is determined in the way he dies, he is probably stuck in a 
loop of destruction forever, perpetuating itself into his next lives. 


All these tragicomical developments are necessary since they were 
required as a proof that whatever comes next, at the beginning of the next 
cycle or very end of the current one, cannot be based on man of the non- 
noble races being or thinking of himself as being free. He had his few 
hundred years to prove what he is made of. To be surprised by these 
developments reveals one’s non-noble racial mix, since there is almost 
nothing left to be destroyed. Only a man with confused identity or 
complete lack of one, can see here anything but the very last phase of the 
very long process of dissolution. All of the confusion in which people 
yearn for some substance of the previous eras, which are mostly placed in 
their childhood when “things were better”, just adds more to the intensity 
of the tragicomedy we participate in. 


As recent crises have shown and those yet to occur will quite possibly 
show, progressively more people with more developed sense for reality 
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cannot take seriously themselves and others anymore. This is not a new 
phenomena, being a very widespread characteristic throughout the 
(post)modern era, but it seems to be reaching the extreme phase of 
acceleration in it’s spread all over the world. One of the burdens which 
troubled bourgeois man since his appearance on the scene was that he had 
to take seriously so many things. He constantly switched his attention from 
one attractive subject to the next, modified his identity in response to the 
latest trends and was involved in many other empty activities which 
fundamentally showed his lack of identity. He had to show respect for 
everybody since all people on the planet are his brothers and sisters. In 
comparison, his ancestors, peasants of the “old world” during their whole 
life had to deal only with comrades from their and surrounding villages, 
with whom they shared the same identity, customs and a dialect. His 
ancestors had less possibilities, but paradoxically, had more freedom in not 
being burdened with complications of atomized bourgeois existence. And 
finally, he has to take himself seriously despite all of the self-made 
emptiness he accumulated over decades of confused existence. To make the 
situation even more confusing, in all his seriousness about everything he 
tried to appear nonchalant and disinterested, in order to not care too much 
about anything in particular, so one can see that the psychological 
inconsistency the man in question had to endure is probably close to 
unbearable. 


All of these progressively more extreme developments seem to be 
leading to a possibility of a new freedom one can attain by being relieved 
of taking almost anybody or anything seriously. If the conditions of that 
kind of approach are not yet reached, they certainly will be in the following 
years. At first this approach seems to be trivial, not requiring any kind of 
substantial effort, but one can get very surprised by the amount of effort it 
takes to legitimately “not care”. One has to internalize some kind of 
superior idea and pass a merely human mode of being in order to be able to 
succeed in this approach, so it certainly represents a possibility in a “world 
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gone mad”, and if nothing else, it provides enough material for having fun 
with all the blunders being committed by the “last man” of our times. 


One does not have to go much back into the past to find people who 
were much less funny. A peasant of the earlier phases of the current cycle 
was for example not allowed to make himself too funny by living in a 
much more realistic environment which was set up for him from above, by 
a then dominant noble race of Europe. He did not take himself so seriously 
as his successor, a common man of the modern era does. The most 
influential factor in making him much less funny was the presence of the 
noble race which he most of the time respected and even tried to emulate. 
If one needs more motivation for having a laugh, one can go step further 
and put oneself beside the nobility of the earlier phases of the cycle. Here 
one needs much more special kind of and a rare instinct to imagine what 
nobility really did represent and how far away the current state of man is 
from the reality in the higher sense. In both cases one can find enough 
material to laugh frequently and that way create a balance for all the 
negativity which living at the end of the cycle brings. 


Having frequent laughs over one’s own and other’s situation can be 
balanced with more seriousness toward those things which mattered to men 
in more realistic and less funny times. Starting points for these efforts do 
not have to go too far into the past since even few recent generations of 
men were serious about things which new generations consider irrelevant. 
In order to elevate one’s existence to the level of noble men of the past one 
will probably have to go a bit further into the past and even to the origins 
of great civilizational cycles, but given the demanding nature of these 
ventures one might wind up with no actual results or results which are not 
substantial enough to have existential effect on one’s life. Whichever 
starting point from the past one chooses, it is important to be aware that 
what worked in those times cannot be literally applied in the current times, 
so what needs to be grasped is the spirit of the “old world”, it’s superiority, 
and existential need to adopt it’s approaches to survival. 
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What is reaching tipping point is the imbalance between the realistic 
state of the consumer-bourgeois man and expectations he places on the 
results of his actions and life in general. These expectations are fueled by 
the inconsistencies of his self-image which were created during the decades 
long existence in the Ponzi scheme of the consumer-bourgeois era. His 
self-confidence was inflated by the apparent materialistic successes of that 
era which matched his predominantly materialistic conception of the 
reality, so otherwise easily noticeable collapses of many aspects of reality 
were outshined by those successes. Good analogy for the state of the 
consumer-bourgeois man during that era is a retarded child whose self- 
confidence is constantly being pumped up to the point of it starting to 
consider itself superior to others despite it’s clear inferiority. From the 
traditional perspective, if there are actually individuals who can 
legitimately have it, it is really difficult to determine whether modern man 
and especially consumer-bourgeois man is joking or being serious in his 
considering his way of existence realistic. In case he is joking, then he can 
be considered a clown, but if he is serious, then what takes place on the 
world’s stage is the greatest parody ever. It would be interesting to see for 
how long will this man be able to stay serious about his life, and to what 
extent will the gods allow him to make fun of himself. If there are some 
positive aspects of these developments, then one of them is certainly that 
they represent a proof that a man with this kind of racial makeup, which in 
case of consumer-bourgeois man is dominated by the “peasant” race, 
simply is not spiritually powerful enough to be left to his own devices. This 
proof can be used by all new structures of the next cycle as one of the 
foundational principles and wake-up call for the renewal of the noble races 
which have the ability to take charge of those structures, whether or not 
this man of “peasant” race will be integrated in them. Consumer-bourgeois 
man still has a chance to end his parody by a constructive self-examination 
which will prepare him for the end of the cycle. In case he keeps tricking 
himself further his parody has the potential to end in the most spectacular 
way ever. 
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The End of Kali Yuga 


Times we live in are acknowledged by some as a time of decline 
corresponding to the last of the ages from the Hindu Tradition, the Kali 
Yuga. This is then repeated ad nauseam, often becoming a suitcase term for 
everybody’s problems with the world, a more sophisticated sounding way 
of saying that “world was better when I was young”. It is tempting to have 
that kind of term which in addition to explaining away all of the world 
problems in an undifferentiated way, can make one feel special for having 
that kind of secret knowledge or can help in finding excuses for one’s 
passivity or failures in general. In reality this kind of approach does not 
really help in explaining various phenomena in the world, and especially in 
one’s personal life. 


There is a tendency to view everything in the age of Kali Yuga, in the 
period of the last approximately six thousand years, as one undifferentiated 
time of decline which can be ignored, and that one should travel to the 
Golden Age to find correct reference points for how things should be. This 
mostly represents an escapism where one constructs an imaginary perfect 
world in one’s mind to find a shelter from all the problems of the current 
age, without in any way matching the prerequisites, generally out of scope 
of anybody living today, to return to the origins of those “mystical” times. 
This tendency is typical of most of the spiritualist and new age practices 
where people involved are racially and by their inner structure not in any 
way qualified for such challenges. 


Viewing the last age as simply “dark ages”, a term often attributed to 
the Middle Ages by the modern historiography, ignores the existence of 
sub-cycles inside a particular age or cycle. In the last six thousand years 
one can find various sparks of the Hyperborean origin which represented 
the upward periods of various civilizations, like the Persian, Greek, Roman 
or Roman-Germanic, where some aspects of the Golden Age, at least for a

short period of time, were recreated. It seems much more practical to try to 
return to those relatively close times, if one wants to get a feeling of the 
Golden Age, than to wander around in one’s misconstructions of the “real” 
Golden Age, which is clearly unattainable, especially for the typical 
spiritualist of recent times. 


Similar undifferentiated view is usually held with respect to the 
duration of the Kali Yuga. Typically one imagines that there is a very long 
time for Kali Yuga to end, so basically we have a lot of time to enjoy our 
lives while considering ourselves as special individuals since we know the 
secret others do not. This view is similar to the one held by believers in 
endless progress, but inverted, where in the first case we are only at the 
very beginning of the good times, and in the second case we are at the 
beginning of the very long decline. What’s common to both is that we have 
plenty of uninterrupted time for enjoyment of our lives until the very bad 
times come. 


Irrespective of when the Kali Yuga really ends, it is easy to ignore the 
logarithmic nature of the decline, where the majority of the collapse can 
occur in the last few decades or years. This fact and the ignorance of sub- 
cycles leads one toward a very distorted view of the nature of the decline 
which generally cannot be denied. The main cause of this kind of view is 
absence of any strong reference points, especially not on the existential 
level, to anything superior or higher. It is characteristic of individuals 
whose spirituality is equivalent to somebody’s hobby or past-time, or even 
worse, a label which makes them special and “better” than others. 


Many people experience the increase in the speed at which the events 
are unfolding in their lives, which confirms the logarithmic nature of the 
end of the cycle. The fact that Kali Yuga (or Iron Age) lasts four times 
shorter than the Golden Age can be confirmed on the level of sub-cycles in 
the particular age, where last sub-cycles of the Kali Yuga last shorter than 
the preceding ones. This characteristic of the cycles could be interpreted as 
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the one which can ease the pain induced by all of the difficulties of the 
“dark ages” or as a wake-up call for men to prepare the world for the new 
Golden Age. Progressive myth misinterprets these phenomena as those 
which confirm that humanity is on the right track of progress as imagined 
by revolutionaries of the past and present. This perspective mostly hides 
progressive man’s increasing inability to control these phenomena, leading 
to the pressing need for the establishment of brilliant soft totalitarian 
methods which have a potential to control this bourgeois chaos, but in 
actuality contribute to the acceleration of the dissolution. 


One of the main reasons why most talk on Kali Yuga has no real 
existential meaning is the fact that the illusion of material abundance still 
has very strong influence on most people. Most of the people, including 
those who have spiritual hobbies, were born in the Ponzi scheme instituted 
after Second World War, so they are in a very bad position to evaluate the 
real significance of times we live in. Things will change or are maybe 
already changing, when the Ponzi scheme starts going away, where one 
would have to face much more pertinent problems of existence than to 
wallow in one’s spiritual delusions. In this kind of situation many former 
spiritualists, who are mostly people of the last bourgeois class who need 
some activity to fill up their free time, will become very non-spiritual in 
trying to meet their basic needs. 


What’s considered “spiritual” increasingly has a feminine character, 
and as a consequence is filled with the most remarkable misconceptions 
due to the incapacity of the feminine to reach spiritual heights herself, or at 
least without the masculine influence, which in these environments is 
especially lacking. Apart from those constraints it is possible to attribute 
impossibility of reaching any real spiritual heights primarily to racial 
limitations. In many cases those individuals who are attracted to various 
spiritualist currents have very little noble blood or spirit in them, and 
therefore miss crucial ingredient even if that would be enough, given that 
no supporting structures are left which can provide guidance in those

matters. It could be that more healthy reference points in this regard can be 
expected from some hidden corners of the dominant religion in Europe 
which, despite being subverted in every possible way, has vast tradition 
behind it to lean onto. It is very often missed that great majority of popes in 
the last one thousand years came from the nobility and that many priests in 
the hierarchy of the Catholic Church were either nobles themselves or were 
educated by them. 


Although the question of the end of Kali Yuga should be left only to 
the true philosophers and those rare individuals who would in more normal 
times be part of the spiritual elite, given the immensity of the collapse 
which awaits the world in the domain of economy, the almost non- 
existence of the noble blood and spirit, and the nature and intensity of the 
unfolding sequence of crises, one can speculate that the end is very near, 
although one would be very arrogant in claiming that one can sense it 
directly. Rene Guenon, one of the great philosophers and metaphysicians of 
the last 100 years, warned against predicting the end of Kali Yuga, but his 
decoding of the duration of cyclical ages suggests that it would be the year 
1999 which should mark the end. Some of their followers like Gaston 
Georgel made some modifications to his original predictions, and placed 
the end in the year 2030 which interestingly matches the target year of the 
Great Reset, so it could be that we have a privilege to live not just at the 
end of an age, but that of an era, or complete Manvantara which spans 
64800 years. Whatever the case may be, vast majority of people living 
today have no way of detecting this end, including and maybe especially 
those who consider themselves “spiritual”. 
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New Cycle and End of the Catastrophe 


One does not have to go very far back in history to detect exponential 
dissolution in every aspect of life. Every new generation seems to be less 
capable of living up to the standards set up by previous generations. Usual 
way progressive forces deal with that fact is that they point out scientific, 
technological and generally material progress of every new generation, but 
since this can be easily disproved by pointing out that all of these are mere 
manifestations of the Ponzi scheme which is nearing it’s end, and were all 
done at the expense of destabilizing natural world, this view will be 
ignored for the purpose of the simplification, and focus on the 
traditionalists view will be maintained, with particular emphasis on the last 
European cycle, which can then generally be applied for similar cycles in 
history. 


At the root of all these difficulties of each successive generation lies 
the disappearance of the last noble race of Europe, which as a consequence 
had that vast masses of people were left to their own devices, without the 
influence from above. Frantic activity of the mass man during the last 
approximately 100 years resulted in hitting his head into countless brick 
walls without actually achieving anything except distracting himself to 
death and destroying everything around him. In this kind of environment 
which rapidly approaches that of zero point both materially and spiritually, 
it is very difficult to imagine how will the transition from the current to the 
next cycle be realized. Which structures will be able to survive the 
immensity of destruction which awaits the bourgeois man, and which 
foundations will the structures of the new cycle be based on? How can the 
situation reaching zero point be translated into something which has some 
substance, and if one literally interprets traditional teachings, a lot of 
substance given that what should follow the end of the cycle is a new 
Golden Age? 
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It is better to leave the interpretation of this possible sudden mutation 
to real philosophers of our time, but one possibility could be that some 
noble forces capable of great works are waiting to take over at the very end 
of the cycle. Others who might survive the end of the cycle by pure 
willpower and ingenuity, and maybe awareness of the significance of times 
we live in, might also be part of the structures taking over in the new cycle. 
Clearly there is no way one can start from a zero point and reach 
remarkable heights just by human means, so from a purely human 
perspective the details of this transition should be left undefined. Those 
who manage to survive these dramatic events, even if they reach the “other 
side” at zero point, without really doing anything visibly great, their 
willpower, perseverance and almost noble instinct that the cycle is nearing 
it’s end, which enabled them to be ready to face many related difficulties, 
could be held in high regard. 


Whichever difficulties are faced it is useful to have in mind that we 
have a privilege to live in a very remarkable time when at the same time 
ends the consumer-bourgeois sub-cycle of 50 years, the last European cycle 
of 1000 years, the whole age of Kali Yuga, and very big cycle of whole 
Manvantara which lasted for 64800 years. In addition to that, we live at the 
very end of the catastrophe which entered it’s accelerated mode with the 
rise of the bourgeois man several hundred years ago, so we should not 
necessarily find our position as the hardest one to deal with. It is difficult to 
imagine what people went through during the great revolutionary 
upheavals during the last several centuries, which from this point of view 
represented the beginning of the catastrophe. Despite all the difficulties 
they faced, they were hoping for a better world after the chaos of every 
revolution, adopting one utopian view of the future after another. It could 
be that, in addition to the peasant’s propensity for utopian ideas, these very 
hard times at the beginning of the catastrophe were the primary reason for 
so much success of the otherwise ridiculous revolutionary ideas. Despite 
the lack of great works, compared to men living in previous ages, cycles, 
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earlier phases of this cycle, or even in few previous generations, there are 
men living today whose outlook on the world is on the higher level and 
maybe even matches that of nobility of the “old world”. These men have to 
face the end of the cycle directly, without excuses, and in many ways they 
have no choice since they might be among those men who will make their 
mark in the new cycle following the end of the current one. 


All of the deconstruction of the (post)modern world in addition to 
destroying all of the remaining structures previous generations could lean 
on in their own difficulties of dealing with the emptiness of the modern 
world, created the additional free space which was previously occupied by 
the structures which did not provide any real value. This free space can be 
filled by new postmodern structures, or they can be filled with renewed 
premodern structures in the postmodern context. If newly created 
postmodern structures are ignored, then deconstruction can be regarded as 
a process which creates increasingly more free space for the renewal of the 
premodern structures. This way every new generation in addition to having 
less modern structures to lean on in facing the dissolution, has more free 
space for creating more realistic premodern structures which can actually 
be relied on. Even if the possibilities provided by this free space can be 
taken advantage of only by select minority, this should be enough to attract 
others to join them in the adventures of the new cycle. This “free space” 
can be noticed in practice where each new generation is less concerned by 
the burdens of all of the confusions of the modern world. In many cases 
this void is filled by the latest postmodern confusions, but in some cases 
there is at least a possibility for it to be filled by those structures which 
might resemble those the “old world” was made of. 


Cyclical nature of history is at the same time horrifying, in that it does 
not allow for any upward historical period to last forever, and relieving, in 
that it does not allow for any downward period to last forever. In it’s 
horrifying aspect one can detect resistance men of non-noble races showed 
for it and their propensity to adopt utopian ideas of progress, but in the 
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similar way these men at the end of the cycle can reject utopian ideas and 
adopt cyclical ones, if for no other reason than because utopia is 
increasingly turning into dystopia and the idea of the new cycle feels 
relieving even if they won’t necessarily participate in the new cycle 
directly. It is hard to expect these kind of changes from most men, but they 
can be adopted by those differentiated individuals who already left the 
current cycle behind themselves and are ready for constructive action in the 
new one. Given the difficulties most men, including those with 
differentiated nature, have with imagining exactly how will the sudden 
mutation at the beginning of the new cycle occur, there is no need to 
restrict one’s participation in it only to the direct physical participation. 
One can participate in it through one’s children in case they absorbed or 
inherited some of the differentiated substance one has, or through a 
spiritual fatherhood, where one’s deeds, works or influence one has on 
people who will enter the next cycle, survive the transition. In any case, 
there is nothing unexpected in the situation when one cycle is closing and 
the other beginning, but a possible end of the whole age makes this one 
very special and therefore opens up rare possibilities many previous 
generations did not have. 


Ideal combination of characteristics of men of the new cycle should 
include to some extent noble blood and spirit, but primarily a free inner 
space which was created in the situation where there is nothing left to latch 
onto in the external world, and filled with one’s own principle which was 
established by one’s internal return to the origins. It is not enough to just 
more or less successfully imitate premodern ways of existence. This 
principle should be one’s own created by both practical needs enforced by 
the end of the cycle and a metaphysical imperative which does not allow 
one to live in any other way. These kind of men could be integrated into a 
hierarchy of new nobility which can only be created by some super-human 
force matching probably that of great kings of the traditional world. 
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Restoration of the Last Noble Race of 
Europe 


Noble structures for the next cycle might come from what’s left from 
the last noble race of Europe, which could be lead by royal families who 
still maintain connection to traditions of their ancestors. One of the 
characteristics of all noble races of the past, and in particular last great 
noble race of Europe, was pure noble blood. This seems to be still 
preserved in existing royal families of Europe, so they might be at the 
forefront of the restorative forces of the new cycle. If some continuation of 
the current and the next cycle will be maintained, it is hard to find the basis 
of renewal anywhere else. At the end of the Roman cycle, when Roman 
world was deteriorating, new vital element was appearing on it’s borders in 
the form of Nordico-Germanic race, which later resulted in the fusion of 
the two worlds or two related races, giving rise to the Holy Roman Empire. 
There is no analogous element today when Europe is facing it’s final phase 
of deterioration, so it is very difficult to imagine how renewal in the next 
cycle will look like. Whatever the scenario will be followed, something 
very dramatic needs to happen in order to turn things around. 


Throughout the current cycle this last noble race of Europe had great 
difficulties, which were increasingly more pronounced as the cycle was 
closing, in keeping things in order due to their own shortcomings and due 
to continuous protests from the race of peasants, which amounted to the 
vast majority of the population of Europe. In the end noble race was 
blamed for all ills which were burdening Europe, which partly gave rise to 
all the utopian movements of the last centuries. In reality, only part of the 
nobility, particularly in France, descended to the level which could not be 
tolerated, but the revolution spread from there to the whole of Europe like a 
plague. Nobility of the new cycle might face similar challenges as the last 
noble race of Europe did. Given the exponential population rise during the 
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last few centuries, any noble blood and spirit will be highly outnumbered 
and faced with impossible task of managing such large mass of common 
people. Will Great Reset contribute to the vast population decline or 
locking most common people into some kind of digital concentration 
camps, or both, remains to be seen. The other possibility is development of 
parallel structures to those which will predominantly appear as the 
consequence of the Great Reset. Most structures will be integrated into the 
soft totalitarian system of climate lockdowns and mass surveillance, but 
vast possibilities will appear for the establishment of premodern structures 
which might resemble the feudal system of the earlier phases of the current 
cycle where renewed remnants of the last noble race of Europe could find 
their natural place in. 


During the 20" century and especially after Second World War the fall 
of noble structures was very drastic, where it either completely disappeared 
from the scene, or it transformed itself, at least from the point of view of 
the common man, into some kind of pack of celebrities who live very much 
like a common man, but with more money and glamour. On the other hand 
one should keep in mind that nobility which fought on the side of the “old 
world” in both world wars, especially in the first one, fought to the last, 
almost without exception. It took two greatest wars in recent human history 
to dismount the nobility from the position of dominance, so this shows the 
greatness of ideas they were fighting for and suggests that if some of them 
purposefully withdrew from the scene waiting for the right moment to 
intervene, they will certainly have something to fight and die for again. 
Very often if the fall of Europe is acknowledged, it is either placed 
somewhere in the distant past or in the very recent past. The final fall of 
Europe occurred in the inter-war period culminating with the end of the 
Second World War. This is the period when the last attempt of renewal of 
traditional European roots occurred and failed. Everything which followed 
was a Sharp decent leading straight to the end of the cycle. 
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Rising popularity in the last 10 years of radical Traditionalist thinkers 
like Rene Guenon, Julius Evola and Alexandr Dugin suggests that some 
noble blood and spirit still exists among the Europeans, taking into account 
that most of the interest in those thinkers is of intellectual nature, which 
does not reach existential reality of the individual. There are clearly no 
visible signs of any racial differentiation taking place yet, but one has to 
take into account that cycles end in what might be called “logarithmic 
decay”, meaning that most of the ending happens in very short period of 
time, so it could be that sudden mutation might happen at the very end, 
creating conditions for the start of the new cycle. Speculation around where 
the new noble life force will come from is heavily prejudiced by limited 
horizons of the common man of today. Like today, peasant in the earlier 
phases of the cycle was not really aware where the impetus for all of the 
things which are happening is coming from. The crucial difference is the 
amount of ego today’s “peasant” has built up over the centuries of him 
freeing himself from the bonds to the above, so it has been increasingly 
harder for him to de-intellectualize his thinking about everything around 
him, including on the question “who rules the world”. If there actually is a 
force of renewal in motion, it will certainly be invisible to him until it 
affects material reality which he can perceive. Economic reality of the 
Collective West and the world in general exposed by many dissenting 
economists, which is described in the negative way with enormous and 
increasing amounts of debt and deficits, can make general trends more 
visible to the common man of today. 


Climate crisis is certainly going to have a profound impact on the 
world at large in the next several decades. It is going to mobilize huge 
number of, especially young people worldwide, and is probably going to 
try to realize it’s ideas for some kind of revolution, since it calls for 
fundamental shift in the way man of today operates. This crisis also reveals 
rapidly growing emptiness which is the consequence of the withdrawal of 
the last noble race of Europe from the scene. As one noblewoman in the 
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inter-war period said when she visited her former castle, that it feels like a 
“body without the spirit”. This metaphor can be applied to the whole of 
Europe and beyond. If one ignores utopian aspects of climate action, like 
net zero, creating a “better” world for everyone, and possible motivations 
to use it to hide global bankruptcy and instantiate totalitarian regime of 
incredible magnitudes, it is clear that it is going to give huge, and possibly 
even lethal blow to the bourgeois class of today, maybe even ending it’s 
existence entirely. 


Interesting case is that of Britain’s royal family and in particular of King 
Charles IH, who is long time advocate of whats now called “climate 
action”, and in addition to that he seems to be influenced by great 
Traditionalists of the 20" century like Rene Guenon. These characteristics 
are viewed as contradictory by many, but they are actually very consistent 
since nobility was always, both what today might be called eco-conscious, 
and bearers of Tradition. Traditionalist perspective of King Charles II 
maybe suggests that at least part of the structures around royal families are 
aware of the metaphysical significance of the time we live in, the very end 
of the cycle. William, Prince of Wales, is certainly going to continue on the 
path established by his father, so this suggests that continuity is going to be 
preserved long enough to maybe enter what was perceived by Rene 
Guenon and his followers as the beginning of the new cycle. All of the low 
level forces engaged around climate change are possibly guided from the 
higher plane, in particular from the still existing royal families and 
surrounding structures, creating prerequisite free space for starting a new 
cycle. This is a context in which involvement of King Charles III in climate 
change activities could be interpreted. He certainly is aware of the 
metaphysical fact that we are living at the very end of the cycle, so cosmic 
forces are going to be on his side. From a traditional perspective it is very 
hard to imagine that figureheads of the various global organizations, like 
WEF, UN or WHO, are able to rule the world themselves, since they lack 
any super-human qualities. At best they might have a position of managers

or administrators in the structures which actually rule the world. 
Significant world events during the last few decades are too structured and 
their execution is too brilliant (like the C-19 crisis) for them to be governed 
by merely human forces, so either some remaining noble structures are 
navigating the situation from the background, or gods have completely 
given up on the world and the situation is in hands of brilliant satanic 
forces. In both cases consequences of those events are going to be the end 
of the current and the start of a new cycle. 
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The Race of the Bourgeois 


The appearance of the bourgeois type on the scene of the last European 
cycle introduced great confusion in the identity of European peoples. This 
type is by his characteristics fluid and it affected both nobility and 
peasantry in a negative way, in the first case by lowering standards one 
typically needed to be considered noble, and in the second case by making 
a peasant resent hard but honest village life. Confused identity or lack of 
identity of the bourgeois type eventually instantiated tyranny of 
individuality, where every individual is considered atomic, “special” and 
worthy of having all the rights equal to every other individual. This 
dispersion of identity is one of the main causes of the inefficiency of the 
system, or to be more precise, it’s dysfunctionality which is being hidden 
for decades, because it is very difficult for the system with so many 
disparate parts to function without the integrating medium. Bourgeois man 
thought that he is benefiting himself by creating a situation in which he is 
not going to be judged, or in which his lack of substance will be hidden or 
invisible. With hindsight we can say that it is better to be aware of one’s 
own failures and limits in a stratified hierarchical system where one can at 
least look up to someone’s greatness, than to be an atomized individual, 
free but unable to exercise one’s freedom due to the constraints of 
everybody else’s illusory freedom. 


Increasing disassociation from any kind of collective identity caused a 
bourgeois man to become obsessed with his own individuality. First the fall 
of feudal system freed him from the burden of his own peasant caste, 
which lead to the appearance of national states and national identity. Then 
national states were replaced by supranational collectivist blocs where 
national identity was preserved but in the diluted form. This lead to 
formation of technocratic blocs where national identity exists but just as an 
afterthought. Finally, era of the atomized individual started questioning 
man’s sexual identity and increasing virtualization of life even his human 
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identity. In his naked individuality bourgeois man has increasingly hard 
time cooperating beyond the bare minimum with other individuals each of 
which is obsessed with their own individuality. Although the system and 
most individuals declare themselves open and tolerant, in actuality they are 
as intolerant as they ever were. This is a technical issue which burdens the 
system and increasingly forces world rulers to come up with large scale 
crises in order to orient most individuals in the same direction or to wake 
them up from their own echo chambers. Conditions imagined originally by 
revolutionaries several centuries ago of freeing the common man from all 
of the burdens of the feudal system are fully realized, but the effects of 
those conditions have diametrically opposite characteristics to those 
imagined. 


Dilettantism became a norm, where a new bourgeois type of man either 
refused to work, automated most of the work or made up temporary work 
in order to support the ongoing Ponzi scheme. He also heavily 
intellectualized the work where mental faculties became much more 
important than one’s predispositions or a position one is born into. He 
declared himself a self-made man who builds himself up from zero and 
took that as one of his main achievements. In reality his dilettantism 
created enormous amount of complications in almost every aspect of life, 
and in this context his “job” basically is wasted on fixing growing amount 
of these complications, rather than contributing to something constructive. 
He considered himself superior to both a warrior and a peasant, 
transcending their “professions” which do not require any “critical thinking 
skills”, and declaring them irrelevant and inferior to his “thinking” or 
trading abilities. In reality bourgeois type represented neither peasant nor a 
warrior, being unfit for both of those roles. 


In the same way the original bourgeois type thought that he can 
become a “higher” man by having nice clothes and a top hat, today’s 
consumer-bourgeois type thinks that he had outgrown his peasant roots by 
wearing “nice” clothes produced in the Global South and riding a nice car 
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produced in China, both paid for by paper money created out of thin air. 
Increasingly these illusions are fading away and the bourgeois type is 
disappearing, so one might picture a typical man today, in his making fun 
of himself during recent crises, as a very poor peasant barely able to 
survive, and in that image one would even degrade this imaginary peasant. 
His peasant ancestors would never be able to fall for a joke which the 
modern world represents. The amount of myopia required to accept all of 
the features of the modern world as normal could only be explained by an 
obsession on the global scale which took over the masses once the nobility 
withdrew from the scene. Although his “do it yourself” existence in which 
modern man tries to fix his problems on the fly as they come along, is 
having for quite some time self-destructive effects, he is simply unable to 
stop and face his sickness probably because he is too afraid of finding out 
that it cannot be healed anymore. 


Bourgeois world became increasingly a world where nobody is really 
responsible for anything. Since he is self-made man, bourgeois man could 
always excuse himself from blame because he could fix whatever caused 
problems in the new update of himself. A principle of “Do not do unto 
others, what you do not want others to do unto you” became basically the 
only moral compass for this new kind of man, but because of the fluidity of 
every situation or action, it became meaningless. Many of the features of 
the bourgeois type are very feminine, so one can say that his appearance on 
the scene marked a crucial moment when European man in general started 
his decline toward including more and more of feminine nature in his 
being. One does not have to be very imaginative to see that every 
generation is more feminine than the previous one, and that development is 
increasingly more visible for the latest of generations. Debates about 
sexual identity are only the latest trend which reveal a long descend into 
the gender neutral existence. 


Lack of any real authority forced a bourgeois man to regulate 
everything with increasing number of laws which lawyers and individuals 
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can fight endlessly around. “Rule of law” became an obsession and an easy 
endlessly repeated slogan. In this regard bourgeois type shows his 
inconsistency — he markets himself as a tolerant and easy-going individual, 
while doing everything a typical control freak would do. All that reveals 
deep cerebralization of men which at it’s root has fear of facing reality due 
the lack of a real identity. “Aristocracy of thought” is one of the major 
inventions and the direct consequence of the cerebralization of men, where 
“thinking” is promoted into the highest human activity. Most of that 
thinking has no real grounding so a curios phenomena occurred where 
semi-literate men appeared in many instances as more sane and normal 
then the highest of intellectuals who got lost in their intellectual creations. 
Related phenomena of singling out “intelligence” as the main quality of the 
individual is another fixation of the bourgeois world, and it persists to this 
day, with more and more ordinary people thinking of themselves as 
“intelligent”. One can say that by democratizing “thinking” and 
“intelligence” bourgeois man dug his own grave which got increasingly 
more difficult to avoid falling into. Intelligence has been traditionally 
regarded as feminine characteristic, so it is possible to claim that the rise of 
the bourgeois man to power has a corresponding effect in the feminization 
of all aspects of life. 


Bourgeois man by being “intelligent” without any higher reference 
points was able to accumulate vast amounts of layers of intellectual 
constructions which turned his mind into a huge amorphous structure. 
Latest of the bourgeois types had probably reached the tipping points of 
cerebralization which lead them to make fun of themselves by overusing 
their “intelligence” in the latest crises which struck the world. These 
phenomena might be the beginning of the very fast final dissolution of that 
type since what was revealed, and this time in a way that nobody can 
ignore it thanks to the Internet, is that the “smarter” you are the more 
wrong you are about everything. The level of being wrong of those 
considering themselves “smart” has reached the highest point ever, and this

is just the beginning of these developments. The well known approach in 
military training of leaving thinking to the horses since they have bigger 
heads, is very applicable here. 


Obsessive focus on being “smart” has created a fixation in a bourgeois 
man which his whole identity is based on, so it is no surprise that so many 
formerly “smart” people, after the experiences of the recent crises, are at 
the very edge of slipping into the identity crisis. This tendency of 
outsmarting everybody all the time, including oneself, created aspects of 
reality which are walking the knife’s edge between what used to be called 
reality, and virtuality or new reality. It is absolutely clear that what was 
considered virtual five years ago became part of the new reality. It is not a 
matter of trying to hold onto the old reality, since it might have also been a 
version of virtuality, but a matter of pointing at the trends of virtualization 
of one’s experience which seems to have no limits, and it is not just a 
byproduct of the technological progress, but a consequence of more 
fundamental characteristics of the man in question. It seems like bourgeois 
man’s fear of death, and in this case death of his identity, is here coupled 
with an addiction to intellectual distractions which is itself caused by the 
lack of identity rooted in reality in a higher sense. 


In this kind of world scientists are fast approaching the status of what 
used to be priesthood in the earlier phases of the cycle. It is well known 
that by ignoring all the “myths” of all major traditions, bourgeois man 
created out of science a new religion for himself, which can now easily 
measure itself against the largest dominance Christianity had in the “old 
world”. What not so long ago was just one of the tricks from the bourgeois 
man’s bag of tricks has now become a hammer and every problem a nail 
which needs to be handled with it. Since scientists, being nerds, are 
currently the one group, next to computer nerds, with probably the least 
amount of noble blood and spirit in them, it makes perfect sense that in the 
world which represents the antithesis of the “old world”, it’s priesthood is 
itself an antithesis of what priesthood represented in the “old world”. It is 
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not then surprising that modern science as bourgeois man’s invention 
matches his fluidity, despite the strictness of the scientific method, in that it 
constantly changes it’s theories and truths. 


Appearance of the bourgeois type can be easily understood if general 
context of the earlier phase of the current cycle is examined through a very 
basic survival perspective. Feudal system tested the ability of everybody to 
face harsh aspects of survival with virility and independence, so it is easily 
imaginable that some individuals simply could not handle those demands. 
Due to the progressive weakening of men even in those premodern days, it 
is easy to imagine that increasing number of them tried to find an easy way 
out, in an easier life they could and were willing to handle. This tendency 
increasingly became a new normal creating conditions for a modern phase 
of European history, and is reaching new heights in the postmodern phase 
where “liberal trivial solipsism’ became almost the only survival 
mechanism. All of the “right-thinking” men of the previous eras are 
surpassed by a huge margin and all the decadence of the past, which was in 
some cases done with style, cannot be compared with what was reached in 
recent decades in a way which does not even consider any other alternative 
way of existence. It seems like a man of recent decades has fallen back to 
the almost animal level of existence due to the lack of any higher principle 
involved, using the raw subterranean energies and instincts to survive. In 
order to avoid facing himself, some “principles” might be construed and 
agreed on formally by everyone, but they are quickly replaced with new 
ones as trends change, and eventually when the crisis hits all of them are 
ignored and reversion to his only reality, that of animal instinct is 
performed. Like in Nature, these animal instincts have their limitations and 
can lead one to great difficulties, especially if the whole social structure is 
based on them, so it seems that many of these will lead contemporary man 
very soon into a trap which he won’t be able to run away from. 


Under the influence of the bourgeois type what used to be considered 
childish behavior in the previous generations is in the next considered 
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normal grownup behavior. Widely known phenomena of not being able or 
not wanting to grow up, especially attributed to men, has it’s real cause in 
racial, not psychological domain. Several generations of spoiled children, 
the phenomena very rare in the “old world”, confirm the racial argument in 
the explanation of the root cause of the unfolding crises of postmodern 
man. The image of spoiled children destroying everything around them and 
the world at large is very fitting because it assumes the absence of parents, 
where children correspond to the peasant turned into a bourgeois man, and 
parents to the nobility which is absent from the world for decades. 
Eventually children will run out of their raw energy or their uncontrolled 
urges will lead them to self-destruction. The other likely scenario is that of 
children being held responsible by some higher authority which monitored 
their behavior for a long time, which might correspond to the plans laid out 
by the Great Reset. It is possible to make children behave correctly and 
according to their real position in life, but if there are many of them and 
they are used to misbehaving for very long time, this process either has to 
take a long time or be very drastic, or both. This is very likely to happen 
very soon as the sequence of crises continue to unfold. 


One of latest results of the evolution of the bourgeois type is a nerd, or 
in more extreme case a soyboy. This is a man whose very bodily 
characteristics, and in particular his face, reveal the general lack of noble 
blood and spirit. He is the kind of man who rose to prominence in the 
bourgeois world due to his competence with the latest technologies, and in 
particular computer technologies. After many decades after the computer 
revolution he positioned himself at the top of the latest consumer-bourgeois 
class, living a life of abundance and even prestige, given the significance 
the society at large attributes to all the latest technologies. He is also a 
predominantly left-leaning individual who “supports”, mostly intellec- 
tually, all of the latest trends which come out of the left-wing think-thanks 
and non-governmental organizations. It is even possible to talk about the 
revenge of the nerds, where despite their difficult childhood when they 
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were picked on, molested, etc. by their peers, they were able to have their 
way at the end. In many cases their life motivation comes from those 
“traumatic” experiences. Given the widespread virtualization of life, what 
can be observed is general nerdization of life. What were once interests 
only of few very intelligent, but socially awkward men, overnight became 
commercialized and entered the mainstream culture. These developments 
resulted in the dissolution of the original nerd culture which was much 
more oriented toward technology, rather than the latest of subversive 
politics or trendsetting. Originally nerds created male spaces in which 
women had very hard time entering, in which they established their own 
hierarchies based on one’s proficiency with the latest technologies, whether 
hardware or software. They were very dedicated to their craft and some 
even saw their efforts as contributing to the revival of the crafts which 
existed in the premodern era. Their dedication and ignorance they showed 
for all the worldly pleasures even revealed some kind of ascetic 
dispositions. Their work greatly contributed to the radical changes the 
world went through in recent decades, but the original nerd culture 
disappeared in the meantime when women started entering various 
professions related to latest technologies, and when the whole image of 
being a nerd became popular and part of the pop culture. 


The other result was a formation of a particular kind of man, never 
seen before in history, who is at the same time a nerd, although maybe not 
very smart or technically proficient, is very feminized, bordering with 
being gay or even a woman, and is extremely “left-wing”, which basically 
amounts to him following the latest trends in pop culture and attaching 
himself to them religiously. Although this type at first seems like a figure 
from some unknown corner of society, the reality is that he represents the 
real influence which can be noticed wherever one looks. His influence can 
be observed in places which were probably the last bastions of some form 
of “masculinity”, like hooligan culture, where increasingly one has very 
difficult time finding men who represent some kind of distance from the 
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pure mainstream. In any case, although several kinds of “last man” types 
during the last decades competed who will really win Nietzsche’s price of 
being the best, what entered the mainstream in recent years can probably 
win by a very large margin. 


Mainstreamization of culture is another related phenomena which 
resulted in leveling never seen before. It seems like wherever one looks 
what can be detected is impotent sameness. What used to be an image full 
of bourgeois chaos and confusion, but very colorful and full of interesting 
details, in which various whacky individuals of all sorts at least tried to live 
differently, in some kind of anti-bourgeois fashion, is now a totally 
undifferentiated amorphous mass of zombie-like individuals. The amount 
of leveling which several decades ago could happened in decades, it seems 
like today can happen in few years, or even months. There is a very good 
reason why those who experienced the 1990s are so nostalgic about it, and 
not just in a way that every other generation is nostalgic about their 
youthful days. It is clear that 1990s from today’s perspective look like the 
“golden age”, but the reason is far from clear. What can explain this sudden 
acceleration of the dissolution, although from traditional perspective 1990s 
or any other post-old-world period represents different manifestation of the 
same subversive phenomena, is the law of logarithmic decay which gove- 
rns the life of many physical and metaphysical systems in a way that great 
majority of the decline takes place at the very end of the cycle, so it seems 
like we are not very far away from that end. 
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Radical Breakdown of the Bourgeois 


At least two sub-races of the bourgeois type have already been 
destroyed, the one probably after Second World War and the other one 
between 1970s and 1990s when the consumer-bourgeois type emerged as 
dominant. Now we are approaching certainly the dissolution of this last 
type and probably the final dissolution of the bourgeois race in general. 
Consumer-bourgeois type makes the vast majority of the content of 
contemporary European man, so it could be argued that devastation of that 
type means the end of the European man as he is today, and has been for 
some time. 


On the other hand, material and spiritual devastation which is still 
waiting to be unleashed, is an opportunity for the radical breakdown of 
everything which is bourgeois in a man today. He cannot fall any lower 
than he already is, so either he will disappear or he will rise above zero 
point. This last bourgeois type, like others which came before him, thought 
that his reign will last forever, that he is a new type of man freed from all 
constraints and prejudices of the past, and especially that he is the most 
“good”. This illusion did last for some time, but metaphysical reality has a 
bag of tricks which it did and is going to use to disprove the “last man” in 
his illusions. During the recent crises of the 2020s he was forced to show 
his real face, when all his tolerance became intolerant, all his open- 
mindedness became close-minded, and this is just the beginning of his 
revealing his true nature. He thought that it is possible to cover up all his 
corruption with nice words and slogans, but the metaphysical reality caught 
him unprepared. He like his predecessors is going to be the target of a new 
revolution, not because his words were not nice enough, but because it is 
not possible to stop invasion and protest from bellow in any other way than 
with true authority and hierarchy, which he is not capable of creating 
primarily due to his racial limitations. 
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He has a unique privilege of hindsight, of having laid out before him 
all of his failures, especially those in the last few hundred years, despite all 
of the utopian promises which were the main arguments of all the 
subversive movements in their war against the noble elites. The most 
constructive thing he can do is to reevaluate his own identity and 
acknowledge primarily his weaknesses, and then his strengths. There are 
no more places to hide which he has basically been doing since it became 
clear that the greatest crime his race did was to declare themselves free and 
help in the destruction of the nobility. Now it is clear that there is no real 
choice — either noble race is present and leads, which opens up constructive 
opportunities for all, or they are not, which leads to destruction. This self- 
examination might lead him toward more realistic expectations from life in 
general, and certainly more realistic than those in which he expects 
something for nothing. In this regard he can learn a lot from his peasant 
ancestors. Even if he is not of noble race himself, he has to give everything 
he can for creating a free space where new noble race will emerge. One 
thing he can do is to develop within himself spaces not distorted by the 
bourgeois spirit which is the primary cause of the dissolution of the “old 
world”. In some extreme cases, by doing so he might even attain the 
heights naturally reserved only for those of noble race. Hopefully in some 
cases this is what might happen, but in most cases since there exists a 
growing fear of nothingness in him fueled by the destruction of his race, he 
will cling to the existing structures as hard as he ever did. In many cases 
there is no other choice, but there is also no way a bourgeois man can 
continue his survival under the guise of some new illusion. The system 
might keep living for some time, but it won’t be the one in which he can 
continue to exist in the same way he did for generations. 


A choice at least in theory exists for every man, where he can either 
face his bourgeois nature himself, or it will be thrown directly in his face 
by the new revolutionary forces in the making. He cannot avoid the latter, 
but by doing the former he might be more prepared for the inevitable

breakdown of his race. One can imagine this process as a racial mutation 
he can perform on himself by including as many of non-bourgeois 
influences and excluding those of bourgeois kind. That way he might 
perform some preventive measures, like he might do with some disease or 
natural disaster, by cleansing within himself everything which has some 
bourgeois elements in it. Since everything bourgeois is a modern creation, 
he can use either premodern or postmodern techniques, or a combination of 
both, to face the ensuing breakdown of the bourgeois. Given that 
premodern or traditional reality is existentially more distant and very 
challenging for most, using postmodern techniques for deconstructing 
modernity might be more attractive. These techniques could be left or right 
leaning, so one should not discriminate between them given that the “left” 
and “right” are modern artificial creations themselves, so the less one is 
dogmatic in one’s approach the better. The trap in this approach is that one 
should not continue with modern thinking under the guise of 
postmodernism, and at the same time, by deconstructing modernism one 
should not fall back to some remaining modern construction. It seems like 
that way one should end up with something premodern, but the important 
thing to realize is that it does not have to match exactly what premodern 
meant in the earlier phases of the current cycle. One can “create” for 
himself a “new” way of being which is premodern only in principle, not 
necessarily in it’s exact contents. 


Both peasant and man of nobility from the earlier phases of the cycle 
can act as possible guideposts in those efforts, depending on one’s personal 
equation. In most cases the role of the peasant should be a natural place to 
strive for without regretting one’s inability to reach the heights of the role 
of nobility. In a healthy hierarchical system each man can find his natural 
place with all of it’s inferior and superior characteristics. Although this 
kind of system strives to bring all of the castes up toward the heights of the 
nobility, this tendency never included devaluing the role each caste had in 
the system as a whole or forcing any of them over the unbridgeable 
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differences which existed between castes. Peasant in this kind of system 
had his own way of living in the anti-bourgeois fashion, which is very 
different from the way of nobility. This kind of environment does not even 
recognize bourgeoisie as a separate caste, but one of it’s integrating 
characteristics is a way of life devoid of any link to the modern world of 
the bourgeois man. Given that bourgeois world represents an illusion which 
did not exist just few centuries ago and many centuries before that, 
simplistic perspective suggests that bourgeois man of today should just 
return to his natural state, mainly that of the peasant, the role which many 
generations of his ancestors had. This perspective does not take into 
account a crucial requirement for this kind of “return”, and that is the 
existence of true nobility which can create conditions for any return to the 
normal state of things. Appearance of the bourgeois man was accompanied 
by the fall of the nobility few centuries ago, so in order for these events to 
be reverted, nobility has to return to the scene, having as a direct 
consequence the disappearance of the bourgeois man. 


This approach of getting rid of bourgeois superstructures from one’s 
being can become a new obsession, replacing some bourgeois obsessions, 
like accumulation of material wealth or frantic search for comfort. In order 
to prevent this from happening one needs to have natural inner resistance 
toward everything bourgeois. The extent of the bourgeois influence which 
exists in the man of today is such that it is impossible to rid oneself of all 
of that influence. If one succeeds in doing so one would start embodying a 
true warrior or priest of the “old world”, which is highly unlikely to happen 
given the racial differences involved, meaning both blood and initiation 
which made those men of nobility, none of which are accessible, at least 
not sufficiently, to a man of today. Given that this resistance toward 
everything bourgeois is natural and highly developed, one should follow 
this inclination as the main guide in one’s actions at the end of the cycle, 
facing it’s challenges in an active way, rather than passively surrendering to 
it’s destructive forces.

Being Radically Anti-Bourgeois 


The root cause of the fall of men in the current cycle is the rise of the 
bourgeois type of man since the end of the 18" century. Over several 
centuries of his existence he went through his own evolution, but his 
fundamental characteristics stayed the same. He is basically a pariah, a 
man without race, who attempted and in the end succeeded in expanding 
his influence across the world and in all aspects of life to the point of 
complete domination. His success was only temporary and no amount of 
his tricking the reality will last for much longer. The reality had enough of 
his fake identity, his misconceptions, hallucinations and all sorts of 
blunders. 


In attempting to exist in an anti-bourgeois fashion one can generally 
strive downward or upward. Many of the revolutionary movements on the 
left were anti-bourgeois in their orientation, but their insistence on ignoring 
everything which has value for an individual, recognizing it as an 
expression of bourgeois decadence, and elevating everything which had 
collective character, they created a new bourgeois type of a more 
standardized and less extravagant kind which appeared not long after the 
initial revolutionary tension weakened. This suggests that it is very difficult 
to avoid bourgeois standardization by using totalitarian methods whose 
primary aim is to artificially create a new type of man. Since the primary 
aim of this approach was to get rid of all that has bourgeois character and 
it’s result was a creation of a new degraded bourgeois type, this approach 
can be regarded as a total failure. Bourgeois type seems to be a type of man 
which almost all men, especially those in whom non-noble racial element 
is most pronounced, naturally gravitate to when the life force from the 
“above” or a superior principle which holds everything together starts 
declining. This is understandable since bourgeois type represents attempt to 
find an easy way out of all the challenges and riddles of life and survival. 
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Existential tendency toward the bourgeois type is equivalent to the 
attraction which children have for fairy tales. 


In the “upward” direction of the anti-bourgeois approach one deals 
with the fundamental problem of transcending one’s own individuality. 
This approach to reality comes naturally to men of noble races, either of a 
warrior or priestly kind, but for men in whom noble racial element is not 
very pronounced or is degraded by other non-noble elements, this approach 
represents a very big existential challenge. In many cases the difficulty of 
the approach is overshadowed by the urgency of developing some kind of 
anti-bourgeois stance, since one’s personal equation, fate or reality in 
general does not allow one to keep living with too many bourgeois 
elements, so one is forced to transcend them. Either one succeeds in this 
process or becomes non-functional, or in some cases dies by committing 
suicide. Such is the nature of existential difference between bourgeois and 
an existence of anti-bourgeois kind. In a time when noble blood and spirit 
is at their minimum, one should not confuse one’s anti-bourgeois stance 
with the kind of existence practiced by nobility in healthier times, but one 
also should not bother oneself too much with those details, since the most 
important thing is to have something existentially relevant of anti- 
bourgeois kind which “works”. Additionally one can improve on that 
situation and in some extreme cases can even rise to the level which was 
natural for men of noble races. 


Crucial characteristic of being anti-bourgeois is it’s non-intellectual 
nature. It is very easy to keep anti-bourgeois approach in the realm of 
“ideas” and intellectual constructions even if there is no evidence that this 
approach works. One should not disregard ideas themselves, but also 
should not equate them with one’s existential reality. Everything regarded 
as anti-bourgeois in one’s interiority should be tested existentially, and 
clear limits of one’s possibilities should be identified. It can be very 
harmful to be unrealistic about one’s limits since in all of that one deals 
with his self where crossing lines which should not be crossed can lead to 
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suicide. The other trap in developing anti-bourgeois stance is regarding it 
as a hobby one is concerned with in his “free time” or a project one can 
work hard on and then finish. The opposite is needed — one needs to regard 
it as the fundamental part of one’s existential reality, which means that one 
needs to settle on something which “works” in most situations one 
encounters in everyday life. It has to become a natural mode of being, not 
something which is employed in exceptional situations. The naturalness of 
the adoption of anti-bourgeois stance in one’s being has to be done in such 
a way that it becomes something which one cannot act without. This stance 
needs to be visible in everything one does, from the most trivial to the most 
demanding activities. There is a tendency to reserve this stance only for 
particular activities, and otherwise fall back to the bourgeois stance. 
Specific kinds of occupations, like that of military kind, can help in 
activating or creating a better environment in which anti-bourgeois stance 
can shine, but given the level of the dissolution in every aspect of reality, 
occupations which were typical for men of nobility should not be relied on 
in this regard since they went through such a degradation over recent 
decades, making them almost unrecognizable as occupations which were 
natural expressions of noble blood and spirit. Almost any kind of 
occupation or profession can be turned, with more or less additional effort, 
into something which can provide fertile ground for the expression of one’s 
anti-bourgeois stance. 


It is important to clarify that anti-bourgeois stance does not mean 
criticizing or “being against” bourgeois type of man or bourgeoisie in 
general. One should rather focus on the existential difference one detects in 
oneself to that which is typical of the bourgeois type. This difference can 
be easily verified in almost every life situation. Bourgeois type has a reason 
for existence and his own way of being, so there is no point to focus on 
fighting it for dominance, especially not in the situation of the end of the 
cycle where his reign is nearing it’s end, including everything which has 
bourgeois character, including also all the elements of one’s own interiority 
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of that kind. Even this nearing end of the bourgeois race of men should not 
be used as a crutch. One should rather recognize that other, anti-bourgeois 
or non-bourgeois kinds of existence are also legitimate and can even be 
regarded as superior to that of bourgeois type. It should be kept in mind 
that nobility naturally lived anti-bourgeois lives, so even if one cannot 
reach their heights, this should be used as additional assurance that one did 
not miss the point of one’s life. At the very end of the cycle, when at the 
same time all aspects of live are at the tipping point of bourgeois influence, 
and are also showing visible signs of collapse, it is very difficult to have 
enough self-confidence that it is legitimate to be “different”, but if one pays 
enough attention at the immensity of the collapse, this is also the time 
when one does not have any other choice than to be “different”, since the 
survival of everything bourgeois is at stake. 


In most cases, especially if one does not have significant surviving 
noble reference points, anti-bourgeois stance has to have an individual 
character. In the situation which approaches the end of the cycle, there is 
no point in being dogmatic about approaches to developing anti-bourgeois 
stance inside oneself. Anything that “works” and has passed enough 
existential tests should be regarded relevant, which does not mean that one 
should keep switching from one approach to the next indiscriminately. One 
should first existentially detect inside oneself a strong tendency or even a 
necessity for an anti-bourgeois existence and then should try to purify it 
until it becomes clear what it’s fundamental nature is. Matching that nature 
to some of the typical approaches to life found in men of nobility can also 
help. For example, if one finds warrior type of noble race matching one’s 
own tendencies, then one can try to focus on expanding one’s anti- 
bourgeois stance in that direction. What’s important is to first find anti- 
bourgeois “kernel” inside oneself, which is expressed generally in one’s 
life, and then try to expand on it, without diluting it with unfitting elements 
which seem to be anti-bourgeois elements, but do not fit one’s own 
“kernel”. 
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Even if one has in one’s ancestry some noble elements, one should not 
confuse one’s anti-bourgeois existence with that of nobility of the “old 
world”. They lived in a very different world in which the various centers of 
Tradition were still alive and provided external support and an environment 
for the development of noble anti-bourgeois kinds of existence. Situation at 
the end of the cycle is very different since no external support is available, 
mixing of noble blood with that of other races is more pronounced, so a 
man living in this kind of environment is left to his own devices, but on the 
other hand his challenge is in many ways greater than that of men in the 
“old world”, and can be regarded as a great privilege, while taking into 
account inability of matching actual results noble men in the “old world” 
had in their lives. 


Investing oneself in detecting and developing one’s anti-bourgeois 
tendencies and way of existence is very risky. It is easy to fail in those 
adventures or to succeed partially. Both scenarios are very difficult to deal 
with, and in the first case the only solution is probably suicide. In the 
second case the result is worse than living a good bourgeois life, so the 
only viable solution is to have radically anti-bourgeois approach to life, but 
being aware of one’s limitations. That way one can at least be sure enough 
that one’s approach is not based on intellectual constructions. Given the 
non-dogmatic and experimental nature of developing one’s anti-bourgeois 
approach, one can never be completely sure that all major cases are 
covered, but that is part of the risk one has to get used to in times like ours 
when there is nothing which is not risky. It is possible to find additional 
reassurance in one’s approach by paying attention to various events one is 
faced with in one’s personal life. If many of these events lead one to adopt 
increasingly radical anti-bourgeois stance which leads to more coherent 
existence, then one is for sure on the right path. After some time living a 
life based on anti-bourgeois stance, one reaches the point of no return, if 
there ever was one. At that point one has to deal with the consequences of 
breaking away from his previous bourgeois existence, but if that existence 
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was not really possible, then one has nothing to really lose by sticking with 
anti-bourgeois existence to the very end. 


There is no point in trying to find some ultimate anti-bourgeois 
perfection, where all of one’s bourgeois tendencies will disappear. It is 
worth keeping in mind that one’s initial point was that of a dominant type 
in the modern world, the bourgeois type, so there is no way one can get rid 
of all of it’s influence, given also that all aspects of life are generally also 
infected by it. It is much more productive to focus on workable solutions 
which cross some threshold of quality and coherence and match one’s own 
inner anti-bourgeois kernel which one is probably born with. Criticizing 
anti-bourgeois approaches of others is also generally not productive, given 
the distinctly autonomous and individual approach every individual has. If 
there is a place for criticism of that kind, it should focus on the 
fundamental nature of every anti-bourgeois approach, but it is better to 
avoid it in general. Men of the fundamentally same approach will find a 
way to cooperate, so one should not reject somebody if their approach does 
not exactly match one’s own approach. 


Anti-bourgeois stance also has a very practical aspect in that it has a 
potential in preserving, in the inner world of each man, and as a 
consequence maybe even in the outer world, those structures which will 
not be affected by the destructive effects of the end of the cycle. What will 
primarily be affected by that destruction is the bourgeois world, while 
everything related to Tradition, or in other words anything real in the 
higher sense, will stay unaffected. If bourgeois world represents the 
negation of the traditional world, then by negating that negation one can 
wind up with something positive which has the potential to survive the end 
of the cycle and have constructive role in the new one. It is increasingly 
possible to confirm the effectiveness of this kind of approach in various 
real-life situations in the context of recent polycrisis which struck the 
bourgeois world. As this polycrisis continues to unwind, many more 
bourgeois structures will face existential crisis and in the end death, while 
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those structures of more traditional kind might have greater chance of 
surviving. Tradition in this context can be viewed as those structures which 
have immutable characteristics and are therefore resistant to any crisis, 
while structures of the bourgeois world are highly mutable and therefore 
easily affected by crises. 


It is legitimate to consider whether men who succeed in centering their 
life around their own anti-bourgeois principle can represent a force of 
renewal in the cycle which will follow the one which is now ending. There 
is a tendency to consider oneself superior to other “normal” people living 
their bourgeois existence, and to envision oneself as a considerable force in 
the renewal of the fallen world at the end of times. Given the illusory 
nature of the bourgeois world in general, it is very difficult to say when it’s 
zero point is really reached, which can then provide a final test of one’s 
capabilities and the answer to the original question. One should consider 
oneself ready to do as much as one can to participate in preparing the world 
for the new cycle and to even be ready for action when that end becomes 
very evident, but question of superiority should stay unanswered until the 
end, if one stays alive until that point. What should be considered more 
important instead is that one’s interiority is different enough from the 
standard one, so it needs anti-bourgeois principle to stay alive and to have 
it’s proper expression in the world. It is even not the question of being 
“different”, but having in oneself racial mix which is fundamentally 
incompatible with the bourgeois type. One should live in anti-bourgeois 
fashion primarily because one cannot live in any other way. 
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Good and Evil - Metaphysical Laws 


Good and evil exist only in the context of the metaphysical laws, but 
since these laws are to various degrees accessible to different human races, 
their actions have to be evaluated first in the context of laws specific for 
that race, and then in the context of metaphysical laws. Each race has the 
“right” on it’s own truth and way of survival, but they cannot escape the 
long-term consequences of not following metaphysical laws, either directly 
or in case they cannot follow them themselves, through some other (higher) 
race. 


Noble races generally have more access to metaphysical laws than the 
non-noble races, so that’s why it is good for non-noble races to be 
subordinated to the noble ones. Specifically, non-noble races of men have 
limited access to metaphysical laws, so it makes sense for them to be 
subordinated to men of noble races. Race of women has almost no access 
to metaphysical laws, so it makes sense for it to be subordinated to various 
races of men, ideally noble races. All organic feudal and other hierarchical 
(caste) systems in history were pacts between noble and non-noble races 
where non-noble race noticed that for it’s own good it should acknowledge 
superiority of the noble race. 


Modern view puts all men on the same undifferentiated level where 
each of them is very, and in extreme cases completely malleable, and his 
every weakness is generally interpreted as an effect of the environment 
with very common utopian component which proposes that eventually all 
of the weaknesses will be resolved by the changes in the environment, like 
better standard of living. Traditional racism has a very different perspective 
which detects in all races their limitations which cannot be easily, and in 
some cases at all overcome, from which it constructs a hierarchy of 
unbridgeable differences. So modern view puts a very big burden on a 
common man, where he is constantly changing his external conditions 
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while expecting a different result since he is being told that he cannot be 
the real cause of any of his problems, and no matter how many stupid 
mistakes he makes, eventually he will come out as a better man. This is 
exactly the situation which hierarchical organization of the caste system 
was designed to prevent. This organization assumes that a common man 
has particular kind of unfixable hard-wired bugs which make him not 
enough aligned with metaphysical reality for him to be free in the higher 
sense. Eventually a common man viewed that as a burden, but for a very 
long time it made him very relaxed since he was put in the position in 
which his qualities could shine and negative manifestations of his 
limitations could be very limited. This view of reality is very technical in 
nature because it defines clear boundaries between different kinds of men, 
and differentiates between easily fixable and unfixable bugs which it does 
not try to fix, but minimize their effect on the system. In comparison 
modem view, despite it’s mechanistic characteristics, views men as 
undifferentiated whole which it tries to unsuccessfully improve with the 
belief that the next time they will get things right. 


It is not surprising that totalitarian systems with their obsession about 
evil villains who are trying to dismantle their utopian paradise rose to 
prominence only after the dissolution of the “old world”. This modus 
operandi on both the left and the right of the political spectrum, and 
including both hard and soft totalitarian systems, is almost necessary on the 
technical level because of the lack of any organic differentiation in their 
structure. The only way a mass-man typical of those structures can form his 
identity is by the invention of some imaginary evil force which he has to 
artificially oppose in every aspect of his life, without ever having to look 
into his interiority. This way those systems in trying to oppose Christian 
Europe of the “old world” and it’s dogmas concerning good and evil, 
created a secular, in many ways and especially in the eyes of the 
Christianity, satanic religion, where each man is either good man of the 
system or a bad man who is not of the system, and in the latter case has to 
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be either reeducated, imprisoned or eliminated. Communist Party became a 
Church which does not or very rarely forgives man’s sins. The “old world” 
with it’s differentiation of castes had a much more relaxed approach to 
good and evil, where man’s actions were first evaluated in the context of 
his caste with all it’s special rights and obligations which matched his 
racial type, and then possibly in the negative case interpreted as 
manifestations of his evil intent. In this way the system of the “old world” 
paradoxically appears much more tolerant than the system of the “new 
world” because of it’s abilities to put different kinds of men into the right 
context which matches their racial type. In the case of soft totalitarian 
systems, despite apparent differences, compared to “hard” totalitarian 
systems, caused primarily by the absence of forceful measures in keeping 
the population in check, very similar mechanisms are in place, especially 
when these systems face financial difficulties. If that kind of system can 
create world’s reserve currency out of thin air, like it was the case with the 
American Empire for decades, there is very rarely a need to use force in 
order to keep everybody “good”, since that currency in unlimited amounts 
can tame everybody’s disobedience. But polycrisis of the 2020s has shown 
and certainly will continue to show the true nature of the system which was 
widely considered the most tolerant and “free” in human history. Fact- 
checking, widespread censorship, demonization of dissenting individuals 
and even brute force on the streets of Western capitals became, and new 
religions of climate change and green transition with their dogmas, will 
become new normal for vast majority of people. 


If there exists “objective truth’, a term very often mentioned by 
modern men, then it can be found in metaphysical laws, but on a lower 
level “truth” really is relative, as acknowledged by modern science and 
philosophy, which is also acknowledged by traditional teachings. Despite 
similarities there exist a significant difference in that traditional teachings 
assume the existence of something much more elevated then a mass of 
atomized individuals each having their own truth. In not so distant past 
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each healthy individual was a member of a particular caste in a hierarchical 
system which arose from the special alignment of different energies in a 
realistic environment, so “relativity” of truth had some substance and it 
was not arbitrary, like it became in later phases of the cycle, with the 
advent of the individual as a dominant entity. 


Traditional teachings are interestingly aligned with the “laws” of 
computation in their way they interpret “truth”. In computation “truth” 
depends on the environment which particular event, expression or action is 
evaluated in. This environment is very precisely defined, with certain 
degree of freedom of adaptability and communication with other 
environments, just like castes in the healthy social structure were. In that 
regard robust computational systems, all of whom are hierarchically or in 
some cases heterarchically organized, prove that this kind of organization 
works when it is precisely defined. Each hierarchical level has it’s own 
function and higher levels generally act as those who have more control 
over the crucial aspects of the system and operate on the higher level of 
abstraction. This kind of system is highly differentiated in that various 
levels are quite unlike each other, and in many cases speak very different 
languages, so very good computational system looks very much like a caste 
system from various world traditions. In this regard computation in general 
can be viewed as tool one can use to “mathematically” prove metaphysical 
value of various systems, and in particular prove superiority of traditional 
over modern social systems. 


From the computational perspective evaluating some phenomena as 
good or evil depends on the way it works, if it works at all. Many non- 
workable systems appear to work by using extraordinary amount of 
resources for long enough time so that they can be considered workable, 
and some better working systems do not get enough resources from the 
social and natural environment, so they become non-workable. From the 
metaphysical perspective, first kind of systems can be regarded as evil, and 
second kind as good, but this evaluation is not always clear because of the 
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practical pressures of adopting systems which seem to work long enough 
rather than the ones which also work, usually better, but not long enough to 
be considered relevant. People generally adopt systems which they are 
already familiar with and which meet their needs, so despite the superiority 
of some system from the metaphysical perspective, it might not get adopted 
because it is not familiar enough to people or in some ways works too well 
for their needs. Most systems which get adopted only appear to work, so 
when they start showing their true non-workable characteristics, in practice 
there is no other choice than to prop them up with more resources, so that 
they continue appearing to work. Eventually these systems stop working 
after the available resources are exhausted, but it might take very long time 
for that to happen, so the consequences of this situation are not directly 
suffered by people who kept the system going, but by those who adopted it 
late in it’s life. It is also much more demanding to create a system which 
works well, than that which works but not so well, so environment can be 
easily created where the second kind of system becomes a norm, and first 
kind of system gets considered weird or even evil, despite it’s superiority 
from the metaphysical perspective. 


Particular kind of environment needs to be set up in order for first kind 
of systems to be evaluated as good, but when it gets set up, these kind of 
systems become so dominant that their superiority cannot be easily 
challenged. The more demanding the environment is, the more these kind 
of systems shine in their superior working abilities. Most of these kind of 
systems are built as layered systems in which each layer speaks a different 
language which is used to address particular kinds of problems on it’s level 
of abstraction without directly interfering with responsibilities of other 
layers. Higher layers have more effect and control over the system without 
discounting importance of other lower layers. These kind of systems are 
also built around a kernel which represents the principle which the system 
is built on, and which is expressed in each of it’s layers, so no layer is able 
to get fully disconnected from other layers despite their differences. 
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Primary characteristics of that kind of system is coherence and robustness. 
Coherence because the system is not just a combination of random parts 
each doing it’s own particular thing, but a differentiated collection of parts 
each knowing their own particular role in the system and being able to 
communicate horizontally and vertically with other parts. Robustness 
because that kind of system is able to handle situations of qualitatively 
different kind due to it’s differentiated structure where some layer can 
handle a situation on the right level of abstraction. 


Second kind of systems are often designed to handle only specific 
kinds of problems and are generally very brittle, but despite that, because 
of their familiarity and initial usefulness, they are forced into handling 
problems they are not designed for. As a consequence they get upgraded 
with various incoherent structures which make them appear workable in 
the context of those problems, but with huge amount of resources being 
wasted in the process. Eventually they grow into monstrous structures 
which still appear to work, but almost nobody is willing to deal with due to 
the depletion of resources needed to maintain them and all sorts of 
difficulties in using them for purposes they were forced to handle. 


This computational metaphor can be applied to systems which are set 
up by noble and non-noble races, where first kind of system is of noble and 
second one of non-noble origin. Noble system shines in difficult times, at 
the end of one and the beginning of the next cycle, where it’s superior 
characteristics are acknowledged even by non-noble races who temporarily 
discard their system, but gradually as the new cycle progresses this system 
gets either too demanding for non-noble race or weaker in it’s abilities, and 
the tendency to adopt non-noble systems gets higher, eventually resulting 
in it’s adoption and as the cycle ends, it’s destruction. 


Computation in general provides very potent tools for describing and 
building all sorts of intricate systems, including natural, engineered, social 
and especially psychological systems, like the human mind. It has great 
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potential as a tool for treating metaphysical phenomena in a precise way, 
like a modern scientist treats physical phenomena. One of the main reasons 
why neuroscience has such a difficult time understanding the human brain 
is a dominant perspective which excludes viewing it as a computational 
system which can be examined on various levels of abstraction including 
hardware and software. From the computational perspective mind is what 
brain does, so ultimately if one understands the mind well enough, it 
should be possible to build computational systems which approximate the 
behavior of the human brain. Both state of the art of programming and the 
level of understanding of the human mind are very far from being able to 
do that, and will probably stay that way in the current cycle due to the 
limitations bourgeois man has in the area of metaphysics, but in general 
this perspective can be employed by the new forces of the new cycle in 
directions hardly imaginable at the end of the current one. In addition to 
building mind-like systems, computational perspective can be used to 
“build” models of one’s own mind in that mind itself, or in other words 
create computational self-images in one’s own mind. This approach can be 
accompanied with building those systems on top of some hardware in the 
external world, matching an experimental approach employed in building 
any kind of software system where a model of the phenomena, in this case 
one’s own mind, is tested in the external world. These kind of vast 
possibilities of the computational perspective, if put into the context of 
traditional practices of the priestly caste beyond it’s current purely 
intellectual character, have a potential to be employed by priestly caste of 
the next cycle. 
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Race of Women 


In the same way that a man of the non-Aryan (peasant) race got freed 
from the influence of the Nordico-Aryan and Aryo-Roman race of Europe, 
race of women got freed from the influence of men in general, and in that 
process raw feminine emerged to the surface. First it was integrated into a 
higher order under the influence of the noble race, then hidden and 
unsuccessfully coped with by the bourgeois race, and then, in the last few 
decades, it freed itself completely from all higher influence. 


It is a man as a bearer of the race who had fallen first, and then the fall 
of a woman was just a consequence of that. When the Sun stops shining, so 
does the Moon, not vice versa, so the root cause of the degradation of 
women should be blamed first on men, as is usually done today, but with 
very different motivations and arguments. Feminism is right in bringing up 
the bad position of women, but at that general statement similarities to the 
traditional perspective stop. It is important to note that traditionally there is 
no difference of worth between men and women, but their roles are such 
that a woman or feminine principle should be subordinated to man or a 
masculine principle. To a modern ear this sounds like a bad deal for 
women, but in reality this is the only way integration between men and 
women can work in the long run. In healthier times a woman had a chance 
for that kind of integration with a man, since many of the structures of the 
“old world” were set up in a way that a man could become qualified for 
that position. In a “new world” by comparison, a woman has all the 
freedom in the world, but that single most important thing, finding a man, 
her husband, is almost impossible to achieve, given the collapses of all the 
structures which supported men to become competent enough to fulfill that 
role. In addition to that, it made women confused to such an extent that 
they often prioritize everything else to the single most important thing in 
their lives, an integration with her husband. One of the last structures to 
collapse was mandatory military service. Until recently a man who did not 
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complete his military service was not considered qualified for marriage, so 
if this rule of thumb is applied to men of today, almost none of them 
would represent marriage material. 


This integration of a woman into the “context” of her husband was 
taken very seriously by every tradition in which there is significant noble 
influence. Women generally and young women in particular were 
considered as a raw force of nature which needs to be taken care of first by 
their parents and then by her husband, with the support of the extended 
family. That raw force or energy when taken care of properly can become a 
vessel through which the masculine principle can make constructive 
actions in the world, but if left to it’s own devices, it can wreak havoc all 
around herself, and cause great trouble for whatever it touches. Women 
have great ability to commit themselves to the higher principle through her 
husband or other men around them, but this commitment is not easy in the 
beginning since women are by nature very fluid and hard to discipline, so 
in many cases a man needs to prove that he contains in himself a life force 
which can contain her fluidity and where she can find expression of the 
other part of her nature, that of attachment to the other, and in this case a 
man and his life principle. 


Woman of the modern world is left to her own devices in a search for a 
husband, while not so long ago this situation, if it existed in some isolated 
cases, was considered a sacrilege. In healthier times it was primarily her 
father, priest or some other man of higher authority who had a decisive 
voice in her trying to find a husband. Abandonment of this kind of practice 
is one of the prime causes of the rapid rise in divorces and all sorts of 
separations found in contemporary relationships, but more importantly it 
reveals the extent of leveling found in this kind of environment which lost 
all sense of differentiation between men. Although men and women of the 
“old world” mostly did not come together because of “love”, which is a 
bourgeois intellectual creation, their relationships were much more stable 
primarily because of the differentiation introduced by the caste system 
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where women almost always married men of their own caste and therefore 
had a stable foundation for all the challenges which married life naturally 
brings. “Love” was certainly part of the relationships in the upper castes, 
like for example in knightly orders, but it had almost nothing to do with it’s 
bourgeois maladaptation. Upper castes were mostly concerned with 
maintaining their noble blood and tradition, while caste of peasants was 
mostly concerned with trying to survive in the challenging environment by 
arranging marriages to support that goal. Marrying a man was not so much 
an individual concern of a particular woman, as it was a concern of the 
community a woman found herself in, so in that way woman had less 
freedom than the modern woman, but that freedom which she had was a 
realistic one, rather than the illusory unlimited one which is enjoyed by a 
modern woman. 


Traditional world considered men and women as beings of very 
different if not opposing races. This reality which can get realized only in 
the presence of noble races, but can be noticed in isolated and unexpected 
cases even in the modern world struck by the blurring of the sexes never 
seen before. In every healthy social organism one finds men and women 
living highly differentiated lives, having very different rights and 
obligations, and roles in the whole structure. Modern world is for a long 
time characterized by the blurring of the sexes, sharp drop in polarity 
between men and women, and all sorts of leveling and mixing phenomena 
which artificially brought men and women together in all aspects of life. 
Very unexpected consequences of these phenomena is progressive lack of 
interest men and women have for each other. Women are generally very 
disappointed by men, their lack of initiative, their material status which 
does not match that which women won for themselves fighting for 
women’s “rights” and all sorts of other details, all of which hide a root 
cause of the problem, that of the general fall of men. Men on the other 
hand are tired of women’s manipulations, demands and pickiness. In 
general, in many cases there are not enough reasons why they would 
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tolerate each other. Even if they somehow get together, this relationship is 
filled with resentment and all sorts of difficulties, and it often ends up in 
divorce or separation. Women have their money, at least until the Ponzi 
scheme keeps going, and men have their online girlfriends and 
pornography to calm their urges when in need. If they somehow stay 
together, very often in cases in which a woman has no other options, the 
relationship devolves into the domesticated consumer-bourgeois life in 
which both a man and a woman habitually tolerate each other. In many 
cases woman is the one which dominates, constantly unconsciously 
“testing” a man, so for a man this relationship becomes an endless nerve- 
racking “test”. Although at first these phenomena can be regarded as 
entirely negative, they reveal an illusory character of the tendencies of the 
modern era which now result in the opposite of what they intended when 
they started to artificially declare men and women equal. 


Given the fundamental differences and incompatibilities of men and 
women, either in a healthy traditional environment or in the environment 
burdened by dissolution of all sorts, like in a current modern world, it is 
clear that integrating two races, that of men and women, is very 
challenging task. Traditional world solved that problem by the presence of 
the influence from “above”, from nobility, whose “more than life” brought 
all men, including those of non-noble kind, on the next level of existence, 
so that each of them could at least try to embody the stable center which 
women can integrate their separate existence with. It is clear that separation 
of men and women in the postmodern environment will progress further 
after the world enters it’s trans-human phase. Can global bankruptcy and 
ensuing chaos force women to seek men again as they did in healthier 
times, or can some men elevate themselves to such levels that they to some 
extent embody the stable center women really desire, is left to be seen. The 
ongoing crisis in relationships between men and women, aside from it’s 
destructive effects, certainly opens up possibilities for renewal. 
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Therefore, wherever one looks, feminine energy is predominant, and 
most of the phenomena, many of whom are even considered negative, are 
unnecessarily made pathological or are turned into the problem of 
psychology. One of them is feminine ability to be empathetic and 
forgiving, especially toward those “in need”, which is contrasted with cruel 
part of the feminine which manifests itself in all aspects of life and include 
lack of cooperation, ruthless materialism, myopia of all kinds, and general 
lack of the ability to raise herself above her individuality. There is no need 
to say that switching between those two “feelings” is very unpredictable in 
most cases, which is very confusing to most and is the motivation for 
considering many women “crazy”. 


It seems like women in general have given up on desiring the 
connection with a man and integration into his “context” or race, given the 
ongoing fall of men, and more generally races of men. There is simply 
nothing that they can get attracted to, so they fall back to their own 
worldwide race of women. This is not really a solution since women in 
general are very poorly equipped to deal with some important aspects of 
the reality, and particularly those which transcend material existence and in 
more elevated cases merely human existence itself. So women are as lost 
as they ever were, but these phenomena really represent a wake up call for 
men to at least rise to the minimal standard of manhood so that women can 
desire them again, as they always did in healthier times. Women by and 
large have never been so disconnected from the influence of the races of 
men, but there has never been so many men who are doing what no healthy 
man could ever do, and that is the integration into the world of women. 
Women interpret these developments with the combination of pride for 
their own race, and disgust since they generally cannot stand a man who 
becomes a mix of a man and a woman, a kind of ultimate bourgeois type 
where his whole identity becomes an illusion. 


When the feminine is free from the stabilizing effects of the masculine, 
it leads to a strange phenomena that all the activity of women, their 
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involvement in all aspects of life, and increasingly in those aspects which 
were traditionally considered masculine, amounts to very little actual 
substance. Women are actively passive, and men are passively active. 
Without the involvement of masculine principle women are unable to get 
anything substantially done and even things which they seem to get done 
are irrelevant. These phenomena have the root cause in the passive nature 
of the feminine where they simply cannot get anything interesting going 
without the masculine, but once something gets going by the masculine 
principle, they can then live in it, maintain it or decorate it. Radical 
materialism is the other consequence of the lack of involvement of the 
legitimate masculine principle. Women are known as the main drivers 
behind the consumer culture in which their material nature, otherwise 
contained by the legitimate authority from above, in the modern world 
takes very problematic forms. Missing any higher and legitimate quality a 
man is in this kind of environment valued mostly as a wallet which is used 
by women for their materialistic habits. Frequent divorces also reveal the 
underlying difficulty a modern man has in containing women in their 
materialism. In general, in this kind of setting women have almost 
complete control over men, even though a man might think that he is a 
“stronger” sex, not really understanding the more subtle power of the 
feminine. 


Final dissolution of the bourgeois world is starting to introduce, on the 
one hand ever more blurring of lines between men and women, but on the 
other hand it is increasingly starting to reveal some fundamental aspects of 
the race of women. One of them has to do with deeply sexual nature of 
women, especially of lover types. “Tota mulier sexus” (“The whole of 
woman is sex”) is a Latin proverb which was apparent to most men in 
healthier times, not in an intellectual, but primarily in experiential way, 
since in that kind of environment in which women are allowed to be 
themselves, this part of their nature becomes very evident. Some men 
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today are rediscovering this fundamental truth about women, so this can be 
considered as one aspect of the renewal which is necessary. 


The other one of those fundamental truths which is for most men very 
difficult to accept and understand, given their huge egos and self-image 
illusions, is that out of all kinds of men, women only really love warrior 
types. They might have sympathy for others, but they cannot love them. 
This is very often a reciprocal relationship since most strong men have 
very weak point for women in general, and especially for lover types. 
There is really no “logical” answer as to why is that so, and especially if 
what is meant by “logical” is a view heavily influenced by evolutionist 
myth and all sorts of distortions introduced by subversive developments 
which regard men and women as equals, and cannot imagine any 
significant differentiation between them. It is true that today, more than 
ever, men and women really are equal, but that is not true in principle. Not 
so long ago existed a race, the noble race of Europe who knew the true 
differentiation between the sexes and influenced the peasant world which 
tried to adopt that existential reality. Going back to answering the “logical” 
riddle, women love warriors because of the higher level of polarity they 
feel when they are in their presence. Warrior type represents a higher or 
even the highest form of masculinity which has it’s various expressions in 
every normal traditional social organism. More direct answer to the 
question touches on woman’s deeply sexual nature, since she is the one 
who thinks of sex, desires sex and is “made of desire” as she was known in 
some Eastern traditions. For a woman, especially for a lover type, there is 
hardly anything more important than her sexual experiences, and warrior 
can bring that experience on a very high level of intensity, not just because 
of his “strength” and stamina, but primarily of the polarity existing 
between him and a woman, where he represents the one with a super- 
human principle and as a consequence can very often “penetrate without 
emitting”, which is very important for woman on the metaphysical level, 
but also on the physical level, since he can “last” much longer than a 
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common man. Crucial requirement for lasting longer is the ability to 
separate oneself, using one’s own internal principle, from the desire 
represented by a woman at a crucial moment when the pressure for 
emitting is very high, and then dive again into the desire, and periodically 
continue the process. Many testimonies of men even from recent wars 
claim that after experience of war selected real men from all the rest, it was 
just a matter of time when women started to appear in those spaces where 
polarity was more pronounced and a possibility of a nice sexual experience 
was greater. 


In a contradictory way typical of the feminine nature, despite loving 
warriors with all their hearts, women are prone to doing very bad things to 
them. It is important to keep in mind that women are beings who depend 
on other beings, in many cases men, often their fathers or husbands. 
Particular kind of existential fear of emptiness due to their fluidity and lack 
of identity in case it is not stabilized by a man, is everyday experience of 
most women, so it is understandable that they constantly seek confirmation 
of the stability of men they depend on. In case of warriors this might take 
very extreme forms due to the higher level of stability they represent for 
their women, but can also be matched by warrior’s ability to handle those 
challenges. The stronger a man is, in a higher sense of the term, better is 
his understanding of women, and greater is his tolerance of woman’s 
propensity for these “evildoings”. This kind of pact between warrior type 
and often “difficult” woman was very natural way men and women came 
together in the “old world”, where a warrior has an ability to handle that 
kind of woman and a very weak spot for her despite all her “difficulties”, 
while a woman because of her love for the warrior could tolerate his 
warrior life even though she formed her identity around him. Otherwise 
these kind of men, including warriors, knights and feudatories, followed 
only their own principle and were generally averse to any sentimentality, so 
women’s ability to enter their frame refutes bourgeois interpretation of 
women’s position in the “old world” as disadvantaged and powerless. 
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Women are known for problematic aspects of their nature from time 
immemorial, so any kind of romanticizing of their involvement in the “old 
world” and any other upward civilizational cycle is not justified. Due to 
much more pronounced differentiation between the sexes, women in the 
“old world” participated with many of their characteristics which are in the 
“new world” either dimmed to the point of being unrecognizable, or are 
manifested in various problematic ways. It can be said that modern man 
does not deal with women as they were known in the “old world”, but with 
individuals whose sex is just one of their features, like the color of their 
hair or clothes, and in that way does not have to face “real” women in all 
their positive and negative aspects. What he has to mostly deal with are 
complications which their root cause have in inability of the feminine to 
express itself in a way it was able to express itself in the “old world”. This 
is just another second-degree effect a bourgeois man could not foresee 
when he desired to make women equal to men, which is a tendency 
caused by his inability to face reality, and in this case reality of women. 


Warrior type should not be confused with a modern man who has 
typical Nordico-Aryan bodily and particularly facial features which is 
known as Chad in a popular culture of recent date. This kind of man fits a 
warrior type only on the level of body in an aesthetic sense, given that his 
way of life is mostly that of a typical urbanite, free of any trappings of hard 
“more than life” which was traditionally practiced by a warrior. Obsession 
with aesthetics, particularly the face, is a growing phenomena among men, 
revealing the level of feminization of culture in general, and confirming the 
situation of the end of the cycle whose manifestations match those of the 
end of cycles in the ancient world where the same, although not so intense, 
emasculation of men was present. Women, especially younger ones, are 
very attracted to Chads, but given his lack of warrior substance, they get 
confused and as a result very cautious with men in general and Chads in 
particular. Many do not even notice the lack of Chad’s substance and in the 
absence of any alternatives consider him an apex of the evolution of men, 
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which is another manifestation of general dissolution of relationships 
between men and women. On the other hand, when a Chad is evaluated in 
the larger context in which his opponents are even more feminized and 
certainly aesthetically worse looking men, than it is no surprise that he 
comes out as a winner. Traditionally man’s face also had a role in revealing 
his race and general characteristics, as is confirmed by statues from the 
ancient world and those from the earlier phases of the current cycle, but it 
was accompanied with corresponding warrior substance on the level of the 
soul and spirit. 


Related phenomena developed in recent decades as part of the self-help 
industry, where not very good looking men try to “improve” themselves in 
order to attract women, and more specifically “hot” women. These 
developments reveal the coming dissolution of the bourgeois type whose 
identity is in such a crisis that it has to build his most basic faculties in an 
artificial way. Previous bourgeois types when compared to the bourgeois 
type of recent decades can be considered real amateurs in their imitations 
of warrior and priest types. Self-help books encourage men to be tougher, 
like the warrior, to discover their true selves, like some monk might do in 
the “old world”, in the coarsest possible way, with almost no existentially 
interesting results. It is possible to detect almost frantic search for identity 
which is almost always motivated by men wanting to attract women, while 
women interestingly just stand on the side and pick the ones which they 
consider interesting. The dominant figure of these phenomena is a “hot” 
woman who is obsessed with her body, or her “strong” counterpart in a 
form of a career woman who built her false self in the corporate 
environment. This kind of balance of power probably reveals the peak of 
gynocratic rule which is about to collapse under it’s own weight. While in 
the “old world” women needed men more than vice versa, “new world” in 
it’s last phase devolved to the point where exactly the opposite is the case, 
or at least the situation is interpreted that way by both men and women. In 
many cases men are unable to deal with the chaos and unpredictability of 
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modern women, so after being burnt they spend the rest of their life trying 
to unsuccessfully recover from those traumatic experiences. 


Woman is nothing but sexuality, whereas a man is sexual but also 
something else as well, as Otto Weininger wrote. It is an anatomical fact 
that woman’s sexual organs go into her innermost flesh, while man’s sexual 
organ is something limited, almost something added onto the rest of his 
body from the outside. That’s why woman’s breasts and mouth, including 
here tongue are directly connected to her sexual organ. It is no coincidence 
then that women are famous for her ability to provide fellatio, not to show 
some kind of subservience to a man, as this act is often interpreted, but to 
express her deepest nature which is related to the propensity for sucking, in 
a physical and metaphysical sense. Woman’s sexual experience is very 
different from that of a man. Almost every part of her body, especially 
those previously mentioned, are integrated into one sexual whole, so 
kissing, touching and stimulating all of her body should be considered 
before actual penetration is done. For that reason very few women do not 
sexually desire other women, since it is very difficult not to desire them 
sexually, especially in healthy differentiated environment where women are 
actually allowed to be women. Almost all women can experience multiple 
sexual orgasms during an intercourse, and some which are traditionally 
called Aphrodite or lover types, can reach for a man unimaginable levels of 
pleasure and satisfaction in sexual experiences. All of these phenomena, 
specific only to women, show how far away a modern world is from 
allowing women to be what they really could be, matching a feminist 
argument in favor of women, but with very different motivations and 
reasons. 


Pornography has, especially with it’s widespreadness in recent decades 
due to the adoption of the Web by the general public, and despite it’s 
vulgarity and fact that it represents the obsession of many people, revealed 
deeply sexual nature of women. Typical object of pornography now is not 
just some actress who is paid for acting in a role of a “hot” woman, but 
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“normal” women who willingly express their sexual nature. In this context 
clear differentiation occurs in that not all women are equally sexual, which 
confirms traditional divide of women in mother and lover types, where 
lover type is known for her distinctly sexual nature and general focus on 
sexual experience in her life. Many women of that kind are involved in 
pornography in order to find an expression of their true selves, which is 
otherwise hidden in the wasteland of corporate or domestic environment. 
One does not have to be very enlightened to observe involvement of these 
women in pornography as their attempt to find their true vocation, which 
when removed from the artificial nature of these environments and 
integrated into the traditional organic system could represent the true 
renewal of women of the lover type. This kind of traditional system knew 
almost nothing about the dirty money-making and commoditization of 
sexual experience, both of which are certainly the prime movers of 
pornography. 


If one takes deep sexual nature of women seriously, many of the 
women issues which bother the man of today are caused by the significant 
drop in the quality of the sexual experience. This is the single most 
important reason why women increasingly resent men and are even trying 
to avoid any contact with most of them. Phenomena like rape culture and 
sexless marriages all stem from the same source — woman’s sexual nature 
and her inability to relate sexually with most men, partly due to her 
exhaustion in other spheres of modern life, and partly and more 
importantly, the rapid decline of men. The problem with women is that 
they are generally unable to communicate straightforwardly, so these issues 
are blamed on very trivial causes which have very little to do with the root 
cause of the problem. Society, media and various institutions are also 
helpless because they are the product of decades long sharp dissolution of 
all normal conceptions of what it means to be a woman. For women, 
especially lover types, to function properly they need healthy sexual 
treatments. Until recently every village had men more capable in providing 
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women with good sexual treatments since it was primarily a matter of 
improving or keeping village life bearable. Bourgeois moralism in it’s 
originally romantic conception of women and maladaptation of Christian 
religion, pathologized sexual nature of women. This moralism can be 
found in all bourgeois types, including the current consumer-bourgeois 
type who views women primarily as a friend, a kind of being which from a 
healthy masculine perspective looks like a degenerate man. 


There is a strong tendency of both modern men and women to present 
themselves as being sexually open and having good sex lives, but almost 
the opposite is the case. Most women have never experienced an orgasm 
during the intercourse with a man, and those who did, experienced only a 
clitorial orgasm. Drop in the polarity between the sexes has been so great 
in recent decades that sex which is traditionally regarded as the most 
magical force in nature, has become a social, medical and psychological 
issue of postmodern times, particularly for women who from the traditional 
perspective represent sexuality themselves. This pushed women in a 
unconscious full fledge revolt which often surfaces in various ways which 
are then handled in an intellectual way while missing the underlying issues. 


In a typical modern setting it is difficult to qualitatively distinguish 
between men and women, so going into the further differentiation of types 
of women seems almost superfluous, but is exactly a domain where they 
can find their right place in the world. Every man experientially knows that 
after a woman gives birth, her existential reality changes, even in a very 
dimmed way as it usually does in a modern world. She then enters a role of 
the mother type, whose focus often is not (only) a man, but her children, 
and particularly her son. This is a type which was mostly held in the higher 
regard in previous bourgeois eras and is elevated by latest “conservative” 
forces, with the reservation that most of those developments do not have 
much to do with the mother type of earlier phases of the cycle. The other 
type is mostly left out of the discussion despite her elevated position 
compared to the mother type in any higher civilization. That other type is a 
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lover type, a kind of woman whose live centers on a great man, mostly of 
warrior type, and especially on her sexual experiences with that man. In 
this context one of the greatest misconceptions of modern times is a belief, 
which hardly any real man can have, that men are somehow more sexual 
than women, and that it is women who are supposed to “give” men the 
pleasure of sex. In a more normal world exactly the opposite is the case — it 
is a man who is the one who is able to be free from sex, not a woman. This 
kind of “ascetic” feature of men can even be sexually attractive to women, 
in addition to his ability to be a being by himself around which a woman, 
being that depends on another being, can center her life. Additional and 
related modern misconception is to find in women with beautiful bodily 
features all of the attributes of a idealized lover type. In reality, it is women 
with not particularly “beautiful” features who are typically the most 
successful and fulfilled in their sexual lives due to their inner quality which 
can be sensed in their presence, and which mostly does not have it’s full 
expression from a merely visual perspective which is often very prejudiced 
by the latest trends of the bourgeois world. 


Special attention should be given to a type of women who was in not 
so recent past considered “well-bred”. This is a kind of woman which in 
healthier times would marry noble men, very often having herself noble 
ancestry. This kind of woman represented the greatest challenge for a man 
of nobility due to the challenge he faced in trying to integrate her into his 
“context”. This makes sense since in order for his lineage to preserve noble 
blood and spirit, first he has to make sure that all the energy a woman 
possesses are going to be put into the service of what his principle 
represents, which will then ensure that this principle will stay alive in the 
next generation, and second that she will absorb his principle and give a 
constructive contribution to the greatness they were supposed to live up to. 
Women can generally act in a very destructive way if particular conditions 
for this kind of integration are not met, so great care needed to be taken for 
this integration to occur organically, primarily through man’s proving 
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through his existential reality that he got what it takes. It could be that this 
kind of woman had a special interiority which first enabled her to test the 
noble man with the greatest challenges, resisting her subordination to 
man’s principle, and then if he passed the test, she was able to get very 
strongly attached to that principle and never let go of it, even after man’s 
death. For situation to be even more dramatic, it could be that noble men in 
general had particular weak point for those kind of women, so no matter 
how much tests he had to pass, he could not take those as something 
negative. It is difficult to say whether an image of this kind of woman 
exists in a “new world”, but it is experientially true that particular kind of 
“difficult” woman exists which is very difficult to deal with 
straightforwardly, like one would do with a manly woman or with a woman 
who just tries to get married to whoever is available. 


As is the case for lover type, modern environment does not allow the 
mother type to fully live a life of a mother. At best it preserved only a 
semblance of what that role represented in the “old world”. Modern woman 
either has no time for being a mother, which is the case for a fully 
employed women, especially those having a career, or is unable to find an 
appropriate husband, which is increasingly the case. Even if a woman 
somehow finds a husband and they create a family, given the long and 
continuing process of dissolution of the family, it is very difficult for her to 
be satisfied as a mother in that kind of environment. Modern world have 
some appreciation of the mother type, but ignores some of her problematic 
features, in order to not disturb the ongoing process of freeing women from 
the shackles of barbarian past. It has always been true that mother type 
searched a man primarily for children, which in many cases was more 
important to her than “love”, which is mostly the bourgeois invention. 
Women and particularly a mother type are known for their instinctual need 
to have children, so they have a natural tendency to protect and elevate 
their children, especially sons, at any cost and in many cases no matter 
what is realistic value of these children. Given the primacy of the feminine 
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in the “new world”, this lead to furthering of already pronounced leveling 
in all aspects of life, where special kind of tyranny of children appeared 
under the protection of mothers. Furthermore, fathers are forced to make 
increasingly more money for their children, again under the mother’s 
influence, leading to the expansion of already problematic and widespread 
corruption. 
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Final Phase of the Gynocracy 


Dissolution of European nobility approximately 100 years ago brought 
gynocracy to the scene through various stages of development of the 
bourgeois man, in which consumer-bourgeois type represents only the last 
stage. Materialism was the main driver of the gynocracy for a long time 
until just recently when it became obvious that literally all the resources are 
exhausted and there is very little left to take, consume or spend. Women 
started to resent men because they started to rapidly lose their identity 
which heavily depended on the presence of the nobility. Typical peasant’s 
ego started growing out of proportions either through him trying to falsely 
emulate the warrior or trying to prove himself through accumulation of 
money. Both of these egoic confusions resulted in the formation of the 
bourgeois type. Since women have very highly developed sense for 
detecting men’s competence, they started protesting against these 
developments, but in a way which did not directly point out the problem. 
Men mostly reacted to those protests by trying to make more money, 
digging existing hole deeper without finding the solution. 


Especially this last phase of the consumer-bourgeois type where 
women, and more generally feminine principle, exists without the 
influence of a legitimate masculine principle, showed the true malleability 
of the feminine, where particularly women became the primary target of all 
consumer industry and of all the subversive ideas of postmodernity. It was 
also shown to what extent are women able to stick to the idea once it gets 
baked into them and the world at large. Simply speaking, all of the 
propagandists and marketing specialists of the world learned that you can 
sell women literally anything if it is socially approved and is packaged in a 
shiny box. The most extreme forms of bad ideas are still to be unleashed 
onto clueless women of the world. Women are generally famous for having 
capacity to perform remarkable amounts of damage without being aware of 
it. They generally lack a kind of memory which would allow them to track 
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what they are doing, so they have to rely on their intuition and “going with 
the flow” which is not enough to avoid catastrophes if they are left without 
supervision. Although some very visible catastrophes already occurred, 
many of them are still to be experienced, in many cases perpetrated by 
women, and more generally by the feminine principle which got detached 
from the masculine principle. 


These feminine characteristics, mostly found in women, but 
increasingly also in many men, create a situation where it is impossible to 
describe the level of being of touch with reality. All of that is for some time 
on full display, primarily because of the Web and especially social media. 
What was hidden in previous eras, and to much lesser extent a norm, today 
is increasingly something one is not even bothered with. Positive aspects of 
these developments are those which enable clearing up all of the muddy 
waters created by the bourgeois era. One has to face the full destructive 
nature of the feminine and deal with it one way or the other. Given the 
level of embeddedness of women in any reality which surrounds them, and 
what’s relevant for today, in the highest levels of dystopian reality ever, 
even if there will be some awakening going on, women will be the very 
last to join it. This was very typical of them during all of history, but this 
time it will be fatal for most of them because of the extremity of the 
situation. 


Now the final phase of the gynocracy is under way where emotions are 
going to switch from materialism to fear of the uncertain future, mother 
instinct of taking care of everybody and everything, feeling of guilt for all 
of the materialistic destruction made to the Nature and world in general 
with “hopes” for better future, without understanding the root cause of the 
problem, or the trouble the world finds itself in. This phase will shut down 
life in a literal sense of the word, in trying to unsuccessfully save Mother 
Nature. Another aspect of the final phase of gynocracy is female 
domination of the virtual world, where mostly young women can make 
their living through creating an illusion of being in a relationship with 
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collection of men, each of whom are paying for this service. Women have 
probably reached the tipping point of misconception of their own selves, 
have created gigantic false egos and became so materialistic and 
problematic to deal with that increasing number of men are choosing 
virtual reality experience to the real one. 


The rise of the “manosphere” in cyberspace could be viewed as a 
reaction of men to the increasingly dominant gynocratic rule. It’s positive 
aspects are the elevation of men as self-reliant entities linked to other like- 
minded men in Mannerbund-like structures and destruction of bourgeois 
romantic and idealizing conceptions of women, while it’s negative aspects 
are blaming women for world’s problems, self-elevation on the basis of just 
being a “man” beyond any reasonable measure, and generally limited 
horizons from which the situation is conceived where it is thought that one 
can trick women into liking them. These negative aspects in many cases 
reveal inappropriate racial makeup of men involved. Rather then tricking 
women with various pick-up artist techniques, for most men it is more 
appropriate to mostly avoid women in general, and if they get close to them 
they should not “forget their whip” as Nietzsche indirectly suggested to 
men of his, now distant but fundamentally similar times. 


Despite those developments suggesting the progress into the next phase 
of gynocracy, the reality of the Great Reset will hit hard especially vast 
majority of women since they will have much harder time surviving in an 
environment of scarce material resources, social unrest and generally 
environment which will resemble various Mad Max scenarios, with no men 
around to protect or generally take care of them in any meaningful way. 
Some of them might get that, as has been the case in recent decades, from 
the therapeutic State, but that State is now broke without any possibility of 
recovery. Most women will probably end up living in smart 15-minute 
cities which will be turned into digital concentration camps. Many jobs in a 
service sector and bureaucracy, which are dominated by women, will very 
soon have the same same faith as industrial jobs had 30 years ago, 
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especially in the then collapsing Eastern Bloc. Those jobs will either 
become automated or will disappear once dollar loses reserve status and 
United States empire as gigantic distribution center disappears. This will 
probably end all of the materialistic claims of feminism, and since all of the 
other claims are already dead, this will mark the end of one of the greatest 
utopian ideas ever. 


The other and probably more dominant effect of the Great Reset is 
going to be instantiation of a soft-totalitarian system of predominantly 
feminine kind where not “caring” for others, the environment, the planet at 
large, or anything else will be considered a crime. The reason for “caring” 
will mostly be irrelevant, but it is clear given the preparations taking place 
for some time over this narrative, that caring over planet’s climate issues is 
going to be one of the main concerns. This kind of system won’t be able to 
survive for long, but it will long enough to confirm it’s gynocratic nature in 
increasingly extreme forms. One of the main characteristics is and will 
increasingly be censorship of “dissenting” opinions, especially on social 
media, and generally in the cyberspace. This characteristic also reveals a 
feminine nature of the system since women were always considered 
protectors of customs, without too much concern over the content of those 
customs. Women are generally very hard to latch onto things due to their 
fluid nature, but when they do, they have hard time giving up on it. Since 
there is no real masculine influence around, what the system will get stuck 
with are the most incredibly inconsistent norms and rules. On the other 
hand, since most “dissenting” voices should actually be shut down from the 
traditional perspective, censorship might force them to wake up and start 
doing something instead of talking endlessly. 


Bourgeois era probably started when bourgeois man was forced to 
speculate to make increasingly more money in order to pay for women he 
was attached to and who manipulated him like a puppet. As the bourgeois 
class expanded, more and more men were able to live that life of 
subservience to women. Now that bourgeois type is disappearing with the 
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disappearance of his wallet, the role of women as manipulators of men will 
largely disappear. Bourgeois man tried to simulate greatness of the extinct 
warrior race by elevating trade to the level of, or even above war, and 
created illusion for himself where he competed with his illusory material 
resources for the “hottest” women. Gender fluidity or rise in number of 
individuals who have as much feminine as they have masculine in them, 
will also greatly contribute to the end of the bourgeois world since both 
masculine and feminine are so dimmed that it is hard to recreate original 
illusion of the bourgeois man, which lasted for 100 years or more, in a new 
climate. 


Women in the workplace utopia has reached very high level of 
dystopian reality. Most women have very hard time working with other 
women, especially if some of them is in the superior position, and the same 
applies to men. For employers women as employees generally represent 
incredible burden, with their inefficiency, low stamina, excessive 
absenteeism, entitlements, etc. Every workplace in which women dominate 
gradually becomes combination of kindergarten, kitchen and women’s 
room - in summary, it becomes one huge safe space where very little work 
actually gets done. There is no way to end this dystopia than for women to 
return to their homes and true women’s spaces. That does not mean that all 
women should be imprisoned in their homes, but most of them are at their 
best when placed in that kind of environment which can be broadened to 
that of the local community or a village. Many noblewoman of the “old 
world” were engaged in the cultural, social and humanitarian work which 
was not necessarily limited to the environment of their home, so there is no 
need to without any differentiation put all women in the same box. 


What enabled woman’s entrance in the workplace is primarily man 
desiring easy work or no work, which trivialized work in general and made 
it gender-neutral, while in healthier times peasants always had strict 
division of labor which was heavily differentiated by gender, and there was 
no way for women to enter warrior or priestly aristocracy in any other way 
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then by marrying a noble man. Women had their own world which run in 
parallel with that of men, and even those worlds were hierarchically 
structured where the world of noble women differed significantly from that 
of peasant women. Traditionally it is known that any woman who is 
sexually satisfied has no motivation to desire involvement in the world of 
men. This fact can also be confirmed from personal experience by many 
contemporary men, but the balance has shifted so much in recent decades 
that very widespread idea that women in recent times, after they won their 
“freedom”, are much more sexually fulfilled and emancipated, presents 
itself as just another of many illusions people today cannot really face. 
Realistic observation of the situation suggests that women in the last few 
generations, and increasingly so, are basically frigid, or more generally, 
have very hard time attaining sexual pleasure, even if they find time for it. 
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End of the Ponzi Scheme - Global 
Bankruptcy 


The world faces a total financial, but also cultural and moral 
bankruptcy. The root cause of these developments is the absence of the 
noble race for at least the last approximately 100 years from the scene of 
European history. In the meantime new world rulers allowed huge amount 
of people to live beyond their means, involving everybody in a big party 
which nobody paid for. This is what the peasant always secretly desired, so 
he got what he wanted. Since no other option was available given the 
human racial material involved, the system which is now nearing it’s end, 
in contrast to it’s usually negative evaluations, can be evaluated positively 
since huge amount of people at least thought that they live their dream life 
and many of them had the best time of their life. 


The “new world” which was instantiated after the Second World War 
very quickly, especially after in 1971 President of the United States 
Richard Nixon took the dollar off the gold standard, started functioning 
like a giant Ponzi scheme. People mostly without question were content 
with getting paid in paper money which was printed out of thin air 
requiring zero effort. Most of the deficits and crises started to be resolved 
with and people started saving in that same unearned paper money, with no 
questions asked. Everybody was happy to own dollars giving it almost a 
sacred value, which to this day magically preserved the status of the 
reserve currency. The debt of most developed nations of the world started 
skyrocketing while their economy became progressively more 
financialized and deindustrialized. As things stand now, the economy of the 
Collective West represents one giant distribution center for the products 
imported from China and the rest of the Global South. Several decades 
long period of easy money created huge misallocations of capital resulting 
in the Everything Bubble which is waiting to be popped. Fall of the Eastern 
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Bloc enabled a Ponzi scheme to be expanded by colonization of Eastern 
European countries including Russia, marking a start of a short era of 
almost complete dominance of the United States over the world. Many of 
the newcomer countries also got themselves into more debt, adding it to the 
one which they inherited from the lighter Ponzi scheme of the Soviet era. 
Situation got to the point where there was no developed or developing 
country in the world which is not indebted to the point of not being able to 
pay it off. Numbers themselves, expressed in hundreds of trillions and even 
quadrillions of dollars, suggest apocalyptic scenarios for the economies of 
the Collective West. Despite that dire situation, almost magical thinking 
still dominates both the public and the world leaders, or at least those 
which are presented as such, which do not see any contradiction in paying 
for real products from the Global South or oil from OPEC countries by 
paper printed out of thin air. 


It seems like one of the consequences of the Ponzi scheme and heavy 
reliance on taking increasingly more debt and stimulating the economy 
with increasingly more money printed out of thin air, is that those who 
accumulated gold in the meantime in a typical approach of “bash and 
stash”, might take over the system with at least a material dominance never 
seen before in history. There is evidence that most central banks of the 
world and many very sophisticated individuals have been doing just that, 
while understanding that the only money have always been gold and silver, 
and that everything else is just credit. These structures will probably be the 
ones owning everything in a world in which most individuals own nothing 
and are happy. From an economic perspective this makes sense since never 
in history have so many individuals to such an extent been out of touch 
with the reality of what represents money, so those who understand, being 
more in line with the reality, should be the ones who having all of the 
wealth, should rule at least in the material domain. This separation from the 
reality in the economic domain is just a manifestation in the larger order of 
things where the bourgeois man have not only lost touch with the material 
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world, but also with the non-material world. The belief that paper money 
not backed by anything can represent something of value is one of the 
recurring themes in modern times, but this time it’s widespreadness and the 
depth of it’s penetration into the psyche of the bourgeois man have a 
potential to wipe everybody out materially at the same time. 


Dominant human type in the “new system”, a former peasant in the 
form of peasant-worker, proletarian-worker or a member of the new 
bourgeoisie, represented a very good driver for Ponzi scheme to work so 
well for decades. This type is passive in nature, lacking any initiative 
which goes beyond his immediate needs, and is generally very good at 
coping with all sorts of difficulties by brute force and a will to “survive”. It 
takes a lot of myopia and ignorance to support the system for so long, but 
for the type in question the only thing that matters is that things “work” in 
the immediate sense, whether or not they will work tomorrow or in the near 
future. The only possible initiative this type can have is an abstract one 
which is especially typical of liberal democracies with the illusion of social 
contract, where everybody is “involved” in every action or cause, but 
nobody enough to actually do something, except maybe talk about it. This 
type is also very potent target for various utopian ideas, like the ones which 
dominated the world recently. He is not very aware of the cyclical nature of 
reality, especially in case of the bourgeois type who unlinked himself from 
Nature, so the ideas of progress, worldwide proletarian brotherhood, and 
similar ideas, are very dear to him. This is probably a mode of existence 
which prevailed in all cycles where this type was dominant, meaning all 
the cycles where matriarchal pre-Indo-European substrate dominated. This 
type probably always dominated at the very end of the cycle, leading the 
system into it’s final collapse, which could then be possibly followed by a 
new cycle dominated by a solar or noble race. 


Gradual development of the Ponzi scheme caused inflation not just in 
paper currencies, but also in all aspects of life, especially with the arrival of 
the consumer-bourgeois type. His self-image became radically in 
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contradiction with reality due to the involvement in the Ponzi scheme 
which was able to keep the illusion of material progress for decades alive. 
The immensity of the illusion has not, and it is not going to allow vast 
majority of people involved to acknowledge what is really happening. 
Ponzi scheme was and still is the only solution to the problem of absence 
of any real hierarchy, authority, measure, and generally any semblance of 
the normal order of things. One can imagine that in many previous cycles 
when nobility lost their influence, Ponzi scheme was set up to deal with a 
situation, postpone the collapse and keep the scheme going until it is 
profitable. 


Bourgeois man has been content with his existence as a self-made man 
who tries to find his way in the “all against all” war where everybody tries 
to outsmart others and the system, and vice versa. This kind of existence 
had various instantiations in different settings and it went through it’s own 
evolution settling and probably ending in the image of a dirty businessman 
or entrepreneur with his fake company, smartphone, SUV and a lawyer. 
More realistic but basically similar type existed in the Eastern Bloc, where 
he had to deal with restrictions of the planned economy, one party system 
and communist ideology which to some extent limited his ambitions. It is 
very difficult to say who is more responsible for the demise of the Eastern 
Bloc, delusional, corrupt and impotent members of the Communist Party, 
or even more delusional and greedy wannabe entrepreneurs who got their 
way with the colonial expansion of the United States which followed. 
While businessman of the original bourgeoisie was very open about his 
money-making tendencies and tried to realize them with style and real 
money (meaning gold), businessman of later bourgeois types (proletarian 
or consumer) tried to conceal them because they contradict the narrative 
which brought him to this position, and that is the criticism of the original 
bourgeoisie and all it’s practices. He makes fun of himself in wearing 
shabby clothes, living a lifestyle of a “common” man and trying to appear 
as tolerant and open-minded as possible, to fit the dominant egalitarian 
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liberal narrative, while in the background doing anything he can to amass 
fortunes never seen before, this time mostly in paper money and other 
worthless ventures which will disappear with the disappearance of the 
Ponzi scheme. Many of them, including other bourgeois types who 
participate in the Ponzi scheme on the high enough level, do not know 
what to do with all that paper money, so in addition to settling in the 
comfortable place in the latest bourgeois “hierarchy”, they simply spend 
that money recklessly in the most absurd ways, making the original 
bourgeois type turn in his grave, contributing to the exhaustion of the Ponzi 
scheme which they were prime beneficiaries of. They will be the ones the 
most hurt with the end of the Ponzi scheme, while structures on the higher 
level who understand how it was set up and how it works will have a 
higher chance of keeping their material fortune to some extent. 


It is possible that one of the main aims of the Great Reset is to put an 
end to that kind of modus operandi of the bourgeois man. He is probably 
going to be the main target of the crises, because he will be the most 
resistant to any change of the status quo. This type of man is simply a dead 
end, an illusion which will disappear in the unfolding of the scenario set up 
by the world rulers. Despite all the great words of the Great Reset, their 
primary concern is a simple non-sustainability of the system as it currently 
functions. Too many people are trying to compete ruthlessly for in reality 
very limited resources. Situation has artificially been under control only 
because of the dollar reserve status and the ability to stimulate the economy 
with the paper money created out of thin air, so despite all the chaos most 
of the people got enough of that money to be satisfied for a while. 


One of the aims of propping up the system as long as possible is to 
instill false sense of security in the consumer-bourgeois man. It is very 
difficult for him, probably even more difficult than it was for his 
predecessors, to imagine the downfall of the system which made him what 
he is. He was supposed to go down with the system more than several 
times in the last few decades, but at the last moment world rulers 
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intervened and saved the system. But now that the plan, probably 
developed over a decade or more, has entered it’s execution phase, it will 
be very difficult to rely on the system to save him. Most will have faith in 
that scenario or their ability to pull off a magical trick at the last moment, 
but all of that would be to no avail, and too late, since the crash will be 
postponed to the very end, and then everything will get crushing down. 
What exacerbates the situation for a consumer-bourgeois man is that for 
many decades he is used to a system which marketed itself as the most 
“humane” and “advanced” ever and which provided him with all the 
comforts he ever wanted, so it is very difficult for him to imagine ever 
being hurt by it, no matter what he does. Not so long ago it was very 
difficult to find an individual, especially in what’s now called Collective 
West, who did not have almost complete confidence in the “goodness” of 
the system. This situation has changed only very recently when the latest 
crises started to unfold, and many started suspecting that system actually 
hates them, whether or not one considers oneself worthy of that treatment. 
Many of these phenomena can be viewed as a kind of trap created by some 
very powerful forces, with the sole purpose of testing the nature of the 
modern man. Given the unfolding of recent crises and many more of them 
just waiting around the corner, it seems like a modern man generally did 
not pass the test. 


One can argue that most of these developments were expected, but it is 
still amazing that the world rulers have been able to kick the can down the 
road for so long. The immensity of the illusion is so great that despite all 
common sense signs of the collapse great majority of people still believe in 
their and system’s greatness, not being able to imagine the end of the cycle 
approaching. This way of thinking is also prejudiced by linear way of 
perceiving the world and history. In this state they will sleepwalk into the 
concentration camp prepared for them by the elites where their material 
urges, actions in general, and even thoughts are going to be highly 
controlled and constrained. There is ample historical evidence, especially 
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in the last approximately 100 years, when totalitarian systems, and 
especially those of the soft totalitarian kind dominated, that this is the only 
solution for the now predominant race of Europe. Modern man has been 
playing with fire for too long, testing reality’s limits, and it seems that the 
situation reached the point where reality cannot tolerate his behavior for 
too long. 


The end of this cycle is going to test, one more time, like at the end of 
every cycle, law of logarithmic decay, where great majority of destruction 
occurs in the tiny fraction of time, at the very end of the cycle. This could 
be a trick Nature and metaphysical reality has to make the collapse to 
eventually happen while keeping everybody asleep despite all the evidence 
for inevitability of the end. The other role of this feature of reality is that it 
makes the decline more bearable for the most of the humanity because 
even if some significant effort is made to try to avoid it, it would not matter 
since nothing really can be done to prevent it. 


The law of logarithmic decay is very often shown in the behavior of 
various software systems. Many larger software systems have issues with 
efficiency which manifests itself in their heavy usage of hardware 
resources, but from the perspective of somebody not paying attention to 
that detail, system is mostly behaving normally. Some slight issues might 
occur which are easily fixed or resolved by restarting the system, but in all 
those cases the root cause of the problem is never addressed, and all the 
difficulties are attributed to some “external” factor or maybe to users 
misusing the system. But since every temporary fix of those issues 
prolongs the status quo and in many cases makes the situation worse, there 
will come a time when frequency and seriousness of the issues could not be 
avoided anymore, and the root cause of the issue needs to be resolved, but 
the problem has been coped with and ignored for so long that no solution 
can suffice. If one substitutes “software issues” with bank failures, trade 
deficits and market crashes, and “temporary fixes” with quantitative 
easing, increase of debt and spending, then the situation in which the root 
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cause simply needs to be but cannot be fixed, represents the end of the 
Ponzi scheme and global bankruptcy. 


The reality of most people is that they never had anything real, so they 
have nothing to lose in the Great Reset. This perspective could be very 
useful for most, but materialistic characteristic of the peasant race gets 
everybody very concerned in preserving what they accumulated during the 
existence of the Ponzi scheme, and also forces the world rulers to be very 
sophisticated in the approach they will use to take everything away from 
everybody. This is a very big challenge because most people consider 
themselves relatively rich, at least compared to most of their ancestors, so 
very many stuff needs to be taken away from very many people without 
having to deal with large protests in case they find out that they are being 
“robbed”. It seems like various scenarios are already in place to deal with 
people’s reactions to crises which are unfolding, and even if one can argue 
that this approach is immoral or evil, since there are no real alternatives, 
one has to pragmatically acknowledge that this approach could even have 
more positive than negative consequences. 


It is very difficult to imagine, especially for Americans who benefited 
the most from the current system and it’s Ponzi scheme, that such a huge 
change might be about to happen. Europeans and especially those from 
Eastern Europe might benefit from the experience of the collapse of the 
Eastern Bloc which provides very good analogy on which one can base his 
predictions on the fate of the current system. Those two systems, despite all 
of the apparent differences, are very similar in nature. Both are based on 
basically planned economy which is being stimulated by money printing in 
order to make people not complain about the economy. Both suffer from 
incredible inefficiency where most people work just because they get a 
salary, in most cases almost without any deeper relationship with their job. 
Both have very well developed welfare system which makes many people 
a burden to others, and most importantly, both are based on the belief of 
their greatness despite all the evidence to the contrary. Therefore, there is 
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no reason to assume that the current system, with all it’s similarities to the 
one which failed suddenly in a spectacular way, won’t have the same fate 
as the latter one. Most people of the Eastern Bloc were “saved” by being 
involved in the larger Ponzi scheme of the American Empire, but who will 
save them again, and who will save Americans who are about to finally 
face the consequences of making a living beyond their means into an art 
form. 
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Beyond the Gold Bugs 


After United States in 1971 took the dollar off the gold standard, 
growing number of economists found in gold the only safe store of value. 
Dollar and all other paper currencies in the developed world, and beyond, 
started rapidly loosing their purchasing power, and that trend continued to 
this day, having the increasing effect on some small parts of the public 
which does not trust governments and their fiat currencies. After 2008 
financial crisis this trend continued rapidly, and especially after the 
polycrisis which struck the world in 2020s, in reaction to which all the 
developed countries printed trillions in fiat currencies in order to keep the 
system alive. Central banks all over the world have also during the last 
several years accumulated large amounts of gold, while BRICS countries 
seem to be preparing their own currency which might be backed by 
commodities, or maybe even by gold. In general, increasing number of 
people, institutions and whole countries are trying to decouple themselves 
from the Ponzi scheme system of the Collective West. Many of the 
dissenting economists, who generally follow the theory of Austrian school 
of economics, think that this system is nearing it’s inevitable, and in some 
cases long awaited end. Critics of this perspective argue that gold bugs 
have been talking about “the end of the dollar” forever without it actually 
happening, but gold bugs are aware that systems, including the currency 
system, do not decay linearly, but that they follow the law of logarithmic 
decay which says that the majority of the decay happens in the tiny time 
frame at the very end of the cycle. Nobody is really sure how this end or 
the next cycle might look like, but all agree that there is no way to avoid 
the disappearance of all major paper currencies, and that eventually the 
world will return to the gold standard, which from the perspective of those 
believing in progress would mean that the world will start to suddenly 
regress. This perspective is consistent with traditional evaluation of the 
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human condition which suggests that we are living at the end of the cycle, 
which also affects the economic reality for everybody involved. 


Many gold bugs support their argument about the dissolution of the fiat 
currency system by pointing to hundreds or even thousands of paper 
currencies which disappeared during the recorded human history, so there 
is no reason to believe that now dominant currencies will be exceptions. 
Governments all over the world, although these currencies are their money 
backed only by “confidence”, seem to be aware of those facts, so it is no 
surprise that many of them work on CBDCs (Central Bank Digital 
Currencies) which will probably soon replace existing fiat currencies 
without resolving the root cause of the problem if they inherit the fiat 
characteristic of their predecessors. Interesting analogy to the situation 
Collective West started increasingly facing in 2020s can be found in the 
collapse of the Eastern Bloc, which since it’s inception had moderately 
high inflation, then high, very high and at the very end inflation which 
reached triple digits yearly. Now that many more details from that collapse 
are known, it is clear that it’s main cause was inefficiency of the system, 
where only fraction of workers actually were productive, some were 
working but weren’t productive, and others, a non-trivial number of them, 
were employed, but actually did not work. In that general climate, those 
who initially worked started considering the strategy of working just 
enough to keep their jobs, and the spiral of inefficiency continued to 
spread. Despite the ideological mantras of workers as the most noble 
human beings, special class of red bourgeoisie, in many cases members of 
the Communist Party developed, which caused other workers to resent 
them and to position themselves in such a way to have the most financial 
benefits without doing a lot of work. Characteristics of this system were in 
theory thought to be only possible in planned socialist or communist 
economy, with full employment and social security, but the case of the 
Collective West, which during the Cold War era tried to distinguish itself 
from that system, seems to show that many systems for whom economy 
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represent their destiny eventually end up in the same situation. In reality 
even during the Cold War years there existed very little differentiation 
between the two systems, including their economies. Most of the countries 
of the Collective West were stimulating their economy with money created 
out of thin air long before the dissolution of the Eastern Bloc showed what 
is the final result of these practices. Many of them relied on the foreign 
workers to keep the system going. Consumerism started to become the new 
normal where people lived beyond their means, spent more than they 
earned and accumulated vast amounts of debt, while performing jobs 
whose primary purpose is to support the ongoing Ponzi scheme. 


Most gold bugs are of opinion that things could have developed 
differently. In their mind introduction of the Ponzi scheme economy was 
avoidable and not inevitable. Some praise the “old days” United States and 
Europe which had heavily industrialized economy, were exporters of cheap 
consumer products and were largest creditor nations. In this argument they 
are missing the fundamental reason why this “industrial” phase ended, and 
as a consequence Ponzi scheme model was inevitable. It all comes down to 
the simple fact that most workers have no existential (in a higher, non- 
material sense) connection to their jobs, aside from getting a salary. Most 
of them perform just enough work to go through the day and wait for the 
weekend or vacation to have fun, or are too bothered with their personal 
problems to really focus on their job. This reality is not just reality of the 
liberal democracies, but was also the reality of the Soviet system which 
preserved to some extent hierarchical organization of more “intimidating” 
kind. In this kind of environment it is just a matter of time when even 
workers who are qualified and motivated too some extent, start to give up, 
since why should they do work for other workers, many of whom they 
have no personal connection to. The ultimate consequence of these 
phenomena is a situation where the system becomes so inefficient that the 
only way, aside from literally getting rid of many people by some war or 
other kinds of crises, is to stimulate it with fake money, giving people the 
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illusion of good standard of living for some time, until some “solutions” to 
the fundamental problems are found, which is never really done since no 
qualitative change occurs in both people and the system. 


Although most gold bugs think that there is no way to avoid the 
greatest financial crisis the world has ever seen, there are some who think 
that if people just return to sound money (gold and silver) and to true 
capitalism, after some pain induced by the failure of the system, everything 
will return to normal, that is to the situation which existed before the world 
gave up on sound money. The main flaw of this argument is in thinking 
that capitalist United States or Europe represented anything but amorphous 
structure without any substance. This supposedly different world was 
where the homo economicus rose to dominance, and it is he who through 
limitless industrialization and production created consumer and 
technocratic structures and all of the meaningless jobs to support and 
expand them. What one should return to instead is to a time when most 
people considered their job to be at least to some extent more meaningful 
than they are in recent decades. Most peasants were never really content 
with the hard life they were living in the “old world”, but at least they 
worked close to their home and with people who they knew personally, and 
maybe most importantly they could pass their knowledge to their sons, 
making their job not just a temporary distraction, but an activity which is 
intimately related to what they are as particular kind of caste or race. It 
should be noted that this system of the “old world” was set up by a noble 
race of Europe of that period, which is quite distinct from their own, so 
preconditions for going back to real “normal” are not currently met given 
that this race is long gone from the scene of Europe and world history. 


Economists in general and gold bugs in particular talk about the 
number of productive or non-productive jobs, but almost never talk about 
the relationship people have with their job, or what might motivate them to 
have those jobs. This is a typical way of thinking employed by the homo 
economicus to explain away how the world works. This way of thinking 
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views jobs as necessary evil which people do in order to have more money 
for their “free time” or “leisure”. The question which never gets asked in 
this context is how can an individual have enough time and context to 
decide which leisure activity is worth pursuing. In many cases each of 
these leisure activities become just another job one performs in order to 
keep oneself busy and to have an appearance of the “fulfilled” life. Making 
a raison d'etre out of leisure activities one performs few times a week for 
several hours simply does not work because there is no way one can get 
proficient enough in those activities in order to be fulfilled. This has been 
tried many times by all of the bourgeois types since their appearance, and it 
never worked, which shows the underlying cause of the problem, and that 
are jobs themselves, most of which are artificially created as a byproduct of 
the Ponzi scheme. No amount of hobbies one is occupied with in one’s free 
time can resolve this fundamental problem. It seems like the only solution 
to that problem is the disappearance of those jobs which will certainly 
come with the end of the Ponzi scheme. 


It does not really matter whether one is paid in gold or paper money, if 
one is unable to relate to one’s job existentially. The notion that the 
economy can survive by most people just going through the motions, 
pretending to work, has only been possible in the last several decades 
where all of the problems created by this approach and inability to change 
the status quo has been resolved by money printing. In a much more 
healthier economy of the “old world” these phenomena were much rarer, 
primarily due to much more organic and realistic “jobs” people were 
occupied with. The environment was also much more realistic where if 
some job was not done on time or properly enough, one could very easily 
die. Social security, government handouts and other phenomena were 
unknown. Most people, many of whom were peasants working on their 
patch of land, did not really have a job, as this term is understood during 
several recent decades. People were busy living their lives, trying to live 
honorably by performing their God-given function or position they were 
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born into as best they could. From the perspective of the “old world” it 
seems like the whole economy of the modern world, and especially of it’s 
most recent phase, is one large illusion created certainly for the purpose of 
making profits, but also for distracting people from their true vocation in 
life. Inventions like 8-hour day or man-day, vacations and pensions are just 
the tip of the giant illusory iceberg. Who can decide ahead of time that one 
should “work” 8 hours a day? How can one decide on the salary which 
should be paid for that amount of “work”? These and many other questions 
are almost impossible to answer, even by gold bugs, and maybe they are 
not supposed to be, given that both paper money one is paid in and jobs 
one performs are increasingly becoming obsolete. The world is fast 
approaching a situation in which for many people there would be no jobs, 
but also no money even if those jobs existed. 


All of the attempts of the “new world” rulers to make typical worker 
more efficient, including equipping him with the latest technologies, giving 
him all the benefits, and making his job as easy as it can be, literally failed. 
How can one believe that the next set of utopian ideas of the similar kind 
will produce a different result? It would be better for the business types 
including the gold bugs, to give up on the fundamentally flawed thinking 
and to start facing some harsh realities. It was known from time 
immemorial that a common man, which is in these days almost a redundant 
term, is interested only in “his house”, so in most cases the first instinctual 
reaction of this man when he leaves his house for going to work, is 
thinking about when will he come back from work, while doing least 
amount of work and benefit his house as much as possible. Common man 
has very hard time, just by himself, without the influence of the real 
authority from above, to adjust his solipsism so that he can fit his work into 
some abstract idea, being that a factory or office work in some corporation. 
How can this state of mind produce anything but, at best, work of moderate 
quality, even if one assumes that a man in question is qualified for his job, 
which is often not the case. From common man’s or peasant’s perspective 
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there is absolutely no point in working in some factory, or even worse, 
some office, for 8+ hours a day, while he could be working on his house or 
patch of land near the house. It seems like all the modern ideologies 
weren’t able to comprehend that simple fact. This is actually not surprising 
since they appeared at the same time Europe was experiencing the collapse 
of the organic and hierarchical feudal system which enabled all types of 
men, including priests, warriors, artisans, traders and peasants, to find their 
natural place in. In this kind of system lies the solution to many, including 
the economic problems modern world faces since it’s inception, so one can 
say that by wanting to be free, peasant of the “old world” eventually lost 
not just his identity, but also, which is more important to him, his ability to 
make ends meet. 


It is well known that systems under the rule of former Soviet Union 
worked primarily because the Communist Party was using forceful 
methods to make people do what she thought they should do. With 
exception of maybe it’s earlier years and later on some of it’s ideologically 
dedicated members, Communist Party did not allow almost any individual 
to “advance” in his life if he was not a member, so one can say that most 
people in position of power were bribed into these positions with almost no 
ideological motivations. Once you were in, you could not easily get out, 
because if you tried, you will be publicly ostracized for being a Fascist and 
possibly falsely accused of doing something deemed bad by the Party and 
society at large, which could lead you even to a prison. Individuals who 
tried to oppose the system were first warned, then bribed, and if that did 
not work, they would be physically eliminated by the Party. These Soviet 
systems had one large insufficiency in that they did not have ability to 
create out of thin air paper world reserve currency, so that is probably the 
reason why they had to rely on their forceful methods. In case of the 
United States which has that privilege for decades, things worked in a 
much smoother way since anything that needed to be done, whether there 
existed somebody to do it or not, could be and still can be resolved by the 
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dollar. There will always be somebody willing to do something for a dollar, 
and if it did not work the first time, it will eventually with no apparent 
damage made because printing money is a process requiring almost no 
effort. This is a system, almost perfect example of a Ponzi scheme of 
immense magnitudes, which works perfectly until it works, but since 
nobody knows for how long will it work, the question is flawed in the eyes 
of most Americans. From this perspective there is no fundamental 
difference between the Soviet and American system, since both rely on 
special kind of bribery on the large scale to function. In the American case, 
given the level of dependence of the system on the dollar reserve currency, 
the end of the Ponzi scheme has a potential to be viewed as the real “end of 
the world”. How would this system look like and how will basic things get 
done when there is not enough dollars to pay to all the involved parties? 
Are Americans able to do anything on their own initiative or just because 
some “authority” says so, without being payed for it? These are just some 
of the questions which almost certainly have a negative answer. 


If one accepts an argument that financial collapse of the world 
economy fundamentally does not originate in the economic domain, but is 
metaphysical in nature, then the legitimacy of owning anything, including 
gold can be easily questioned. What is the point in having gold if one is 
unable to protect it? This is very well known theme from the world of 
literature where some wealthy individual accumulates a lot of gold, but his 
fear of it being stolen overrides all the supposed enjoyment he should feel 
in being rich. Also, what if one pays somebody in gold, and this individual 
does not do the work he is supposed to? In this context, it seems like there 
is no point in owning anything, including gold, if one is unable to protect it 
and if one is not respected by people who could do something of value for 
that gold. This perspective can easily challenge materialistic motivations of 
all revolutionary movements which are increasingly put into question 
especially during the consumer-bourgeois era of recent decades. Despite 
being a dream of every bourgeois man, having a lot of money beyond some 
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subsistence level in most cases does not result in higher quality of his life. 
It is a well know fact that people in the developing world report greater life 
satisfaction than those in the developed world. In many cases bourgeois 
man finds himself in the situation where he does not know what to do with 
his money, or he spends it on empty pursuits and things he does not really 
need. These phenomena reveal that material well-being represents an 
obsession of the bourgeois man, not a natural tendency of men in general 
as revolutionary thinkers thought. In addition to that they reveal the 
existential reality of the bourgeois man where no amount of money can 
replace his lack of identity and capacity for “more than life” characteristic 
of men of noble races. Given the current widespreadness of the consumer- 
bourgeois type and his failure to prove the validity of his raison d'etre 
which is focused on material comfort, might very soon lead to his demise 
and to the final disappearance of the bourgeois man in general. 


It is no exaggeration to examine what it meant to own anything in the 
“old world”. Feudal system was set up in a way that ownership of 
something, be it land, means of production or gold, was proportional to 
one’s position in a differentiated hierarchy which was proportional to the 
rights and obligations one had, which had to be matched by one’s 
competency and dedication to the principle particular hierarchy is based 
on. For example, if a village which was in possession of some feudal lord, 
he was the one who should first stand in it’s defense. If a castle was in his 
possession, he and his wife were the ones who were supposed to organize 
the life around it, including it’s protection. The castle could not be 
“managed” from some comfortable office, like wealthy class of recent 
decades tries to “take care” of their “possessions”. These remarks from the 
“old world” seem trivial, but maybe because of that they contain a hidden 
assumption on which depends all ownership of things. This hidden 
assumption or a missing element is a differentiating factor which the “old 
world” had in the existence of very distinct castes of people, where noble 
caste (or race) at it’s best contained such a powerful life force that their

rights were rarely questioned from bellow. All races of human beings have 
a capacity to detect the real superiority of others, and in this particular case 
noble race, and conclude that they are themselves better off when they do 
not contest the superiority of that race, but just let them run the show. So 
despite all of the intellectual arguments of the revolutionaries against 
nobility, hierarchy of the old world was largely sustained not by force and 
covered up by abstract rules and regulations, but by existential differences 
between people of different races. Although it existed in earlier phases of 
the cycle, revolutionary argument against that hierarchy took hold only 
after the rise of the bourgeois man and the start of the general weakening of 
the nobility, so this fact itself speaks in it’s favor. In practice this is the only 
way stable systems running for long period of time can be organized. 
Otherwise every interaction between individuals becomes too inefficient 
because all sides constantly question each other’s superiority which can be 
temporarily resolved by giving to each side enough money, but eventually 
because this becomes the motivation of every action, the system runs out of 
money and is forced into creating it out of thin air. The whole scheme 
collapses in on itself when most people realize that money they hold has 
very little or no value, and try to get rid of it. In this context, one of the 
biggest challenges the world faces in the next cycle is how to get most 
people, otherwise used to easy money available to everybody in great 
amounts, do enough work so that the system is able to meet it’s minimal 
survival requirements, with very little money. Creating the environment of 
permanent crises dominated by the apocalyptic threats of the climate 
change certainly has potential for mobilizing enough people to work for 
minimal financial compensation, but it is left to be seen for how long this 
tension can be maintained before the utopia of the new world turns into the 
greatest dystopia the world has ever seen. The other possibility, and the 
ultimate solution for this kind of challenge is renewal of the organic 
differentiated hierarchy known to every great civilization in human history, 
but it’s realization depends on the existence of the nobility which is 
nowhere to be found yet. 
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Black Swans 


Various crises which are striking the man of the Collective West are 
interpreted as either black swans or unexpected difficulties on the path to a 
better world, or as events which are mostly preordained by the invisible 
rulers, with very little of anything in between. One of the flaws which is 
made by the second interpretation is that there exists an integrated front of 
people who do not approve of the system and are ready to fight for their 
“rights” and generally for the system as they imagine it should be. In 
reality there is very little or no integration among those people, where 
everybody has his own theory of mostly dilettantish kind which he uses to 
find evidence that somebody is doing or plans to do something “bad” to 
them. This interpretation of reality has it’s source first in the cereblarization 
of men in last few centuries, and most importantly in the inflation of his 
egoic self which he misused in considering himself an active participant in 
all of the world events. This is a typically American invention of an 
“active” man whose primary reaction to any difficulty is trying to “do 
something about it”. In reality he is neither active participant nor can do 
anything about any of these events. Especially important feature of the 
latest of the bourgeois types is that he is unconsciously convinced that he 
cannot be tricked by anybody, including the powerful world rulers, if he 
believes in their existence. His cereblarization and ego reached such 
heights that there is no place for them to grow further. This attitude is so 
commonplace that it can be considered as one of the defining 
characteristics of the consumer-bourgeois type. World rulers are aware that 
this kind of man needs to be approached with great care in the unfolding 
crises, because he can either get very mad or depressed or both when he 
finds out that everything he believes is true about himself and the world is 
actually false, including those things which he inherited from the previous 
types of the bourgeois man. This characteristic will be crucial to take 
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advantage of because of it’s widespreadness and the level of it’s separation 
from reality. 


In comparison, his ancestors, mostly peasants had a very different 
approach to life and in particular to all of the unexpected events which 
burdened them. Their initial situation was much better since they were put 
in a situation where they could occupy themselves fully with those aspects 
of the reality which they can directly deal with and can “do something 
about”, and that is material world. They were masters of survival in a 
natural environment with minimal resources. Most of the phenomena, 
including the ones which would be regarded as black swans, which were 
much less frequent in their world, were interpreted mostly as effects of 
actions either of Nature, gods or their powerful lords, none of which they 
tried to understand intellectually. They tried to avoid their negative effects, 
but not at the cost of bothering themselves too much by trying to “explain” 
them, since they were considered “out of this world”. Sometimes they 
linked negative effects of black swans to their inappropriate actions, very 
often in the context of their attachment to Christian tradition which 
introduced notions of sin, confession and forgiveness, as a way of 
disciplining otherwise hard to discipline peasant population. 


This very effective approach for dealing with black swans was 
“exposed” as superstition when bourgeois man started rising to power. By 
intellectualizing and rationalizing every aspect of his experience bourgeois 
man progressively created a world in which everybody is supposed to 
pretend to be world savers without actually having means or the ability to 
do so. From it’s naive beginnings where few bourgeois individuals 
probably just wanted to look smart by theorizing about some hard to 
explain phenomena, this tendency has grown into a vast structure of mass 
media which are used for manipulation and surveillance of the masses of 
unimaginable scale. As in many other cases, the source of these phenomena 
is a bourgeois man whose lack of identity forced him to hallucinate his 
world into existence. His fear of nothingness inside himself which he could 
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not get rid of, and inability to survive in the “old world” forced him to 
dismantle that world and create a new illusory one, the antithesis of the old. 


Bourgeois man of today needs to be woken up a bit after he has been 
wallowing in the dream world for last several decades. In this context, even 
if most of black swans, including those revolving around wars against 
supposed villains of the “free world”, are highly coordinated events, they 
are welcome. World rulers need a new narrative which will throw a 
bourgeois man out of his comfort zone a bit, and find a cover-up for global 
bankruptcy which they cannot directly communicate to the public. 
Everybody globally was involved in the Ponzi scheme of immense 
magnitudes, so elites from all camps will probably work together to end it 
in the least destructive way, at least for themselves, and also maybe for 
other people. Since recent history has shown that it is not possible to 
mobilize vast amounts of common people over any idea, no matter how 
noble and important it sounds, and that more direct forceful measures do 
not work after decades of marketing the system as the only one in history 
which never resorts to these measures, special kinds of soft forceful 
measures need to be used. Many of these have recently been, and will be in 
the near future, based on declaring a state of emergency over the current 
invisible or supposed future enemy or threat which might cost humanity 
very many lost lives. Crucial for this method is that the threat is a matter of 
life and death, so that bourgeois man’s almost paranoid fear of death is 
taken advantage of. Those who do not conform are declared Fascists, non- 
human or some other illusory entity which is generally known to be 
embodiment of evil, and people who conform are hailed as good, 
responsible and empathetic. Additionally old method from the Soviet 
system of people surveilling each other for the common good is employed. 
The media, government officials and celebrities are bribed to promote the 
responsible behavior endlessly 24/7 in order to take advantage of people’s 
general addiction to the media, while scientists and various experts play 
role of high priests of the low cult, giving people generally obsessed with 
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“science” daily dosage of the latest truths on the subject to make them 
“more informed”. Brilliant examples of these kind of ideas are C-19 and 
climate change. The first one is declared as an invisible immediate threat, 
while the second one is a immeasurable threat projected into the future. 
Both are designed to frighten people by a life-threatening situation of 
significant, or in case of climate change, immense magnitudes. The first 
idea worked perfectly while the second one, being much more ambitious, is 
going to take much more effort. In the first place, the whole system 
depended on fossil fuels for many decades, so one has to first deal with the 
resistance of this system to any kind of change. Secondly, one needs to 
convert the whole of the media complex to support the idea. This seems to 
be working well since most agree that “something” needs to be done, but 
some are questioning all the negative side-effects it might have for the 
current system. And thirdly, it is clear that the idea found a fertile ground 
among young people, especially women and feminized men, who are ready 
for revolution and very radical climate action, not really being aware that 
none of that action will work, since it was not supposed to in the first place. 


Another aspect of black swans has to do with helping bourgeois man 
be more self-aware by involving him in some crises on the basis of it’s 
interpretation which he can accept, making him do all sorts of things which 
he at least formally considers bad, and then afterwards revealing that he 
participated in a scheme which hurt a lot of people. This way he might be 
reminded of his inconsistencies and moral fallibility, which would be 
otherwise very difficult for him to recognize due to the difficulties he has 
with self-reflection. In healthier times these difficulties were taken care of 
by the Church, but since these structures started declining, bourgeois man, 
a former peasant, was left to his own devices, which got his ego inflated. 
Some of the black swans like climate change are very explicitly based on 
the bourgeois man’s responsibility for the damage which now needs to be 
urgently fixed, or otherwise the future of humanity is in question. These 
arguments are mostly exaggerated in the context of the particular crises, 
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but are generally valid in that the rise of the bourgeois man to power and 
simultaneous fall of the nobility caused incredible imbalances in the system 
and consequently all other crises of the modern world, including the ones 
the world has been dealing with recently. 


The new “axis of evil” will be created in Russia, China, Iran and the 
rest of the world which is dedollarizing and creating their own 
civilizational spaces. This block will replace the evil Soviet Bloc, Axis 
Powers of the inter-war period and Central Powers of the First World War 
as a structure which should be opposed in every possible way including in 
the way of life, where a Great Reset narratives will take hold of a free 
space created by the dissolution of the consumer-bourgeois world. 
Therefore, if Russia and China stay industrialized, and the rest of the world 
is industrializing under their influence, then the Collective West should 
deindustrialize, not so much because this will have any positive effects, but 
because that way they are different from evil, and therefore are good. What 
is taken advantage of here is a bourgeois man’s constant tendency to adapt 
to any trend defining what is “good”, primarily due to the lack of his own 
identity. The point has been reached where this easily followed tendency is 
turning against him because by following it this time he will participate in 
his own demise. It was easy to follow such trends in previous decades 
because there was nothing to lose, and everything to gain, at least 
temporarily, or long enough for new similar trend to come along and be 
followed religiously. Apart from the legitimate tendencies toward 
multipolarity which are led by forces grounded in some form of legitimate 
renewal of these civilizational spaces, most of the supposed differences 
between the Collective West and the rest of the world are artificially 
created and preplanned on both sides since both have been deeply involved 
in the Ponzi scheme for decades, and now need to “reset” it by minimizing 
the damage. 


Black swans could also be used to identify those individuals with the 
capacity to face the consequences and realities of the end of the cycle head 
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on, without too much sugarcoating. These individuals will be resistant to 
all of the utopian promises of the new system and any possibility of 
resolving the crises of the modern world with the exclusively technical 
approach, which seems to be the way Great Reset is interpreted by most. 
How exactly will those individuals be treated by the current world rulers 
and other people who will take over in a new system is an open question. 
One possibility is a cooperation since they both share a desire to retire the 
current system and move on to something which can be more sustainable, 
and in case of the “differentiated” individuals, also more in line with the 
way things worked in the premodern era. Cooperation will probably be 
accompanied with hostility due to the different orientation, the one 
premodern and the other postmodern and post-human. In case the real 
world rulers turn out to be new noble structures which arose from the 
remnants of the last noble race of Europe, those individuals who do not let 
go of their principles despite destructive effects of black swans might join 
those structures in shaping the new cycle of history. 
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Al-controlled Digital Concentration Camp 


Since he came to the scene as a dominant force in the last few hundred 
years, one of the main instinctual reactions of the bourgeois type is to avoid 
any responsibility for his actions. This characteristic which became 
increasingly more prevalent, as is confirmed in many cases, reveals the 
feminine nature of the race of peasants where bourgeois type 
predominantly comes from. Progressive tendency of those managing the 
system to delegate responsibility to various abstract entities, constantly 
playing victims, finding villains, etc. has worked very well for decades, 
because it found the match in an equivalent tendency of a managed mass- 
man to point fingers, to transfer blame to others and being interested only 
in his “own thing”. Generally immense amount of systemic issues have 
accumulated over decades of this kind of approach where real action in 
facing survival issues is almost absent and what’s considered work 
amounts to dealing with complications produced by much more 
fundamental systemic flaws. 


Development of AI systems in a general trans-human and post-human 
climate is a logical next step in delegating all decisions to abstract, and in 
this case post-human entities, like various AI systems, restricting human 
action to some kind of administration of these systems and following AI- 
generated superior ideas and suggestions. Although current AI systems 
have very impressive capabilities, especially for people not familiar with 
AI developments since it was invented after the Second World War, given 
the state of the programming craft which hasn’t changed or even 
deteriorated since the 1980s, one should be very careful in attributing it 
superior qualities it does not really have. Since it’s inception after the 
Second World War, AI went through several “hype” periods when people 
thought that every problem can be solved with it, but in reality most AI 
systems over the decades, including the current ones, are very brittle 
systems without much resourcefulness which typical human has. Current 
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systems are more impressive for particular domains, but not much smarter 
than their predecessors. They take advantage of large amounts of data 
available on the Internet and powerful hardware which developed 
exponentially as was predicted by Moore’s law. Their inefficiency does not 
seem like a problem yet, but it might become a huge one given the growing 
energy restrictions which befalls the world on the verge of bankruptcy. 


The praise AI developments are getting recently should be put in the 
wider context of the technological optimism which is one of the aspects of 
the implicit religion of the “last man”. Most of that optimism is misplaced 
given the poor state of the software systems in general, and the craft which 
produces and maintains them. It is well known that 80% of the effort in the 
production of a software system goes into it’s maintenance, so one should 
put that in the perspective of the end of all fiat currencies and general 
worldwide bankruptcy, and ask the question, who is going to pay for all of 
the maintenance of those systems in this context? It is also known, but less 
so, that almost all hardware and software inventions which today represent 
the mainstream of the craft of programming and software engineering 
come from the 1960s and 1970s when they were mostly financed by US 
Department of Defense and created by very small number of “geniuses”. 
Many of the best of those ideas were not adopted by the mainstream which 
makes the situation worse than it would otherwise be, but aside from that, 
one can say that since the 1980s there were no real advances and major 
inventions, especially not those which were widely adopted, in any 
discipline of Computer Science and Software Engineering. In addition to 
that, number of practitioners of the craft has risen exponentially, but 
number of those who meet any higher standards has not risen 
proportionally, so the whole discipline is in a state where what rules is the 
tyranny of the majority, leading to incredible structural problems in many 
software systems. In conclusion, as every honest software engineer knows, 
the greatness of software systems, as is often perceived by the public and 
many “leaders”, is a myth, and the same can be applied to the current hype 
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around AI systems, without discounting their ability to further the advance 
of the system into the post-human era. 


Current AI systems have capabilities to make a lot of service sector 
jobs irrelevant or even not needed. This reveals artificial origins of those 
jobs which were primarily created to keep up Ponzi scheme going and not 
to make the economy more productive, and certainly not to give people a 
chance to have a dream job, which is typical way they are marketed. That 
way incredible inefficiency of the system is revealed since one generally 
does not automate that which is not inefficient. Most of these jobs are 
performed poorly, incompetently and are only temporary distraction while 
the Ponzi scheme lasts. These developments are also recognized by the 
organizations like WEF, but are accompanied with the utopian belief that 
many more new jobs are going be created in the green economy. Those 
jobs are marketed as more interesting and advanced as the jobs people were 
involved in during the last few decades, following the same pattern which 
was used to market the current jobs several decades ago at the start of the 
era of deindustrialization. What they do not address is where are they going 
to find enough money to pay people to perform those jobs since for most 
the only reason why they perform the current ones is the salary which they 
can spend in their free time. It is very difficult to imagine people 
performing those jobs for free or for salary which does not allow them to 
live comfortably at least at the level of comfort they got used to during the 
last several decades. It is even more difficult to imagine that the Collective 
West will be able to continue with it’s practice of printing paper currencies 
out of thin air long enough to make the salaries as large as they were during 
the last several decades. It is imaginable that some portions of the 
population who will be more concerned with the climate change might be 
mobilized to perform some jobs for free or for minimal salary, but is hard 
to imagine that being possible for vast majority of others who view it as 
just another trend which they have to conform to in order to not get socially 
isolated. It could be that the system will be set up in such a way to put most

of the population in a situation in which they are forced to get involved, 
which is probably the only way that kind of system could work. In any 
case, a lot of genius level intelligence is needed to make this kind of 
system work long enough in order for it to be considered relevant. 


AI systems are going to have significant role in the green transition and 
other agendas of the Great Reset. Coupled with the Internet of Things they 
are going to represent a backbone of the system which will constrain 
actions and maybe even thoughts of people so that they fit rules and 
regulations of the green transition. Ideas like carbon footprint and 15- 
minute cities are just the tip of the iceberg of the possibilities this kind of 
technology enables. Although this system is not established yet, it can be 
imagined as some kind of digital concentration camp where most people 
will get locked into without even noticing that their freedoms were taken 
away from them, since all of the material benefits which it will initially 
provide will not allow to most to imagine it’s negative aspects, and once it 
is normalized, it will become just one more thing people will get used to. 
Despite it’s proclaimed goals of making lives easier in the context of the 
myth of progress and contributing to the green transition, the main goal of 
this system is to create a cover-up for the global bankruptcy the world at 
large faces. People of the world and especially those in the Collective West 
have been living beyond their means for too long, so as this decades long 
Ponzi scheme is ending, there is a need for an efficient way of monitoring 
and constraining the material urges of the population which for many 
decades got used to all of the comforts of the consumerist system. These 
kind of developments will reveal the illusory nature of the freedom 
consumer-bourgeois man enjoyed for decades because he either won’t 
notice that it will be taken away from him or will unsuccessfully try to 
fight for retaining some parts of that freedom as the new system is getting 
established. In the similar pattern of the recent crises of the 2020s most 
people will passively accept all aspects of the new normal established by 
the green transition, while minority might be forced into finding 
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alternatives to life in this kind of system. For most people there are no 
alternatives given that the current system is too inefficient to sustain itself 
in the situation of growing material demands of the people all around the 
world. The biggest challenge in establishing this system is to place it into 
the larger narrative of the climate action and green transition, where what is 
at stake is the future of the planet and well being of future generations, so 
that the system is accepted by most despite all of the material constraints it 
will enforce. There certainly will be cases where despite all of the 
advanced technologies and well-planned methods of control, the system 
won’t work in practice. In majority of those cases what will develop are 
various Mad Max scenarios, which the new system is primarily designed to 
prevent, where general chaos of lost individuals trying to survive in the 
coarsest possible way dominates. In some cases there are possibilities of 
creating structures which are stripped from most of the influence of the 
consumer-bourgeois era and are dominated by the return to the premodern 
ways of survival, in some cases even contributing to the renewal in the new 
cycle as the current one comes to a close. 


Bourgeois man’s recent obsession with AI systems can be considered 
as just a continuation of his general obsession with technology, but it also 
hides his deeper tendencies. In a situation of polycrises the world and 
especially Collective West finds itself in, where it is clear that it deals with 
systemic issues whose magnitude matches or surpasses those of any other 
period in history, which the bourgeois man is the most responsible for, 
tendency to avoid taking responsibility appears, not just because of 
practical but also existential reasons. If it is technically possible to create 
AI systems which are able to make decisions on their own, or with some 
administrative help of humans, and those systems are marketed in a way 
that they are eventually considered superior to humans, then there is no 
reason not to put them in the decision-making positions. Whichever 
decision is made by the AI system in this kind of environment, the effects 
cannot be blamed fully on humans, since they at most have administrative 
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role in the process. That way bourgeois man in general, and especially 
those in the position of power, can avoid blame for most of the crises 
which burden the world, despite their role as the main perpetrators of those 
crises. This kind of scenario probably represents the ultimate expression of 
the bourgeois man’s nature in which his rights, which in recent decades 
meant that he can do whatever he wanted, are not matched by obligations 
and responsibilities for his actions. 


All of these trends reveal a fundamental characteristic feature of 
bourgeois man which boils down to having “freedom” to do whatever he 
wishes without any consequences. This feature, emanating from the deep 
racial makeup of pre-Indo-European non-Aryan peasant race of Europe, 
has always been around, in the last approximately 1000 years has been 
under control of the last noble race of Europe, and then finally took over 
after the demise of the “old world”. Given that most of the human 
substance was lost as a consequence, AI developments do not come as a 
surprise. In addition to automating jobs which were illusory from the very 
beginning, AI can relieve bourgeois man from those responsibilities which 
still burden his shoulders, like his job or decisions he makes in his 
mundane everyday existence. There is also deeply symbolic meaning in the 
rise of AI, in that it reveals the tipping point of the progressive decline in 
bourgeois man’s ability to face the reality and survive. As a consequence 
his bourgeois race faces extinction and replacement by the race of AI 
machines, just like other human and animal races did in the past. 


One aspect of trans-humanism is motivated by great disappointment 
with current state of humanity, and a yearning for transcending this 
situation by creating systems which will be stripped from the “all too 
human” flaws and be able to improve themselves endlessly. Although this 
line of thinking perfectly aligns with reality of common humanity being 
left to it’s own devices after the dissolution of nobility, it hides a big flaw 
since these same fallible humans are going to program those systems and 
reality is very far away from those utopian goals given the very primitive 
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state of the programming craft and understanding how mind and humans in 
general work. Trans-humanists are generally thinking in terms of 
evolutionist and progressive myths, so their urge to “improve” humanity is 
understandable as it represents the logical next step in a sequence of 
previous world-improving movements like Enlightenment, Bolshevism and 
liberal democratism. They take that line of thinking to the extreme since, 
given the tipping point of the dissolution of man, getting rid of (most) 
humans is one of the possible solutions to the problem and consequences of 
the development of trans-humanism. Whatever the actual effects of these 
technologies will be, they reveal a hidden yearning of common people in 
general for new noble structures which will bring new light to the world 
which for too long has been covered with darkness, so aside from creating 
the largest dystopia the world has ever seen, AI developments have a 
potential of waking up some parts of the population to their flaws and the 
need for transcending them, for which the appearance of the new nobility 
represents the only solution. 


Another less extreme aspect of trans-humanism are tendencies toward 
integration of a man and a machine. They have their roots in Cybernetics 
which started developing after the Second World War and was a 
predecessor of the field of Artificial Intelligence. One of the original ideas 
in that space is “Man-Computer Symbiosis” of J. C. R. Licklider which in 
that symbiosis viewed opportunity for elevating man’s existential condition 
to the higher level. Most of the original work on the Internet (then called 
ARPANET), personal computers and AI were inspired by these ideas. Most 
of these ideas were not adopted during the commercialization of personal 
computing and the Internet which followed, which determined their current 
status, aside from their use in business, as distractions and addictions of the 
masses. Science, engineering and business certainly benefited from the 
adoption of computers, which amplified their efforts, so nature of their 
overall influence on the state of man is not clear. From the traditional 
perspective they amplified and further expanded already problematic 
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developments in disciplines which from their beginnings had no 
connection to the “above”, being lost in their attempts to explain the 
natural world or solve problems which make life of a bourgeois man more 
comfortable. On the other hand, introduction of computers and 
computation into the domain of science and engineering, and even to 
everyday lives of people, have brought tools which can be used to explain 
workings of intricate systems, including natural, social and computer 
systems, and most importantly the human mind. Lately this kind of 
perspective on computation was called Computational Thinking which uses 
tools of computation like algorithms and processes to deal with problems 
in various real-world situations. It is clear that computation has a potential 
to tackle meaning which science feared from it’s inception and that it can 
help explain and build any system whose behavior can be represented with 
a set of interacting processes. It is also clear that it can be used in dealing 
with topics which were usually considered philosophical, but from the 
traditional perspective all of these developments can be considered as those 
which operate on “all too human” level, having effect only on already 
inflated bourgeois man’s intellect and ego, lacking almost any existential 
dimension which might have significant influence on man’s life, aside from 
those of trans-humanism which threaten the very existence of the bourgeois 
man. 


AI developments fit very well into the tendency of the postmodern to 
deconstruct the modern. Many of the modern constructions, like the way 
people work, they relate to each other, and how they perceive themselves is 
going to be questioned, and in the end destroyed. One should note that this 
does not mean that premodern equivalents of those conceptions are going 
to necessarily be affected. This could be one of the challenges a man faces 
today where it is clear that developments of the trans-human system is 
threatening his own survival. There is a possibility for those more 
differentiated men to face the fact that what is threatened was mostly the 
illusion from the beginning and take up the challenge of returning to their 
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premodern roots, to the more superior way of life and what it means to be a 
man. In order to meet this challenge ideally one would need some amount 
of noble blood and spirit, but even if that is mostly absent, one can start 
with differentiated view of the world, a world in which there is a place not 
just for materialism of the common man, but also for the “more than life” 
of the man of noble race.

Climate Activist - The Last Revolutionary? 


Do climate activists represent the force which will bring about the last 
revolution in the current cycle? Like bourgeoisie who fought feudal 
system, communists who were bringing down bourgeois structures in early 
20" century, and liberal democrats who participated in the destruction of 
the Eastern Bloc, climate activists in their revolutionary activity, on a more 
trivial level, seem to be ready for self-sacrifice which suggests that behind 
their activities stands something existentially real, rather than just a 
collection of intellectual constructions. They represent a logical next step in 
revolutionary movements, where in each step utopian ideas of greater and 
greater magnitude turn into the dystopia and yesterday’s revolutionary 
becomes a new updated bourgeois type who is targeted by the next step 
revolutionaries. 


Like every revolutionary type, climate activist appeared in the absence 
of any narrative, and in particular, narrative which might be attractive to 
this human type. This absence of narratives is also acknowledged by Klaus 
Schwab from the World Economic Forum and dealing with it is one of the 
aspects of the Great Reset. This suggests that this upcoming revolution, 
like all previous ones, will partly be orchestrated by organized groups, like 
in this case WEF and related groups, who will use the momentum created 
by climate activists on the ground for much wider and large scale purposes. 
Climate activists are ready to disturb lives of consumer-bourgecisie, 
commit light criminal acts, and be arrested for it. They show the same 
obsession, this time with climate change, like their communist and liberal 
democrat predecessors did in their time. Their number is growing 
exponentially, so it is not hard to see that they will be the ones, on the 
lower level, who will bring current consumer-bourgeois system down. 


They are mostly made up of women and feminized men who activated 
their mother instincts for protecting the Mother Earth from climate change 
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with apocalyptic scenarios in their minds if radical change is not made in 
people’s reliance on fossil fuels, deforestation and other issues related to 
climate change. Particularly young women might lead the way since they 
chronically lack their mother role due to the ongoing dissolution of the 
family. Climate activism attracts similar kinds of individuals as other kinds 
of left-wing activism of the 21* century, so disdain for men, and in 
particular white men of today, is heavily present, which might be justified 
from traditionalist perspective due to the responsibility white man of non- 
noble race holds for a lot of destruction in the world during the last several 
hundred years. Given the predominant feminine factor they will stick very 
hard to their obsession, especially once it gets socially validated and 
becomes part of their identity, and whole generation of people will be 
drawn into these utopian ideas and in the process dismount the current 
consumer-bourgeois class from the position of pretended dominance. 
Religiously following science and elevating the status of a scientist is also 
part of this outlook, although not all leading scientists approve of the 
official stance on climate change. Since all of these developments will lead 
to the greatest dystopia the world has ever seen, this will be the end of 
science as it was known in the last several hundred years. 


Typical member of the consumer-bourgeois society is basically 
helpless against these forces. He is trapped because he is democratically 
minded and heavily dependent on the system the way it functions for the 
last 50-70 years, so he on the one hand cannot really fight peaceful 
demonstrations of climate activists, and on the other is horrified imagining 
what would his life look like if the system stops working the way it has 
been for few decades. Climate activists will certainly win in this “fight”, 
but are very unaware of the possibility of climate crisis narrative being just 
a cover-up for global bankruptcy, and the real goals of the Great Reset 
which is making everybody happy without owning anything. They will use 
their temporary obsession to execute a revolution, but many will probably 
regret their actions after they see what they have done — gave the final blow 
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to the system which is not sustainable, but which gave them ability to 
survive for some time. One of the main rationale of climate action is 
creating better future for children, which consumer-bourgeois man will 
find very difficult to oppose because of his obsession with protecting and 
even elevating children as something superior to adults. Other “under- 
privileged” groups of individuals, like people from the 3 world, women 
and all sorts of minorities, in typical style of previous revolutionaries, will 
be brought up as victims of climate change. 


Main illusion of climate activism is that the “developed” countries are 
actually developed, and especially that they are rich — in reality they are all 
broke, so there is no possibility for replacing fossil fuels with renewables. 
People in general, as a result of this ongoing revolution might become less 
materialistic, but primarily because there would be nothing to consume, not 
because they are able to restrain themselves all of a sudden after being used 
to over-consuming for decades. Climate action assumes that for the current 
system it is just a matter of “transition” to reach new heights of the new 
system. Rhetoric which dominates is very similar to the one communists 
used during the 1980s when it became clear that the only path forward for 
the Eastern Bloc countries is a system of capitalist liberal democracy. This 
“transition” was a cover-up for the bankruptcy, both material and spiritual, 
of that system, so the same tactic might be used in this new “transition” but 
with a difference that no place exists where one might transition to, 
especially if one of the requirements, as is usually implicitly assumed, is 
higher standard of living. Generally climate action will be approached like 
a diet plan where initially it might have some momentum, but when the 
reality strikes, falling back to fossil fuels will be done with all of the 
consequences of the illusion which climate change narrative is full of. This 
is not surprising since the whole narrative has predominantly feminine 
nature. It would be interesting to see to what extent will the consumer- 
bourgeois man be able to alter his deeply ingrained habits in order to “save 
the planet”. His response to the recent crisis of 2020s teaches us that he 
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will do anything to avoid discomfort, so he will probably treat “climate 
action” the same way, like another task in the inbox, trying to get rid of it 
as soon as possible. But this time he will have very hard time to stay 
comfortable and alive, since dealing with the pain cannot be avoided for 
too long. 


Climate action and trans-humanism converge since they both imagine 
“a new human”, but given tendencies of both, most people living today 
might not be able to qualify for the participation in the future they imagine. 
Although not yet explicitly stated, climate activists consider people, and in 
particular “Western” people, responsible for all evils of the world. Trans- 
humanism considers humans inferior to smart machines (AI systems) or 
humans heavily integrated with technology, which it places as the next step 
of development in the evolutionary myth which dominates the thinking of 
the modern man for a long time. As has already occurred with Bolshevism 
and liberal democracy, climate utopia will probably turn into dystopia very 
quickly, but this time it might result in greatest depopulation world has 
seen in it’s current cycle. Climate change deniers interpret climate action as 
an attack on their consumer-bourgeois lifestyle and point out that climate 
change is a hoax which should be resisted, but even if it is a hoax, since 
consumer-bourgeois man reached zero point, this is irrelevant. It is better to 
perform Great Reset which everybody need under some hoax, whatever it’s 
contents are, than to tell people the real truth, which they won’t be able to 
handle. 


Noble race of Nordico-Aryan origin which ruled Europe for 1000 years 
was seriously eco-conscious in an organic way, without even knowing 
there is such a thing as ecology. This was probably also the case with noble 
races of the Roman, Persian, Greek or some other cycles in which they 
were the ones who ruled. It is interesting that the sequence of revolutions 
from bellow, or from the peasant and proletarian masses of pre-Indo- 
European matriarchal origin, lead to the establishment of the eco-conscious 
religion of caring about the Mother Earth. Hundred years of freedom of the 
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mass man lead to such a destruction of both physical and metaphysical 
reality, creating a void never seen before, that he is forced at last to adopt 
it. So in the weird way two diametrically opposed races can come together 
agreeing, from completely different angles, on the eco question. That 
means that it is possible to live eco-consciously by living like people lived 
in earlier phases of the cycle, when noble race ruled. There is no need to 
"progress" linearly to be eco-conscious - the same is possible by 
"regressing" or progressing circularly, ending the current cycle and starting 
the other one anew. 
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Nerds of Tradition 


During the last approximately 10 years, with the rise of social media, 
authors like Julius Evola and Rene Guenon became much more popular 
than they were in their time, when only parts of nobility, specialists in 
esoteric traditions and few isolated “spiritual seekers” were interested in 
their work. Most interest in those authors and Tradition in general is 
intellectual in nature. It amounts to very shallow and dilettante “research” 
in subjects concerning various traditions and civilizations which were 
dominated by various noble races, and imagining oneself as part of these 
traditions, but in a postmodern context. Since there are a lot of these 
traditions, like Germanic, Roman, Greek, Iranian, etc. there seems to be 
endless talk about endless subjects without really going anywhere. One can 
short-circuit all that talk by just trying to imagine how European nobility of 
100 years ago perceived the world and the way they lived their lives, and 
try to emulate that, not in detail since theirs is a time which will never 
come back literally, but in principle. If one cannot do that, there is no need 
to talk about Tradition, since everything that is related to nobility of the 
previous cycles is fundamentally the same, and in many cases represents 
even higher expressions of the noble spirit, so these are even harder to 
imagine from current situation which reached or is rapidly reaching a zero 
point. It seems like most traditionalists show the same interest as new-age 
spiritualists for the distant (in time and space), while they have very close 
and not so long dead noble race, in this case last noble race of Europe, at 
their disposal to study and more importantly to try to emulate. This is a 
form of escapism where one likes to stay in some virtual world of imagined 
distant past, which in reality cannot be even comprehended, than to take 
action on something which can be more easily understood, but is a 
manifestation of the same immutable principles. In the same way most 
spiritualists are drawn to Hinduism or Buddhism, and are ignoring 
Christian tradition, many traditionalists are talking about Roman Empire

and are completely ignoring much more understandable and closer Holy 
Roman Empire. 


It is no surprise then that a lot of people interested in the “Tradition” 
are fans of video games, fantasy, Lord of the Rings, and all the various 
nerdy activities. For them Tradition is source of endless fantastic images 
and stories they can talk about, criticize, have opinions on, etc., while their 
existential reality stays the same, embedded in the antithesis of what 
Tradition really represents. It represents for them another hobby, pass-time 
or distraction, and a new way to be “special”, just like they were “special” 
playing video games or being fans of Lord of the Rings. 


One other nerdy tendency present among fans of Tradition is criticism 
of “normal” people which are often called normies. In many cases criticism 
has no substance since almost all the nerds of Tradition live basically the 
same lives as the “worst” of normies, so criticism is justified only if one 
includes oneself in those being criticized, but then it does not make sense 
to insist too much on it due to it’s self-destructive effects. Most of this 
criticism has no effect on the existential condition of both critics and those 
being criticized. The worst of that criticism reveals large nerdy influence in 
wannabe traditionalists where one takes irrelevant details of some obscure 
“traditional” topic and then tries to evaluate “the modern world” in it’s 
context. What’s worse, what passes for “traditional” for the nerd of 
Tradition has to be from a very distant past and has to be “magical” and 
“fantastic”, reminding him of his nerdy hobbies. This is similar to the new- 
age tendency to evaluate as “spiritual” only those traditions which have 
nothing to do with Christianity. 


Some proponents of Tradition consider Christianity as one the last 
bastions of the traditional world. Like all aspects of reality, Christianity, 
and in particular it’s most traditional aspect Catholicism, has been deeply 
affected by dissolution. Despite that one should consider the differentiated 
character Christianity had during the earlier phases of the cycle. The way 
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this tradition was practiced by the nobility was very different from the way 
of the peasants. One can say that Christianity was devised primarily to 
contain peasant’s problematic characteristics all of which surfaced as the 
“old world” and the power of the Church started to decline. Most of what 
modern traditionalists practice is either an Americanized Christianity or 
some form of Christianity which preserved only some of the ways peasants 
practiced it in the past. There is a challenge for those kind of traditionalists 
to rediscover those aspects of this Tradition which were practiced 
exclusively by the nobility. It seems like one of the traditionalists 
philosophers, Alexandr Dugin did just that with the Orthodox Christianity. 
One should have in mind that Christian Europe was a fusion of the original 
Christianity, Roman tradition and Germanic tradition, so it represented a 
mixture which cannot be simply identified with mostly non-Aryan 
elements of the original Christianity, as is usually done especially in a time 
after the Second Vatican Council. For most traditionalists there are more 
than enough elements in that mixture which can be used as starting points 
for a revival of more noble approach to the spiritual matters. 


Tradition is often viewed as a silver bullet, a “thing” which can 
magically solve all of the world’s problems, only if everybody would get 
“traditional”. This reveals the utopian nature of how Tradition is viewed, 
making it another version of the world-saving movements which 
dominated the world for few hundred years. The idea that Tradition can be 
spread like other subversive viruses and that it can be accepted by all 
people without differentiation, is deeply missing it’s real meaning and 
significance, which has highly differentiated character. Most people are not 
and have never been able to be bearers of Tradition even if this Tradition is 
waterdown to the most basic level, for example the one accepted by 
peasants in not so distant past, so these leveling tendencies of traditionalists 
remind of the practices of various new-age spiritual practices which tend to 
treat everybody as “spiritual” people able to attain “spiritual insights” if 
they just discover their true selves. Another similarity to new-age 
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spiritualism is passive nature of almost everything happening around 
traditionalists. They have a priori taken intellectual approach to the subject 
which absolves them from taking any action, just like spiritualists in many 
cases take a priori “too spiritual” approach to their practice which turns 
them into nice people who always look like they are high or drunk. These 
tendencies reveal one more time the racial inadequacy of the human 
material involved, where typical leveling and egalitarianism is present, 
which further points to the real causes of the decline, noticed even by 
people who never heard of Tradition, and that is racial degradation of men 
and in particular the disappearance of the noble race from the scene of 
European history. 


Most proponents of Tradition would have a very hard time surviving in 
anything resembling traditional world. There is no reason to assume that 
today’s wannabe traditionalists would not in this kind of traditional settings 
close ranks with revolutionaries protesting about the difficult life they have 
to endure. It is also difficult to imagine nobility seeing in them anything 
but common people or even worse, people without a race, or due to their 
misconceptions about Tradition maybe buffoons who can entertain them. 
All this reveals deeply unrealistic worldview of many traditionally minded 
people where most of their involvement with Tradition has no existential 
dimension. In comparison, a typical normie or even a left-leaning 
individual, who never heard of Tradition or resents it, if his life is 
existentially affected by principles which represent the antithesis of the 
Tradition, he might even be in a better position. The major cause of the 
difficulties in integrating anything related to Tradition in one’s live in an 
existentially relevant way, is a racial inadequacy of the individuals 
involved, so more booking reading, blog posting or video making won’t 
help. If nerds of Tradition knew what Tradition really represents they 
would not really talk about it that much — they would either try to live it or 
run away from it as far as possible. 
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Viewing the Tradition as a silver bullet is often accompanied with the 
tendency to standardize various latest subversive phenomena like the 
bourgeois life of the 50s, or imitations of the traditional ways of life, and 
consider that valid expressions of the Tradition. In reality those tendencies 
represent just another form of bourgeois existence. In this context various 
individuals who live more intense life devoid of bourgeois elements but 
without even referencing Tradition could be closer to more authentic 
existence which might be paradoxically considered more traditional. 
Except in some corner cases it is more realistic to de-standardize the 
meaning of Tradition, especially from those tendencies which obviously 
miss it’s point, and free it up from any dogma or constraints, and leave the 
final test to the reality, taking into account that most of them will reveal 
their lack of substance when faced with all the challenges of the end of the 
cycle. 


The other aspect of the interest in Tradition is to employ it as a weapon 
against the latest of the dissolutive phenomena. Most of the positions in 
this camp boil down to restricting the scope of interest only to the latest 
trends, basically protecting the structures which are falling apart under 
pressure of the latest subversive movements, and completely missing the 
fact that those structures appeared as an antithesis of the “old world” of the 
latest European noble tradition. This space is also full of brainy types and 
nerds which need new intellectual stimulation for their brains. For them, 
what they call Tradition is just another source of ideas which they can 
endlessly talk and write about, and appear smart while doing that. 


One term which is being endlessly repeated is that of a “modern man”. 
Usually this term is used without taking into account the larger context, so 
in many cases it loses it’s real meaning due to it’s indiscriminate usage. 
Modern man is just a peasant from previous phases of the cycle who turned 
away from the influence of nobility and his natural place in the world, and 
his bourgeois embodiments over last decades are products of progressively 
lower influence of the noble race. He did not appear suddenly and 
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accidentally like many of traditionalists might imagine, but gradually 
became a dominant type of man due to the dissolution of the “old world”. 
In addition to that, he might be a new type in the current cycle, but since he 
appeared in a bit different form at the end of previous cycles, like the 
Roman one, which preceded the Roman-Germanic Middle Ages. From this 
perspective this type is also very old, as are noble types of a warrior and 
priest. There is a tendency among traditionalists to fall back to an 
evolutionists view of history, just in reverse, where at the beginning there 
was a Golden Age, and then as time progressed what happened is the 
undifferentiated decline of men. In reality, each of the ages and the whole 
of Manvantara contain sub-cycles which can be upward or downward, 
depending on the influence of the noble races, which as traditionalists also 
acknowledge, get degraded as the whole cycle is reaching it’s end. This 
simplistic point of view is probably the main reason why many of 
traditionalists are so attracted to the mostly incomprehensible distant times 
of the Golden Age. 


There is too much emphasis on the critical approach toward the 
“modern world” and repetition of the same arguments, which are in many 
cases just interpretations of traditionalist thinkers like Julius Evola or Rene 
Guenon. Nerds of Tradition have very difficult time making their 
worldview part of the existential reality which matters in real life 
experiences. Their critical approach greatly contributes to that situation. By 
comparison, Julius Evola, one of the most famous traditionalist authors 
who was a man of the “modern world” and wrote on any subject relevant to 
a man of that world, did not base his work on criticism, although his work 
can be interpreted this way at first. His work was mostly motivated by his 
experiences living in this world, but trying to maintain a connection to the 
Tradition in the broadest sense of the term. This attachment to Tradition on 
the level of existential reality seems to be lacking among the current 
traditionalists, so many of their work lacks this existential dimension. The 
situation might change very quickly as the world which they grew up in 
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and which enabled them to be wannabe traditionalists starts collapsing in 
more visible way. Then they might not have a privilege to maintain 
traditional perspective only on the intellectual level, but will be forced to 
act more convincingly since the world they are still able to cling to won’t 
exist anymore. Criticizing from a basically noble perspective is a very 
difficult situation to be in since it assumes at least some association with 
the nobility, if not membership by blood and spirit. Given the fact that, 
except in some isolated cases, membership in nobility cannot be attained 
artificially, especially not just by having “noble” thoughts, it is possible to 
recognize in this very fact visible impotence and intellectual character of 
most of the activity of various proponents of traditionalism. In addition to 
that real nobility would not even recognize the need to criticize that which 
is bellow them in a hierarchical order of things, and especially not in the 
context of all of the themes which dominate the criticism of the wannabe 
traditionalists. 


Many of the work done by traditionalists reveal lack of a more radical 
approach to life. It seems like they are trying to stay in a safe space of 
criticizing the latest trends of the “modern world” with nice words and 
several quotes from their more radical predecessors. This could be caused 
by the very large proportion of women in this space, who just by their very 
nature are unable to give a more radical impulse for anything existentially 
interesting. In particular, what’s mostly missing is an anti-bourgeois focus, 
which is strange since this was one of the main points of the work of one of 
the penultimate traditionalist authors Julius Evola. Not recognizing the 
bourgeois type and his world as the main source of the dissolution, and 
instead focusing on hard to define “modern man” is one of the reasons why 
most of the traditionalist work is so impotent. On the other hand, since 
anti-bourgeois stance would require some existential changes in their lives, 
which they might not be able to make, it is understandable why many 
continue to lightly criticize the “modern world” from the safe distance. 
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There is a tendency among traditionalists to discount the importance of 
postmodern techniques for deconstructing modernism and the modern 
world. Left-leaning ideas are generally regarded as evil, so postmodernism 
is viewed as a whole in that light. This tendency makes traditionalists more 
impotent than they would otherwise be since in order to be relevant they 
have to lean on very empty and impotent “conservative” ideas like 
nationalism or patriotism, family life, preserving white identity and to 
some extent Christian tradition in it’s worst Americanized form. All of 
these ideas were deconstructed by postmodernism, so by applying it’s ideas 
one either has to accept even more subversive ideas than what modernism 
provides, which is mostly the case, or one can return to the premodern 
ideas in what might be called premodern postmodernism. This approach is 
more demanding since it leads one to anti-bourgeois ideas given that 
bourgeois type really rose to power with modernism. In any case, if there is 
one thing a traditionalist could do, it is to focus on the root cause of the 
dissolution, and that is modernism and the modern world, rather than it’s 
final phase and a consequence, postmodernism. 


In actuality Tradition represents special style of survival and existence 
determined by blood and initiation, and on a lower level by experience. A 
man who never heard of Tradition or never read traditionalist authors, but 
experienced challenges of war or has natural sense for honor, discipline 
and inner coherence, and is not receptive to intellectually “interesting”, but 
completely unrealistic (in a higher sense) ideas, is closer to normalcy than 
all of the smart nerds of Tradition. So for example, despite probably not 
even knowing what Tradition is intellectually, a member of special forces 
like French Foreign Legion, probably embodies to much larger extent the 
essence of Tradition than a nerd could ever be able to with his abstract 
intellect. 
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Revenge of Pre-Indo-European Existential 
Horizon 


Although the modern world is detected as the one which is the 
antithesis of the “old world”, very often crucial details of the transition 
between the two are not clearly stated or are trivialized. Fundamental 
differences between the two worlds have underlying cause in the existential 
horizons which governed them. In the case of the “old” or traditional world 
what dominated was an existential horizon of Nordico-Aryan and Aryo- 
Roman races of Europe, and in the case of the modern world what 
dominates is the existential horizon of the pre-Indo-European peasant race 
of Europe. At the beginning of the current 1000-year cycle the noble 
horizon won over the peasant horizon and a pact was created between the 
two where the superiority and primacy of the first was acknowledged. The 
peasant existential horizon never fully accepted the primacy of the noble 
horizon, so during the whole cycle many clashes between the two occurred, 
always resulting in the win for the noble horizon. Finally, gradual fall of 
the nobility, the bearers of the noble horizon, and rise of the bourgeoisie 
created the preconditions for revenge of the peasant pre-Indo-European 
horizon on their lords. This revenge resulted in the First and Second World 
War and the final disappearance of the nobility from the scene of the world 
history. 


It is important to state that what forms the horizon or worldview is a 
race, in the traditional sense of the word, meaning internal structure of men 
on the level of body, soul and spirit. Therefore, the competition and 
interinfluence of various races is what shapes world history. This general 
statement is also applicable in the context of the last European cycle, where 
originally separate existential horizons started to mix and continuously 
competed with each other with a long-time clear superiority of the noble 
horizon, ending with a short-time superiority of the peasant horizon. This 
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pattern could be a general one and applicable for any great civilizational 
cycle, where noble race first takes over, rules for long period of time which 
spans hundreds or thousands of years, starts to decline, non-noble (peasant) 
race finally takes over, noble race disappears, and then after a short time 
period spanning several centuries or even decades, cycle ends in the final 
collapse, creating preconditions for the start of the new cycle. This pattern 
is certainly applicable to the transition from the Roman cycle to the 
Roman-Germanic cycle, where Roman cycle was first dominated for 1000 
years by the noble race of that cycle, then it started collapsing in the 
relatively short period which was dominated by non-noble races of that 
cycle, marking the end of that cycle, which coincided with the appearance 
of a new noble race of Nordico-Aryan type which took over and ruled over 
the non-noble race for 1000 years until it’s downfall when non-noble race 
took over and ruled for very short period of time until the whole structure 
collapsed. 


There is a tendency among traditionalists to view noble races as 
generally superior, while among former revolutionary, left-leaning forces 
there is a tendency to view non-noble races, which are turned into “noble” 
ones through a set of utopian illusions, as generally superior. This is 
understandable given that this evaluation depends on one’s own race and 
personal equation, and that if one race is in it’s downfall there is a high 
probability that the opposite race will be in it’s ascent. General superiority 
can also be assigned to the noble races from a metaphysical point of view, 
since they are generally and especially at their high points much more able 
to be in tune with metaphysical laws. Given the cyclical laws which govern 
the world history and lives of races, it is clear that that kind of general 
approach is a simplification. In actuality superior is that race which wins in 
the particular collision with the other race, so traditionalists have to face 
the fact that their favorite noble race lost the battle against the other race 
and still suffers consequences of this defeat, despite the collapse this other 
race is now facing. 
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One widespread misconception exists about the real end of the fight 
between the last noble race of Europe and the pre-Indo-European race. 
There is a tendency to position this end too far into the past. It is true that 
the fall of the noble race began with the rise of the bourgeois man few 
hundred years ago, but the battle was not over until 1945. First World War 
represented only the first round of the battle, where Second World War 
represented the dramatic and final second round. The last noble race of 
Europe fought to the very end and did know how to die with style. One 
should not forget that half of the Wehrmacht generals came from the old 
warrior nobility and that many of the former nobles were members of the 
NSDAP, while former king of the German Empire in the inter-war period 
still hoped for the return of the monarchy, and the same can be said for the 
Habsburgs. Although weakened after the First World War nobility 
represented a significant cultural, political and military influence in the 
inter-war period. Whole inter-war period in Europe can be viewed as one 
unofficial civil war between conservative forces, in many cases lead by the 
former nobility, and the revolutionary forces of all kinds. So year 1945 
represents the final end of the battle and the end of the old world. This year 
could be regarded as the real end of the cycle given that everything which 
followed was marked by a complete domination of the non-noble race and 
all the easily predictable and unopposed final dissolution of men. 


The role of Fascism and National-Socialism in the inter-war period 
should be clarified given that they are typically treated in the 
undifferentiated way. From the left they are viewed as an ultimate evil in 
their violation of “human rights” and their relationship with the capitalist 
bourgeois class, while from the right they are often hailed as examples of 
systems which cared for their people and fought against the forces of the 
world subversion which threatened their livelihoods. Both of these views 
could from the traditionalist perspective be viewed as distortions. Although 
Fascism and National-Socialism share similarities, they should be viewed 
as distinct counter-revolutionary movements in the inter-war period. Focus 
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of Fascism was on the State which directs the lives of people, while focus 
of National-Socialism was on the People (Volk) and on the race which was 
viewed in the coarsest possible way, only on the level of the body. Both 
appeared as a reaction of war veterans to the state which Europe found 
itself in after the First World War, starting with the consequences of the 
Treaty of Versailles and ending with the Great Depression of the late 
1920s. During that period Europe found itself in the state of unofficial civil 
war where conservative forces tried to prevent revolutionary ideas, both 
Bolshevik and democratic, to take hold. It is often missed that although 
Fascism and National-Socialism were primarily Italian and German 
phenomena, their ideas spread to or had similar instantiations in other 
European countries of that time, so they share these “international” 
characteristics with Bolshevism and liberal democratic systems. Both 
Fascism and National-Socialism were primarily focused on the proletarian 
class of workers, so they had very plebeian and as a consequence 
totalitarian character. Involvement of the former nobility in those 
movements was marginal especially after they started showing their 
totalitarian and anti-aristocratic character. Nobility in that period was 
recovering from the losses they suffered after the First World War by trying 
to have a positive influence on those movements which opposed the 
extreme forces of world subversion in the form of Bolshevism and liberal 
democracy. Both Fascism and National-Socialism shared many of their 
characteristics with those subversive forces, differing primarily in the 
orientation. They were oriented upward with their conception of the 
Ubermensch, while subversive forces were oriented downward with their 
conception of the collectivized man stripped off all the bourgeois 
tendencies. In that way they both had anti-bourgeois tendencies, despite 
both of them ultimately creating a new type of bourgeois man in the form 
of red bourgeoisie and former workers who joined either Fascist Party or 
NSDAP. It is important to acknowledge great successes both Fascism and 
National-Socialism had in that period in all aspects of their systems, but in 
the end what get manifested is that their ambitions were not matched by the 
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qualifications of the human material involved, not just because of the lost 
Second World War, but also because how quickly people turned away from 
their ideas in the post-war period. In that period which lasts to this day both 
of these movements are viewed only through the economic lens where they 
are considered as an attempt by the bourgeois class to have total control 
over the proletariat, or through the lens of their violation of “human rights” 
as part of their general totalitarian orientation. Although both of these 
perspectives are valid, they miss anti-bourgeois tendencies of these systems 
and although their criminal racial obsession should be condemned, many of 
the sufferings people went through was a consequence of the reality of 
brutal war which these movements cannot bear the sole responsibility for. 
Another widespread confusion can be found in viewing those movements 
as prime examples of right-wing phenomena. This view, which can be 
found on both the left and the right in the post-war period, does not take 
into account dominant anti-aristocratic characteristics of those movements, 
and misses the fact that the original Right appeared after the French 
Revolution and had primarily aristocratic character. Generally, in the 
situation of the end of the cycle, both Fascism and National-Socialism 
should be viewed positively in their naive attempts of renewal of the 
Roman Empire and the German Reich, but with acknowledging the 
primary reason of their eventual demise, that of the absence of the true 
leading noble elites. 


Nobility did not fight only for their own race, but for the “old world” 
as a whole, which included peasantry, although many peasants in their 
resentment against the nobility joined revolutionary forces of that time. 
Interpretation of those conflicts which in the resistance nobility had shown 
for the revolutionary ideas sees only it’s interest for self-preservation, 
misses the point in a typical way materialistic and progressive 
interpretation of history does. Nobility generally cared for their subjects 
and tried to protect their system which they considered both superior and 
much more beneficial for the peasantry, which became clear to many after 
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the “new” world started showing it’s real face and especially now as this 
world is entering the very end of the cycle. In both World Wars one part of 
European nobility fought on the side of the “old world” and the other part 
fought on the side of the revolutionary forces, so it would be an 
oversimplification to describe those wars as clear-cut wars between 
nobility in general and everybody else. It is more appropriate to view them 
as wars of worldviews of the “old” and “new” worlds, where each 
worldview was crossing borders of national states of that time and those of 
castes which were in the final stage of their collapse. As was the case in the 
earlier phases of the cycle, various groups of nobility, despite their 
common racial characteristics and even direct ancestry, can fight on 
opposing sides of conflicts, which was certainly to some extent true in two 
World Wars. 


During inter-war period there was a strong tendency to blame nobility 
for all of the world’s issues, and this tendency largely persist to this day. 
Although nobility clearly was facing decline, the root cause of the 
dissolution of the old world lies in the rise of the bourgeois man. He is the 
one who started the bourgeois revolution of the Third Estate and was later 
the main force behind further proletarian revolutions which had many 
reasons for existence given the inhuman working conditions typical worker 
experienced in factories mostly set up by the bourgeois class. He also 
created an ideal type of “progressive” and “wealthy” individual who was 
then replicated in various ways after former revolutionaries became 
members of the new bourgeois class. Bourgeois type stayed an ideal which 
everybody from bellow strove for, probably having it’s last embodiment in 
the typical progressive urbanite consumer of today’s Collective West. 


It is interesting to apply the general cyclical pattern of decent and 
ascent of races to the fast-approaching end of the cycle. Given that non- 
noble race rules the world since the 1945, one would expect the appearance 
of a new noble race which will take over the visibly collapsing structure. 
What’s interesting about this case is that no such noble race is detectable, 
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so either it is hidden, not easily recognizable or it simply does not exist. 
Both possibilities are likely, first being more likely since cyclical laws need 
to be followed and there is no reason to assume that they would made 
themselves easily visible to an “untrained” eye. Also, as Evola and Guenon 
both warned, continuation of cycles is very difficult topic appropriate only 
for the highest of philosophers, in the traditional sense of the term, and the 
notion of the end of the cycle is also very easily misinterpreted by those 
who are not qualified to handle the topic. Alexandr Dugin who represents a 
philosopher of the highest caliber does acknowledge the approaching end 
of the cycle, but he also is not too explicit about it, probably for good 
reasons. 
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Islamophobia 


One of the constant themes of contemporary conservative forces 
around Europe during the last decade was migrant crisis and it’s 
consequences, including increased levels of crime committed by migrants 
coming from the “Muslim” world, and general issues with their integration 
in the society they migrate to. These events are mostly interpreted as an 
attack on the so called Western culture, and more generally on European 
Christian culture at large. There are several related but separate arguments 
being made. One is religious, second one is racial, where race is conceived 
in it’s coarsest form, on the level of body and in particular, skin color, and 
the third one is economic or materialistic. 


Fallacy of the religious argument is that migrants are religious men. 
Reality is that in the same way Christianity have fallen over centuries, so 
did Islam, all over the world, reaching probably zero point, with 
Christianity being infinitesimally closer to zero. So migrant is much closer 
in this regard to the “white man” of the West than he is ready to 
acknowledge. This is probably primary reason why he started talking about 
Tradition because he needs to differentiate himself somehow in order to 
preserve his self-image of dominance, which he imagines, but at the same 
time denies under the influence of “equality” myth. He will fail in his 
attempts for differentiation since there is no single differentiating factor of 
any weight involved. The only “tradition” which the man of the West is 
related to is the “tradition” of the American Empire which represents the 
inversion of the Tradition found in the “old world” of the current cycle and 
other upward cycles of history. This American “tradition” during the last 
few decades spread all over the world like a virus and despite it’s waning 
influence due to significant tendencies toward multipolarity in recent years, 
it still represents the backbone of the monoculture which keeps infecting 
both men of the West and those of the developing world where migrants 
mostly come from. In this context the West for migrants represents what it

used to represent for men from the Eastern Bloc countries before the fall of 
the Berlin Wall, which means an opportunity for realization of the utopian 
dreams drummed into the unwashed masses by politico-media complex, or 
just an opportunity to live in more humane conditions compared to those in 
their homeland which due to racial inadequacies of it’s population is 
unable to lift itself up from chaos, or which got struck by some natural 
disaster or American crusade, like war on terror. 


Racial argument is also deeply flawed. Today’s white man of the West 
is racially closer to brown, black or yellow man of the “developing” world, 
not on the level of body, but on the level of soul and spirit, than he is to the 
noble race which used to rule over Europe. The primary proof, aside from 
the fact that vast majority of ancestors of the white man were peasants, is 
that after the dissolution of nobility white man created a world which 
represents the antithesis of the “old world” which is very similar to what 
happened elsewhere in the world. The only difference is material one, 
where white men enjoyed and still enjoys more comfort than his racial 
sibling in the “developing” world. This racial similarity is confirmed by 
how easy migrants adapt to the only reality which exists in the West, that of 
consumerism and wage slavery. Incidents which some of them are prone to 
have in most cases nothing to do with significant cultural differences, but 
primarily with disappointment many migrants feel in the West once they 
realize that it does not really represent a dream land which it is marketed 
as. Migrants themselves, in many ways like a bourgeois man of the West, 
are individuals without stable identity, and therefore open to all kinds of 
utopian ideas, including the one which markets the West as literal heaven 
on Earth. Eventually large migrant population in the United States and 
Europe might lead to some kind of crisis which will have characteristics of 
the civil war, but will differ significantly from civil wars which took place 
in the last several hundred years. Most of those wars had some kind of 
higher component where disputes at least partly revolved around some kind 
of idea, or on the lower level were ideological in nature. In comparison, 
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possible civil war involving migrant population will primarily have 
materialistic character of basic survival in the environment of scarce 
material resources, possibly coupled with the irrational component of the 
supposed responsibility of the white man for all of the problems of the 
world. In this way various Mad Max scenarios can be imagined where 
struggle for basic survival takes place without any higher justification. 
Given that all of the involved parties in those imagined conflicts are 
racially very similar, it would be more productive for them to be integrated 
into one system based on some new narrative of worldwide racial 
brotherhood, which might emerge as the consequence of the Great Reset. 


Economic argument focuses on the threat migrants pose to the material 
well-being of the white man. Migrants are taking jobs which white man 
“deserves”, they get social benefits which white man is entitled to, etc. All 
that might be true, but it is the white man of today who reached a point 
where his only motivation for work is a pay at the end of the month or 
week. He is the one who contemplated the world where he can have all the 
comforts without doing any work, so his invention of social benefits, the 
therapeutic state which takes care of everybody, and bureaucratic structures 
of all kinds, is now going to be employed against him, because if 
everybody are equal, why migrants would not be entitled to all those perks 
he enjoyed for decades. If migrants would be truly aware of the real 
economic reality of the West, they would think twice about migrating there, 
despite in many cases grim reality of their homeland. The whole of the 
West is for decades trying to postpone bankruptcy and it recently started to 
run out of tricks, so it will soon very likely enter a long era of soft 
totalitarian regime with it’s lockdowns, mass surveillance and generally 
situation of scarce material resources. Migrant crisis certainly is not a fully 
spontaneous phenomenon, in that there are forces which either need low 
paid workers to make more money or to just make ends meet, forces which 
need them to realize their multicultural utopia, or those on the higher level 
which will use it to end the consumer-bourgeois cycle, but it represents the 
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next logical step in the development of the system which white bourgeois 
man created for his own benefit, not being able to envision second-degree 
effects. 


Migrants moving to the West are imagined as postmodern equivalents 
of the Ottoman invasions of the Holy Roman Empire during the Middle 
Ages and early Modern period. This is the most comical analogy one can 
make, and it confirms just how out of touch with reality today’s white man 
is. The reality is that forces who clashed during those invasions have very 
little to do with today’s white man, as they have with migrants. Those 
forces were racially, especially on the level of spirit very similar, and both 
ruled today’s white man’s and migrant’s ancestors back then and for 
centuries before and after that. White man of today represents the antithesis 
of white man of the “old world”, especially in case of nobility, and 
especially in the context of his ability to defend himself, his property and 
community he lives in. In recent decades he adopted suicidal pacifism and 
became so democratically minded that even recent crises which reveal all 
of the weaknesses of this perspective, were not able to push him into 
changing his mind. Given his passivity and inability to fight for anything 
which does not involve his wallet, there is no need for migrants to occupy 
Europe with arms, which they are almost equally not able to do. It is 
enough for politico-media complex to gradually instantiate a new normal 
where significant migrant populations throughout Europe is regarded as 
positive phenomena despite all it’s negative consequences for the native 
population. It seems like a white man of today is not even able to 
differentiate between the positive and negative since they are increasingly 
fluid categories which are assigned to various phenomena depending on 
how that fits the interest of the politico-media complex. In any case, he will 
certainly continue to fight for his wallet which probably represents the only 
real thing he thinks he can count on, but the Great Reset might very soon 
put this assumption into question.

A similar, dematerialized type of 
unity and state was at the basis of the Orders, and its last reflection, deformed to 
the point of being unrecognizable, can be seen in secret societies like 
Freemasonry. If new processes are to develop when the present cycle exhausts 
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itself, perhaps they could have their point of departure in this very kind of unity. - 
Julius Evola 


The substance of every true and stable political organism is something resembling 
an Order, a Mdnnerbiind in charge of the principle of the imperium, comprising 
men who see loyalty as the basis of their honor.

In this epoch of dissolution it is hard for the differentiated man to become involved 
in marriage and family in any way.

secular version of the Second Coming of Christ), but with the appearance of 
thousands of auroras, i.e., the birth of sovereign spaces liberated from the 
domination of the modern. - Alain de Benoist 
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The prevalent and determining trends are, and will be increasingly in the future, 
the passive destructive processes from which can only arise a squalid uniformity, a 
reduction to types that lack the dimension of depth and any metaphysical quality, 
defining themselves at an existential level even lower than the already problematic 
one of the individual and the person. - Julius Evola 


Alternative Postmodernism 


To reach the Tradition, we must first confront the Modern and Postmodern. 
Otherwise, we will have to remain in the zone of their epistemological influence. 
Therefore, the phenomenon we have provisionally called ‘alternative 
Postmodernity' is of paramount importance. It cannot be avoided and we cannot 
do without it. Of course, the core should be traditionalism and the most radical 
critique of Modernity, but without a lively dialogue with the intellectual 
environment, pure traditionalism quickly degenerates and loses its strength, 
turning into an impotent and unattractive sect. The Postmodern alternative, on the 
other hand, awakens and mobilises the inner potential of traditionalism. The 
traditionalist Julius Evola undertook something similar, responding in his works to 
the most diverse philosophical, cultural, political and scientific challenges of 
modernity, without any fear of departing from traditionalist orthodoxy, because in 
our extreme critical conditions of cyclical decay, there simply cannot be any 
orthodoxy. We should do the same in the new cycle. - Alexandr Dugin 


Modernity will not be transcended by returning to the past, but by means of certain 
pre-modern values in a decisively postmodern dimension. It is only at the price of 
such a radical restructuring that anomie and contemporary nihilism will be 
exorcised.

The same applies to the critique of modernity. If post-modernists believe that the 
modern represents a catastrophe and a failure, at the same time they accept its 
morality and the 'emancipatory' goals it set itself and which, however, it failed to 
achieve. Despite the correctness and sometimes relevance of this critique, it - like 
Marxism - suffers from the exaggerated importance of Modernity as destiny, 
whereas it is only a matter of choice. One can choose Modernity, or one can 
choose something else, such as Tradition.

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Ride the Tiger 


In the life of today it can be appropriate, for many, to withdraw in order to settle in 
a more interior line of trenches, so that that which we cannot do anything about 
cannot do anything against us. However, the whole book does not encourage 
people to let themselves go, but precisely the contrary: a strict discipline of life 
brought to the highest point is what is outlined in it.

Finally, we must consider a third possibility. To some the path of acceleration may 
be the most suitable approach to a solution, considering that given certain 
conditions, many reactions are the equivalent of those cramps that only prolong 
agony and by delaying the end also delay the advent of the new principle.

Return to the Middle Ages 


As it has rightfully been remarked, in the feudal system of the origins the 
fundamental and distinctive feature of regality was not of a "public" power, but 
rather that of forces that were in the presence of other forces, each one responsible 
to itself for its own authority and dignity. Thus such a state of affairs often 
resembled a state of war rather than that of a "society"; it was precisely because of 
this, however, that a particular differentiation of energies occurred. Never has man 
been treated so harshly as in the feudal system, and yet not only for the feudal 
lords who had the responsibility of protecting their rights and honor, but also for 
the subjects this regime was a school of independence and of virility rather than of 
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servility; in this regime the relationship of faithfulness and of honor played a 
larger role than in any other Western time period. - Julius Evola

From everything that has been said so far it is easy to deduce that the setting up of 
the 'counter-tradition' and its apparent momentary triumph will in effect be the 
reign of what has been called ‘inverted spirituality’; this last is of course only a 
parody of spirituality, imitating it so to speak in an inverse sense, so as to appear 
to be its very opposite; it appears to be its opposite, but is not really so, for 
whatever may be its pretensions no symmetry or equivalence between the one and 
the other is possible.

New Cycle and End of the Catastrophe 


The predominant view in ancient traditional teaching is that some kind of gap 
separates one cycle from the next; the new cycle allegedly will be characterized 
not by a gradual getting up and reconstruction, but by a new beginning, a sudden 
mutation brought about by a divine and metaphysical event just like an old tree 
does not flourish again, but dies and a new tree grows out of its seeds. This view 
clearly shows that the relationships of continuity between two cycles are only 
relative and, in any event, do no affect the masses and great structures of a 
civilization. These relationships only concern essential vital elements, much in the 
way the seed is related to the new plant. - Julius Evola 
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That is revealing the virtual nature of the reality. We cannot say that we are using 
reality — we never had reality after we had lost sacredness. We are in an artificial 
matrix, we are just shadows, as we were before entering the Internet. This is not 
catastrophe, but the end of the catastrophe. We could use Internet as ontological 
argument in our understanding of modernity, transition from modernity to 
postmodernity, and transition of humanity to post-humanity. Internet is a 
revelation of the artificial structure of so called reality. - Alexandr Dugin

Restoration of the Last Noble Race of Europe 


Moreover, what is needed is not to artificially and coercively perpetuate particular 
forms tied to the past, despite having exhausted their vital possibilities and being 
out of touch with the times. For the authentic revolutionary conservative, what 
really counts is to be faithful not to past forms and institutions, but rather to 
principles of which such forms and institutions have been particular expressions, 
adequate for a specific period of time and in a specific geographical area. And just 
as these particular expressions ought to be regarded as changeable and ephemeral 
in themselves, since they are connected to historical circumstances that are often 
unrepeatable, likewise the corresponding principles animating them have a value 
that is unaffected by such contingencies, as they enjoy a perennial actuality. New 
forms, corresponding in essence to the old ones, are liable to emerge from them as 
if from a seed; thus, even as they eventually replace the old forms (even in a 
"revolutionary" manner), what remains is a certain continuity amid the changing 
historical, social, economic, and cultural factors. - Julius Evola 


The traditionalist perspective is that we are living at the end of an historical cycle. 
At the beginning of this cycle all and every possibility is latent. However, as the 
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cycle evolves or unfolds, these possibilities begin to manifest themselves in the 
world of time and space, beginning with the highest and gradually moving towards 
the lower. At the end of the cycle, the very lowest possibilities manifest themselves. 
The traditionalists tell us that at the cosmic level this process cannot be withheld 
or interrupted. It must take place. The cycle, they say, must exhaust itself before a 
new one can replace it. I know that this might seem to suggest that we are entirely 
the passive victims of this cosmic unfolding. However, as I understand it, the 
traditionalists would go on to say that if this were the only reality then all attempts 
to pursue and align ourselves with spiritual realities and experience would be in 
vain. And that cannot possibly be. Indeed, it is precisely on the individual plane 
and through our understanding of and attachment to traditional norms of 
metaphysical doctrine and spiritual practice that we can, in a measure, transcend 
the baleful influence of the descent that is the eventual exhaustion and end of our 
cycle of history and prepare ourselves and the world for the beginning of the next. 
It is in this way, and perhaps only in this way, that we can overcome the mind- 
numbing despair of Modernism — not by false optimism, but by an understanding 
of and an attachment to the truly Real.

The Race of the Bourgeois 


And we see in bourgeois something completely unnatural for our tradition, dealing 
with the commerce and the exchange. That is the peasant turned from the tradition. 
That is warrior that could not fight. That is perversion. The bourgeois is the ill 
type. It is completely sick, sociological sickness, representation of perversion in 
our traditional way. So majority of bourgeois were peasants but peasants turned 
from their natural state. When the peasant that by some reason has lost it’s 
possibility, it’s field, it’s normal and natural place in the village, it comes to town.

This double negation might end in nothingness - in the 
nothingness that erupts in multiple forms of chaos, dispersion, rebellion, and 
"protest" that characterize many tendencies of recent generations; or in that other 
nothingness that is scarcely hidden behind the organized system of material 
civilization.

Nevertheless, it is possible to consider another possibility that runs counter to the 
direction of the "fall,” and that is to establish the correct relationship between the 
two principles. This occurs when the feminine principle, whose force is centrifugal, 
does not turn to fleeting objects but rather to a "virile” stability in which she finds 
a limit to her "restlessness.” Stability is then transmitted to the feminine principle 
to the point of intimately transfiguring all of its possibilities. What occurs in these 
terms is a synthesis in a positive sense. - Julius Evola 


Strictly speaking, in front of every man worthy of the name, the real woman, the 
one that our parents significantly called “well-bred woman”, should appear as 
something dangerous, as an extraneous principle that attracts, creeps in and asks 
for an inner reaction: almost the same type of reaction of which we have said, 
talking about crossbreeds, where an admitted extraneous blood tests the type and 
gives rise to two possibilities: either to an awakening, to a reaffirmation and to a 
vivification, or to a dissolution and to a lowering. - Julius Evola 


Within certain limits, the idea of contamination did not apply to women: men of 
higher castes could marry women of lower castes without being contaminated. 
Traditionally the woman did not relate to a caste in a direct way but rather 
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through her husband. The Laws of Manu (9.22): "When a woman is joined with a 
husband in accordance with the rules, she takes on the very same qualities that he 
has, just like a river flowing down into the ocean." - Julius Evola 


The only true problem is to what extent in a given society and epoch man can be 
himself and woman can be herself in an accurate approximation of their respective 
archetypes, and also to what extent the relationships of man and woman reflect the 
natural and unchangeable law rooted in the very metaphysics of male and female. 
This law is “reciprocal integration and completion together with a subordination 
of the female principle to the male.” Everything else, as Nietzsche would say, is 
nonsense. - Julius Evola 


Final Phase of the Gynocracy 


In an inauthentic existence, the regime of diversions, surrogates, and tranquilizers 
that pass for today’s “distractions” and “amusements” does not yet allow the 
modern woman to foresee the crisis that awaits her when she recognizes how 
meaningless are those male occupations for which she has fought, when the 
illusions and the euphoria of her conquests vanish, and when she realizes that, 
given the climate of dissolution, family and children can no longer give her a sense 
of satisfaction in life. Meanwhile, as a result of diminished tension even man and 
sex can no longer mean a great deal to her; they cannot be her natural center of 
existence as they were for the traditional absolute woman, but can only be of value 
as one ingredient of a diffused and externalized existence, no more important than 
fashion, sport, a narcissistic cult of the body, practical interests, and so on. The 
destructive effects so often produced in modern women by a mistaken vocation or 
warped ambitions, and also the force of circumstances, enter into the equation. 
Thus, when the race of true men is also nearly extinct, and modern man has little 
left of virility in a higher sense, there is little point in the saying about the true 
man’s capacity to “redeem,” to “save the woman within woman.” There is more of 
a danger that a true man today, in many cases, might find appropriate another 
maxim, that spoken by the old woman to Zarathustra: “Are you going to women? 
Dont forget your whip!”- if it could be applied with impunity and fruitfully in 
these progressive times. The possibility of restoring to sex, even sporadically, its 
elementarity, its transcendence, and perhaps even its danger in the context 
mentioned, appears very much prejudiced by all these factors. - Julius Evola 
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The best and most authentic reaction against feminism and against every other 
female aberration should not be aimed at women as such, but at men instead. It 
should not be expected of women that they return to what they really are and thus 
reestablish the necessary inner and outer conditions for a reintegration of a 
superior race, when men themselves retain only the semblance of true virility. - 
Julius Evola 


End of the Ponzi Scheme - Global Bankruptcy 


What surprises me is that, quite apart from whether or not we value the sacred 
traditions as much as we should, the blunt economic fact make predominant 
approach increasingly irrational. ... it was shown that in financial terms the global 
economy incurs an annual loss between 2 or 2.5 trillion dollars every single year.

opposing idea, namely the traditional, aristocratic, anti-proletarian idea, is able to 
reach such existential levels - thereby giving rise to a new realism and allowing 
Tradition, as a worldview, to give form to a specific type of antibourgeois man as 
the nucleus of new elites, beyond the crisis of all individualistic and unrealistic 
values. - Julius Evola 


Nerds of Tradition 


It is habitual to emphasize what Catholicism presents as a defense of the person. 
... We are dealing, moreover, with values that Catholicism did not take from pure 
original Christianity, which was characterized by a desperate pathos for 
redemption and salvation united to every kind of suggestion and emotional 
complex; the values in question are rather better attested by the best vein of the 
classical tradition. And the problem presents itself as to whether those values, 
those elements of a vision of life, are not more fit and effective for the task 
indicated above, wherever they are liberated from a superstructure of faith and of 
dogma and reformulated with a greater adherence to their original root. We hold 
that precisely this is the case: we think, in other words, that it is from the classical 
conception of life that one might draw elements which are simpler, clearer, more 
neutral and deprived of “tendencies” which the man of today might make his own 
toward renovating and broadening his mentality. This might occur in an 
autonomous way, without reference to a specific religious confession, to theories 
and philosophies. - Julius Evola

every value of the personality is employed in a methodical and even satanic way. -
